Washington,  Aug.  5.— The  senate 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the 
tariff  bill,  the  pending  item  being  cylin- 
der and  crown  glass  polished.  Mr.  Berry 
addressed  the  senate  on  the  general  sub- 
ject of  tariff  legislation.  He  denied  the 
correctness  of  Mr.  Hisoock's  assertion 
that  the  question  had  "been  finally  set- 
tled at  the  last  presidential  election. 
The  majority  of  the  American  people 
(Mr.  Berry  asserted)  had  not  declared  in 
lavor  of  the  protective  theory,  but 
rather  in  favor  of  the  party  that  advo- 
cates a  tariff  for  revenue  only.  Besides 
nothing  that  was  based  on  wrong  and 
injustice  could  be  permanently  settled.

of  the  subject  and  had  answered  in  many 
cases  witti  a  sneer  any  senator  wno  pre- 
sumed to  question  the  correctness  of 
their  decision.  He  could  not  but  sym- 
pathize with  the  senator  from  Kansas 
(Mr.  Plumb)  and  with  the  people  whom 
ue  represented  in  the  present  contest, 
lie  trusted  that  the  people  of  that  state 
Aould  see  how  disregardful  of  their 
interests  the  Eastern  states  were,  and 
that  would  teach  them  to  have  a  more 
liiudly  feeling  for  their  brethren  of  the 
South,  who  were,  like  them,  to  be 
dutferers  under  the  pending  bill,  and 
who  were  to  receive  no  benefit  whatever 
irom  it.  He  denounced  the  bill  as  one 
of  false  pretences,  sailing  under  false 
colors,  and  neither  honest  on  its  face  noi 
m  its  purpose.

Describing  the    Flan    of  the  International 

Uedical  Congress. 

Bebljn,  Aug.  5.— The  sessions  of  the 
International  Medical  congress  were  re- 
sumed this  morning.  There  will  be 
another  general  session  of  the  delegates 
tomorrow,  at  which  the  invitation  from 
the  city  of  Chicago  to  bold  the  congress 
of  185)3  in  that  city  will  be  considered. 
In  connection  with  the  congress,  a 
medico-scientific  exhibition  was  opeaed 
this  morning,  the  entire  exhibite  occupy- 
ing over  an  acre  of  ground. 

The  exposition  is  divided  into  depart- 
ments, in  the  first,  new  or  improved 
instruments,  biological  or  special  medic- 
al purposes,  including  apparatus  t<x 
photographs  and  spectral  analysis  fta  - 
taming  to  medicine.  In  the  second  de  - 
partment  are  new  pharmaLOiogical  obem  i- 
cal  substances  and  preparations.  Toe 
third  department  is  given  up  to  w>w 
pharmaceutical  substances,  and  ''..he 
iourth  to  new  food  preparations.  In  the 
fifth  are  instruments  for  internal  and 
external  medicine,  and  allied  specialties, 
including  electro- therapy.  In  the  sixtli 
department  there  are  numerous  new 
plans  and  models  of  hospitals,  houses  for 
convalescence,  cottages  for  disinfection 
and  general  bath  houses. 

New  plans  for  nursing  the  sick,  in- 
cluding methods  of  transportation  anc: 
oaths  for  the  sick,  take  up  the  whole  ot 
department  seven,  while  the  eighth  and 
last  is  devoted  to  the  latest  inventions 
in  the  line  of  sanitary  appliances. 

There  is  alseady  a  good  deal  of  talk 
among  the  delegates  regarding  the  greai 
health  exhibition  at  the  Chicago  W^orld's 
tair,  and  the  presence  at  the  congress  01 
so  many  American  physicians  will  havt< 
a  considerable  infiuence  in  inspiring  for 
that  event  a  medico-scientific  exhibit 
that  will  attract  members  of  the  profes- 
sion from  all  parts  of  the  world.

Destructive  Storms. 

Ma.sonCity,  Iowa,  Aug.  5.— -A  destruc- 
tive wind  and  hail  storm,  much  worse 
than  at  first  reported,  swept  over  Lyons, 
Osceola,  Dickinson,  Emmett  and  Winne- 
bago counties  Sunday,  destroying  nearly 
everything  in  ite  pathway.  Many  horses 
and  cattle  were  killed,  and  men  who 
were  out  were  badly  cut  by  the  hail. 

The  track  ot  the  storm  was  about 
fourteen  miles  wide,  following  eastward 
the  Boath  Minnesota  sUte  line.  Hail- 
stonee  as  large  as  hens'  eggs  fell  to  a 
depth  of  six  inches.  Flax,  which  was  a 
heavy  crop,  was  entirely  ruined.  Wheat 
and  oats  in  the  shock  were  so  badly 
damaged  as  not  to  be  worth  threshing. 
Several  houses  were  blown  down,  and  it 
would  teke  thousands  ot  dollars  to  cover 
the  damage  to  farmers  alone.  | 

Coldwater.  Mich,— A  terrible  wind 
storm  followed  by  rain  and  h.-vil  visited 
this  vicinity  yesterday.  Just  east  of  the 
city  fruit,  shade  and  ornamental  trees 
were  blown  down,  fences  leveled  and  E. 
Marsh's  brick  dwelling  house  was  partly 
demolished.

Condition  of  Yellowstone  Park. 

Washington,  Aug.  5.— The  report  ot 
the  acting  superintendent  ot  the  Yellow- 
stone National  park,  just  received,  gives 
an  account  ot  his  first  year's  supervision. 
During  the  first  part  ot  the  year  the 
soldiers  under  his  command  were  mainly 
occupied  in  checking  the  spread  of  forest 
fires,  which  originated  mainly  from  camp- 
ing parties.  To  remedy  this  evil  he 
recommends  that  stations  be  selected 
tor  camps  so  that  supervision  may  be 
maintained  over  them.  He  states  that 
wild  animals  in  the  park  are  increasing 
very  rapidly  in  number,  especially  buffalo 
and  elk.  The  streams  are  being  stocked 
with  trout  and  salmon.  The  condition 
ot  the  hotels  is  not  satisfactory,  but  the 
association  which  controls  them  has 
promised  to  remedy  the  evils.  He  rec- 
ommends the  appointment  of  a  civil 
commissioner  who  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion of  cases  ot  violations  of  laws  gov- 
erning the  park.

WHY  ROBBERY? 

Robbery,  robbery,  robl)ery  patter  the 
free  traile  parrots  from  morning  to 
night  What  iB  the  robbery?  Putting 
a  duty  on  tin-coated  steel  to  correspon<l 
witli  the  duty  existioK  on  the  same  steel 
uncoated.  Today  tin-coated  steel  or 
tin-plate  which  is  an  advanced  product, 
co8tin«  more  and  selling  higher,  is  im- 
ported into  this  country  under  a  lower 
rate  of  duty  than  the  same  steel  un- 
coated- \Vhere  is  the  common  sense  or 
justice  in  such  a  discrimination? 

Is  the  proposed  duty  too  high?  It  is 
not  nearly  as  high  as  the  duty  on  nee 
raised  bv  the  worst  paid  labor  in  the  na- 
tion. Yet  what  a  howl  rises  from  the 
-robber"  shriekers  of  the  South  at  the 
bare  suggestion  of  cutting  the  duty  on 
rice.  Can  it  be  that  Southern  "rob- 
bery" 18  all  right,  but  Northern  '•rol>- 
bery"  is  all  wrong?  Or  will  receivers  of 
"stolen  goods"  in  one  part  of  the  country 
cry  out  against  the  other  part,  without 
first  plucking  the  beams  oat  of  their 
own  eyes? 

Is  it  "robbery"  because  no  tin-plate  is 
today  made  in  this  country.  Was  any 
steel"  worth  mentioning  made  in  this 
country  before  the  laying  of  the  tariff  of 
1*51.  Yet  in  a  dozen  years  after  its  en- 
actment the  steel  manufacture  of  Pitts- 
burgh alone  amounted  to  more  than  the 
entire  importation  of  steel,  and  the 
product  was  furnished  to  consumers  at 
two  to  three  cents  per  pound  less  than 
it  was  ever  furnished  to  consumers  prior 
to  the  cstablisnment  of  the  American 
industry,  though  the  duty  on  the  foreign 
steel  was  three  times  as  great  as  under 
former  tariffs. 

Is    it   an    unheard    of  duty?     In  the 
tariff  act  of  18*U,  there  is  this  provisioc. 
"and  on  tin-plates,  and   iron    galvanized 
or  coated  with  any  metal  by  electric  bat- 
teries or  otherwise,  two  cents  and  a  half 
per  pound."     Under  the    absurd    ruling 
of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  in  utter 
ignorance     of        the       subject,      that 
the    comma  following  the  word    plates 
was     a      mistake      and      that     there 
was  no  duty  on  tin-plate  unless    it    was 
galvanized,  this  plain  provision  was  nulli- 
tied,  and    tin-plate  came  in   as    tin  at  15 
per    cent    ad   valorem,    a  rate    imposed 
without  any  thought  or  practicability  of 
protectien. 

What  does  this    duty  mean?    On    the 
Vjasis  of    the  importation  to  the  amount 
of  817.000,000  annually  and  over,  it  means 
a  call  for  the  protlucti  jn  every  year  here 
of  •i>4,751  gross  tons  of  tin  plates,  870,000 
tons  of    iron    ore,  300,000  tons    ot    lime- 
stone, 1.800,000   tona  of    coal   and  coke, 
360,0<X)  tons  of  pig  iron,  5,000,000  pounds 
of  lead. -25,000,000  pounds  of  tin,  12,000, 
000p<jund8of    tallow,  35,<X)0,000  pounds 
sulphuric    acid,  and    11,000,000    feet    of 
lumber,  besides  other  supplies    in  quan- 
tity.   It  would    take    sixty-eight    large 
works  of  five  trains  of    rolls  each  to  sup- 
ply the  pnxluct,  giving  employment   in 
the  rolling    mills  alone  to    about    '20,000 
workmen.     In  England  and  Wales  there 
are    now    ."KlOOO    persons    employed    in 
the      manufacture       of       this      plate 
for  our  consumption  alone.    Today    we 
are    preferring     to    provide     for    these 
foreign  laborers  rather  than  for  our  own, 
and  as  Samuel  J.  Randall,   the    shrewd- 
est and  ablest  democratic  leader   whom 
the  house  has  seen  since  the  war  for  the 
Union,  pithily  re  narked,    so  far    as  this 
great  industry  is  concerned,  "we  are  now 
entirely  in    the    bands    of    Great    Bri- 
tain." 

Can  we  afford  to  be  entirely    depend- 
ent upon  Great  Britain  for  every  tin  pan, 
every  tin  bucket,  every  tin  kettle,  every 
tin-plate  utensil  in  this    country?    Let 
war  come,  and    we  should    be    entirely 
without  the  supply    of  the    commonest 
□eoesearies  of  household    use,   until  we 
could  erect  the  neceesary  plant  and  pro 
vide  for  ourselves.    Let  the  parrots  jab- 
ber.    If  there  is  reason    or  justification 
for  any  protective  duty  there  is  reason  for 
this.    To  assert  that    we   cannot    make 
tin  plate  as  advantageously  as  any  other 
steel  product   in  this  country,  it   corre- 
sponding   protection  is  afforded,  is  the 
flimsiest  assumption.    The  relative  price 
of  labor  is  the    only  existing    drawback 
against  us.    We  have  the  materials,  we 
have  the  money  and  we  have  the  skill,  or 
soon  may  have  it.     And  no  place  in  this 
country  has    the  steel  and  tin  at  com 
mand  and  suited  for  this  product,  and 
other  conditions  in   its  favor,  more  cer- 
tainly than  the  head  of   the  great  lakes. 
It  Duluth  wants   to  throw  one  of  the 
biggest   existing   opportunities  for  her 
develonment  overboard,  let    her  damn 
her  representative  in  congress  and  his 
associates  for  voting  for  the  duty  on  tin- 

platee. 

Will  Duluth  let  slip  the  opportunity 
of  acquiring  without  cost,  and  with  only 
a  slight  outlay  for  effective  maintenance 
and  use,  of  the  finest  natural  history 
collection  in  the  country  of  Northwest- 
ern specimens?  For  the  use  of  students 
and  investigators,  for  instruction  and 
revelation  of  the  resources  and  char- 
acter of  the  region  lying  about  the  head 
of  the  lakes,  this  collection  should  by 
all  means  be  secured.  .\nd  coupled 
with  It,  should  be  botanical  and  miner- 
alogical  collections  made  by  competent 
hands  and  made  accessible  to  every 
visitor.  The  time  to  found  such  a  mu- 
seum and  exhibit  is  now.  Every  day's 
delay  is  a  loss  to  the  students  whom  Du- 
luth is  training  or  should  train  and  to 
the  city  as  a  whole.

Poor's  Manual  of  Railroads    for    1889, 
just  out.  places  the  total  amount  of  gross 
earnings  reported  by  steam  surface  rail- 
roads in  1889  at  $'J9-2,a%,856,  or  with  the 
610379,740  earned  by  elevated  roads,  at 
^1,003,736,596.    So  Mr.  Poor  thinks  that 
a  complete  count  would  have  carried  the 
grand  total  up  to  81,070,000,000,  an  aver- 
age   of    86700   earnings  per    mile.    The 
general  results  of  the  operations  of  the 
railroads    were  more    favorable  than  for 
the    year     before.      With    a    healthful 
growth  in    gross  earuings,  there    was  a 
small  reduction    in  the  average    ratio  of 
expenses  to  earnings.     In   consequence, 
net  earnings  showed  an  increase  of    over 
8-20,000,000.    Of    the    advances  in    earn- 
ings, the    most  marked    occured    in  the 
states       between        the        Mississippi 
and        the      Rocky     mountains.        In 
the        Middle      states        the        losses 
in    gross  earnings    suffered  by  the  coal- 
carrying  roads  kept  the  increase  for  that 
section    down  while   the  South  failed  to 
show    any    gain.    The    additional  track 
laid    during    the    year  was  of  moderate 
proportions,    amounting    to    only    5,751 
miles  and  increasing    the    total    for  all 
railways  to  161,397.    The  various  forms 
of  indebtedness    of   the    roads  also  in- 
creased in  a  most  conservative  way,  and 
the  total  share  capital  and  indebtedness 
of  all    roads    making    returns  were  89,- 
680,94-2,249,  an  increase    in    the    year  of 
8311,543,-295  over  the  total  of  1888.    The 
book  is  full  of  valuable  statistics  and   is 
a  most  important    addition    to    current 
literature.

But  Lindner  had 
befriended  their  families  in  earlier  times  and 
they  remembered  It  and  had  gratitude.  So 
tliev  worked  although  without  any 
ileflnlte  thought  of  pay  for  nearly 
two  weeks  The  Swede  has  not  usually.  In  this 
community  or  elsewhere  in  the  West  been 
>rlven  great  credit  for  finer  feeling  cr  for  kind- 
ness, bu' here  certalnlv  are  half  a  dozen  men 
who  give  the  lie  to  this  somewhat  deeply 
)iTOunded  opinion.

Besides  these  men  Mr.  Puroell,  who  was  the 
only  man  saved  from  the  ill-fated  Roamer, 
spent  his  time  generously  In  search  lor  the 
bodies,  as  did  R.  C  Sloan,  who  was  a  friend  of 
Lindner  and  who,  providentially  for  himself 
did  not  happen  to  be  a  passenger  on  the 
ill  fated  craft,  though  fully  Intending  to  bo 
such  earlier  In  the  day.

Duluthianfl  will  remember  that  last 
winter  a  couple  of  Brooklyn  shipbuilders 
came  to  Duluth  to  look  over  the  Mc- 
Dougall  shipyard  and  get  points  on 
building  whalebacks,  they  having  a  con- 
tract with  the  company  to  build  two  or 
more  for  ocean  trade.  These  boat*  are 
now  about  ready  for  business  and  wiU 
be  followed  by  others.  They  are  not 
large,  being  about  th9  same  capacity  as 
the  102  and  103,  carrying  AKX)  tons  each. 

A  meml>er  of  the  Sigma  Iron  company, 
a  large  concern  recently  incorporated  to 
work  valuable  Cuban  mines,  wno 
interviewed  on  the  subject, 
that  hie  company  wi  1 
have  several  MoDougall  bargee  to 
transport  the  ore  from  Cuba  to  Philadel- 
phia. These  are  cigar-shaped  affairs 
Several  of  which  are  on  the  lakes,  and 
they  carry  aXX)  tons  apiece.  "We  shall 
have  besides  our  own  docks  an  ocean 
steamship  which  can  carry  twice  that 
amount  and  it  can  tow  the 
barges.  Thus  we  can  take  from 
8000  to  10,000  tons  of  iron  ore 
into  Philadelphia  at  once.  By  owning 
our  own  means  of  transportation  we  re- 
duce the  cost  of  transportation  to  a 
minimum."  From  Cuba  to  Philadelphia 
IS  about  as  far  as  from   Duluth  to  Buf-

land iron  ore  man,  says  the  trouble  with 
Lake  Superior  ore  is  that  "railroad-lake 
transportation    companies      and     dock 
owners  take  most  of    the   profats.       ihe 
cost  of  transporting  ore  from  the  mines 
to  water    is    from  TO  to  80  cents    a    ton, 
from  there  to  Buffalo  say   from  51  to 
Sl.:i5  a  ton,  from   there  to  Wheehng  or 
Pittsburgh  perhaps    81    a    ton.       Then 
there  is  perhaps  20  cents  a  ton  to  be  paid 
for   loading  or   unloading,  leaving    the 
mine  owners  a  profit  of  possibly  50  cents 
a  ton.     The  duty  which  we  will  have  to 
pay  may  be  raised  to  «1.35  a  ton.      Add 
to  this  the  cost  of  the  transportation 
over  our  own  railroad  and  steamers  and 
it  will  cost  us  at  least  50  cents  a  ton  less 
to  get  our  ore   to  Philadelphia  than   it 
will    the    Lake    Superior  people  to  get 
their  ore  to  Pittsburgh.    This  is  outside 
of    the  advantages  of    cheap  labor  and 
mining  out  of    the  side  of  a  mountain 
instead    of    the   expensive    necessity  of 
digging  foi  our  ore. 

"It  will  be  full  two  and  a  half    years 
i)efore  we  shall  be  ready  to  ship  any  ore. 
We  must    complete   our  facilities    and 
that  will  take  time.     Mr.  Rattle  and  my- 
self have  analyzed  the  ore  and  are  satis- 
fied of  its  value.    Cuban  ore  18  hard  ore 
in  contradistinction  to  the  hematite  ore, 
which  forms  part  of  the  Lake  Superior 
product  and  which  is  12  or  13    per    cent 
water.    Consequently  we   will   not  have 
to  pay  freight  and  duty  on    water     Our 
ore  is  very  similar  to  that  mined  by   the 
?:iy  that  has  begun  at  Cuba.    So    much 
of  it  is  in  sight  on  the  side  of  the  moun- 
tain that  it  will  be  years  before  we  wi 
have  to  mine  for  it.     Meanwhile  we  will 
blast  it  out,  a    process    much    cheaper 
than  digging  from  800  to  1200  feet  under 
the  earth  for  it.

Albukn,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  C— The  electro- 
cution of  Kemmler  took  place  this  morn- 
ing. The  current  was  turned  on  at  6:47 
o'clock  and  contmued  for  eighteen 
seconds.  Two  minutes  after  the  9hock 
there  was  evidence  of  respiration,  but 
Kemmier  was  unconscious  from  the 
drst.  After  u  third  contact  of  four 
minutes  he  was  declared  dead. 

His  nerve  was  wonderful.  He  never 
faltered  from  the  first. 

The  trial  of  a  new    means 
human  life,  while   prompted 
motives,    has    resulted    in    a 
spectacle,    presfented     by    a 
wretch,  at  whose    vital    center  was  kept 
pounding  for  some    moments    an    alter- 
nating   current   of    electricity,    which, 
though  it    ultimately  destroyed  his  life, 
may  have    subjected    the  criminal  to  a 
torture  of  -which    no    living  being    has 
knowledge,    and    which    none    can    de- 
scribe. 

imi)erfect  registry  of  the  currents, 
pressure  or  faulty  contact  of  the  elec- 
trodes, prevented  instantaneous  death. 
Kemmler  directed  the  adjustment  of 
himself  in  the  chair,  and  counselled  the 
warden  to  moderation  to  secure 
perfect  safety.  Two  minutes  after 
the  current  was  first  turned  off  there 
was  evidence  of  respiratioiJ^  As  soon  as 
possible  the  current  was  returned,  then 
cut  off,  and  again  respiration  was 
evident,  after  a  few  moments  salvia 
came  from  the  mouth;  the  chest  heaved; 
there  was  a  wheezing  in  the  throat. 
The  shock  was  again  put  to  the  prisoner, 
who  the  doctors  remarked,  was  uncon- 
scious from  the  moment  of  the  tirst 
shock. 

His  tlesh  was  evidently  burniui;.  The 
spectacle  was  most  trying  to  all,  but  the 
man,  the  doctors  said,  suffered  no  pain. 
The  warden  says  the  voltage  of  the  tirst 
shock  was  1800  volts  which  ran  down  to 
a  point  not  named.  After  the  third 
contact  of  four  minutes  he  was  declared 
dead. 

When  the  mask  was  taken  off  Kemm- 
ler's  face,  his  eyes  were  found  half  open 
and  his  expression  while  not  normal  or 
what  might  be  called  placid,  was  not  at 
all  horrifying  to  see,  and  would  indicate 
a  lack  of  any  great  pain,  as  the  doctors 
said. 

A  cap  adjusted  to  the  head  of  a  man 
bound  captive  in  a  strange  looking  chair, 
a  lever  quickly  swung  around  the  arc  of 
a  semi-circle,  a  i}uick  convulsion,  a  sud- 
den revival  of  muscular  action,  another 
turn  of  the  lever,  a  pause,  a  room  filled 
with  sickening  fumes  of  burning  ilesh 
and  twenty  seven  witnesses  of  the  tirbt 
electricide  in  history  knew  that  the 
death  of  Tillie  Ziegler  had  been  avenged 
in  law  and  the  crime  of  William  Kemm- 
ler had  been  expiated  so  far  as  human 
hands  could  force  its  expiation. 

The  effort  to  surround  the  affair  with 
a  halo  of  mystery  such  as  the  law  con- 
templated was  not  altogether  successful. 
The  outer  world  did  not  know  the  exact 
hour  which  had  been  fixed  for  the  event, 
but  it  knew  the  time  approximately,  and 
the  little  assemblage  of  loiterers  at  the 
gate  of  the  prison  before  dawn  this 
morning  was  good  evidence  that  the  in- 
terest in  the  event  was  keen  and  general. 
Besides  these  an  active,  anxious  corps  of 
newspaper  reporters  gathered  in  the 
broad  road  in  front  of  the  prison  grounds 
and  waited  for  a  signal  that  should  tell 
them  that  the  execution  was  over. 

At  5  o'clock  this  morning  there  was  a 
rapping  at  room  doors  and  a  general 
awakening  through  the  hotels  of 
Auburn.  Warden  Durston  had  left  a 
quiet  "call"  for  his  witnesses,  and  they 
were  to  report  at  the  prison  at  6.  An 
hour  before  Rev.  Dr.  Houghton  and 
Chaplain  Yates  appeared.  After  brief 
consultation  with  the  warden,  they  were 
taken  down  to  Kemmler's  cell,  where  the 
condemned  man  was  already  awake  and 
talking  with  bis  keeper.  By  6:30  all 
were  present,  and  seated  in  a  little 
circle  around  the  execution  chamber, 
waiting  for  the  appearance  of  the  warden 
and  his  charge.  Soon  the  door  at  the 
right  of  the  execution  chair,  leading 
from  the  prisoner's  room  opened  and 
Warden  Durston 's  figure  appeared  in 
the  doorway.  Behind  him  walked  a 
spruce  looking,  broad  shouldered  little 
man,  full  bearded  with  carefully  ar- 
ranged hair  clustering  around  his  fore- 
head. He  was  dressed  in  a  suit  of  new 
clothing.  This  was  W^illiam  Kemmler. 
Behind  him  walked  Dr.  W.  E.  Hough- 
ton and  Chaplain  Yates.  Kemmler  was 
by  far  the  coolest  man  in  the  party.  His 
(ace  was  not  stolid,  it  was  not  indiffer- 
ent. He  looked,  if  anything,  as  though 
he  was  rather  pleased  at  being  the  cen- 
ter of  interest. 

The  warden  stood  at  the  left  of  the 
chair  with  his  hand  on  the  back  of  it 
and  almost  at  the  moment  that  Kemm- 
ler took  his  seat  he  began  to  speak  in 
short,  quick  periods. 

"Now,  gentlemen,"  he  said,  '-this  is 
William  Kemmler.  I  have  warned  him 
that  he  has  got  to  die,  and  if  he  has 
anything  to  say,  he  will  say  it." 

As  the  warden  finished  Kemmler 
looked  at  bis  hands  and  spoke  in  a  hign 
tone  of  voice  and  without  any  hesitation 
and  as  though  he  had  prepared 
himself.  "Well,  I  wish  every  one 
good  luck  in  this  world  and  I  think  I  am 
going  to  a  good  place,  and  the  papers 
have  been  saying  a  lot  of  stuff  that  isn't 
90.    That's  all  I  have  to  say." 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  speech  he 
turned  his  back  to  the  jury,  took  off  his 
coat  and  handed  it  to  the  warden.  This 
disclosed  the  fact  that  a  slit  had  t)een 
cut  from  the  band  of  the  trousers  down, 
so  as  to  expose  the  base  of  the  spine. 
The  warden  drew  in  the  interfering 
drapery  of  bis  thirt  through  the  bole  in 
the  trousers,  and  cutting  it  off  so  as  to 
leave  the  little  surface  of  flesh,  against 
which  one  of  the  electrodes  was  to  press, 
absolutely  bared.  Warden  Durston 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
not  necessary  to  remove  his  vest,  and 
Kemmler  calmly  button^i  it  again  and 
carefully  arranged  his  tie. 

"Don't  hurry  about  this  matter,"  be 
said  to  the  warden.  "Keep  perfectly 
cool."    He  was  perfectly  cool. 

When  his  tie  was  art^ged,  he  sat 
down  in  the  electric  chair  and,  while  the 
straps  were  being  arranged,  Kemmler 
aaid  to  the  warden    and    tiia   assistant 


"Take  your  time.      Don't  be  in  a  hurry. 
Be  sure  that  every  thing  is  all  right" 

Two  or  three  times  he  repeated  these 
phrases.  But  it  was  not  fear  that 
Kemmler  felt.  It  was  rather  a  certain 
pride  in  the  exactness  of  the  experiment. 
The  leather  harness  which  was  to  be  ad- 
justed to  Kemmler's  head,  was 
a  muzzle  of  broad  leather  straps  which 
went  across  the  forehead  and  the  chin. 
As  the  harness  was  put  in  place,  Dr. 
Spitza,  who  was  standing  near  the  chair 
said  softly,  "God  b'ess  you,  Kemmler," 
and  the  condemned  man  answered, 
"thank  you." 

Softly  the  door  leading  into  the  room 
where  the  watches  were  arranged  was 
put  open,  a  man  stood  in  the  doorway, 
beyond  him  were  two  others.  The 
dynamo  in  the  machine  shop  was  run- 
ning at  good  speed  and  the  voltmeter  on 
the  wall  registered  a  little  more  than 
1000  volts.  "Ready."  said  Durston  and 
then  "good-bye."  He  stepped  to  the 
door  and  through  the  opening  said  to 
some  one  in  the  next  room — 
but  to  whom  will  never  be 
known  —  "everything  is  ready," 
the  electric  current  was  turned  on 
There  was  a  sudden  convulsion  of  the 
frame  in  the  chair,  a  slight  spasm  went 
over  it  from  head  to  feet.  The  twitch- 
ing that  the  muscles  of  the  face  under- 
went gave  for  a  moment  an  expression 
of  pain.  But  no  cry  escaped  from  the 
lips,  no  sound  came  forth  to  suggest  that 
consciousness  lasted  more  than  an  in- 
finitesimal fraction  of  a  second. 

Dr.  Spitzka  looked  at  the  stop-watch, 
and  as  the  tenth  second  expired,  cried 
out,  "stop."  A  quick  movement,  and 
the  current  was  switched  off.  There 
was  a  slight  relaxation  of  the  body 
in  the  chair.  The  little  group 
around  the  chair  grew  business-like. 
"He's  dead"  said  Dr.  Spitzka,  calmly. 
"Oh,  he's  dead,"  echoed  Dr.  McDonald. 
The  rest  of  the  witnesses  nodded  their 
acquiescence.  Dr.  Spitzka  turned 
around  and  pointing  to  the  harness  said, 
"Oh,  undo  that,  now  the 
body  can  be  taken  to  the  hospital." 
Dr.  Batch  suddenly  cried  out  sharply: 
"Dr.  McDonald,  see  the  rupture."  The 
index  finger  had  curved  backward  and 
scraped  a  small  in  bole  the  skin.  The 
little  rupture  was  dropping  blood.  "Turn 
the  current  on  instantly,  this  man  is  not 
dead,"  cried  Dr.  Spitzka.  But  the  current 
could  not  be  turned  on  for  the  dynamo 
was  stopped.  The  operator  gave  a  quick 
signal.  There  was  a  rapid  resjionse,  but 
quick  as  it  was  it  was  not  enough  to  an- 
ticipate the  signs  of  what  may  or  may 
not  have  been  reviving  consciousness. 
There  was  no  voice  but  that  of  the 
warden  crying  to  the  operator  to  turn  oc 
the  current  and  the  wheezing  sound,  hall 
groan,  which  forced  itself  past  the 
tightly  closed  lips  sounded  through  the 
still  ^chamber  with  ghostly  distinctness. 
Some  of  the  witnesses  turned  away  from 
the  sight.  One  of  them  laid  down  faint 
and  sick.  It  seemed  a  long  time  reach- 
ing a  climax.  In  reality  there  were  but 
seventy-three  seconds  in  the  interval  be- 
tween the  moment  when  the  first  sound 
issued  from  Kemmler's  lips  and  until 
the  current  was  again  on.  The  sound 
which  had  horrified  the  listeners  wat- 
cut  off  as  the  body  once  more  became 
rigid.  Twice  there  were  twitchings  ot 
the  body,  the  dynamo  was  run  up  to  its 
highest  speed  and  again  the  full  current 
of  2000  volts  was  sent  through. 

Suddenly  there  arose  a  white  vapor,thp 
body  was  burning.  The  current  stopped 
and  again  there  was  the  relaxation  ol 
the  body.  No  doubt  this  time  that  the 
current  had  done  it  work,  if  not  well,  al 
least  completely.  Dr.  Fell,  who  stood  at 
the  side  of  the  special  correspond«nt  oi 
the  Associated  Press,  turned  and  said: 
"Well,  there  is  no  doubt  about  one  thing, 
the  man  never  suffered  an   iota  of  pain.' 

QU£BtC    VISITED. 

Tlie  Canadian  Province  GetH   Its   Share  ol 
theCycloues, 

Montreal,  Que.,  Aug.  6. — A  cyclone  of 
unparalleled  violence  in  this  locality 
swept  over  Lake  St.  Louis  and  the  St. 
Lawrence,  in  the  vicinity  of  Montreal 
last  evening,  doing  great  damage  on 
water.  At  the  moment  the  storm 
burst  the  principal  event  of  canoe 
meet  at  Isle  Cadieux  lake,  the  associa- 
tion trophy  for  first-class  yachts  were 
being  sailed.  The  eight  competing 
yachts  were  a  mile  out  on  the  lake,  when 
suddenly  the  sky  grew  black  and  the 
wind  swept  down  the  lake  with  territlic 
violence,  and  lAtantly  every  yacht  in 
the  race  was  upset.  It  is  not  known 
how  many,  if  any,  were  drowned.  Al 
Valios,  Point  Claire,  St.  Anns  and  Dorval, 
great  damage  was  done  to  property. 

Houses  were  unroofed,  barns  were 
struck  by  lightning,  while  many  build- 
ings were  swept  completely  away.  At 
Lachine  the  greatest  damage  was  done. 
There  the  immense  building  of  the  Do 
minion  Bridge  company  and  the  equally 
large  structures  of  the  Canadian  screw 
and  barbed  wire  factories  were  unroofed 
and  left  in  ruins. 

St  Leonard,  N.  B. — A  heavy  thunder 
and  hail  storm,  accompanied  by  a  cy- 
clone, did  considerable  damage  in  the 
parish  of  St  Anns,  Madawaska  county, 
lb  covered  a  territory  about  two  miles 
wide.  Twenty-one  buildings  were  blown 
down  as  far  as  heard  from.

WORLD'S    FAIR    MATTERS. 

Work  Which  Confronta  Those  Having  it 
in  Charge.  ' 
Chicago,  Aug.  6. — President  Palmer 
of  the  World's  fair  has  arrived  in  the  city 
this  afternoon,  and  from  this  time  on- 
ward the  preparations  for  that  event 
will  proceed  in  right  earnest.  There  will 
be  also  this  afternoon  a  general  meeting 
of  the  board  of  directors,  at  which  the 
committee  which  has  been  looking  over 
Jackson  Park  to  decide  upon  the  piece 
of  ground  most  suitable  for  the  South 
End  part  of  the  show  will  make  its  re 
port 

"The  chief  thing  now,"  President 
Palmer  says,  "is  time,  and  it  cannot  be 
Ijought  with  money.  The  classification, 
too,  is  a  vital  and  immediate  necessity.  I 
have  no  preconceived  ideas  regarding 
the  director-generalship,  though  his  ap- 
pointment will  be  one  of  the  first  duties 
ot  the  commission.  He  must  be  a  man 
of  great  executive  ability,  possessed  of 
tact  and  energy  and  able  to  act  at  once 
without  consultation  with  others.  W^hen 
the  local  board  is  ready  for  active  work 
it  will  not  find  the  commission  far  be 
hind,  either  in  following  or  in  taking  the 
lead.  The  commission  will  refer  in 
everything  possible  to  the  local  board." 

President  Palmer  will  be  present  at 
the  meeting  of  the  directors  and  the  lat- 
ter will  urge  the  immediate  appointment 
of  a  director  general. 

The  next  thing  of  importance  is  the 
reclamation  of  the  lake  front,  work  upon 
which  must  be  commenced  without  de- 
lay. Director  AUerton  has  a  scheme  for 
the  construction  of  a  coffer  dam  and  the 
pumping  out  of  the  water  that  hides  the 
land  necessary  to  >)e  reclaimed.  By  this 
plan  tne  land  could  be  prepared  in  six 
months  and  300  acres  could  be  easily  ob- 
tained. It  is  not  improbable  that  the 
committee  will  adopt  this  plan. 


A    BIG     BROTHERHOOD. 

^izth  Convention    of   the    Brotherhood  of 
Carpenter*  and  Joiners. 

Chicago,  Aug.  6, — The  sessions  of  the 
sixth  convention  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters  and  Joiners  were  resumed 
this  morning  at  Plastererb'  hall  with  D. 
F.  Rowland  of  Cincinnati  presiding,  and 
300  delegates  in  attendance. 

The  reports  presented  by  Secretary  J. 
P.  McGuire  of  Philadelphia  show  that 
the  organization  was  brought  into  exist- 
ence in  this  city  in  1881.  From  12 
unions  and  20U0  members,  it  has  grown 
to  7(M  unions  and  70,000  members. 
Through  its  instrumentality  nearly  forty 
cities  have  adopted  the  eight-hour  day, 
m  231  nine  hours  are  a  day's  work  and 
200  have  adopted  the  Saturday  early 
closing  movement  The  increase  of 
wages  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada  which  has  been  gained  by 
the  union  ranger  from  25  to  75  cents  per 
day,  or  $5,000,000  annually  on  a  basis  of 
nine  hours  work.  During  the  past  year 
the  union  has  gained  23,000  in  member- 
ship, has  expended  $500,000  in  sick  and 
general  benefits,  and  another  $100,000  in 
strikes  of  which  it  has  lost  eight  and 
gained  136. 

"Original"  Slightly  Coukpilcated. 

Dubuque,  Iowa,  Aug.  6. — The  original 
package  decision  has  come  before  United 
States  District  Judge  Shiras  in  a  new 
*vay.  E.  P.  Allen  of  Carroll  county,  was 
arrested  and  fined  $50  for  violating  the 
prohibitory  law  of  the  state  and  was  be- 
fore J  udge  Shiras  yesterday  on  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus.  He  claims  that  he 
promptly  acted  as  clerk  for  a  man  named 
Spicer,  who  in  turn  claims  to  have 
bought  the  goods  in  original  packages 
from  wholesalers  in  Nebraska.  Judge 
Shiras  took  the  case  under  advisement, 
but  strongly  intimated  that  he  would 
not  release  all  under  the  writ.

AN  OUNCE  OF  FACT. 

The  Tribune  is  getting  tired  of  the 
-pauper  labor'  talk.  It  remarks  today 
with  the  assurance  of  knowledge: 

Kiceptincomoaratlvelv  few  Instances  the 
reaUaiQ  to  the  avenwe  worker  In  the  trans- 
fer of  himself  and  family  to  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  lies  very  larirely  in  the  greater  free- 
dom of  action,  the  absence,  as  nearly  a»  i>o»- 
glble  of  caste  tradition  and  military  pnscrlp- 
tion.'and  above  all  thlngr*.  In  the  prerogative 
of  leavintf  to  his  children  the  full  participa- 
tion. If  they  are  .luaUflid  for  its  eujoymerit.  of 
a  nobler,  bei-ause  less  fossilized,  moral  and  In- 
tellectual heritage. 

Now  The  Herald  has  never  used  the 
term  "pauper  later"  as  applied  to  the 
labor  of  foreign  working  men,  so  it  can 
congratulate  itself  on  not  having  added 
to  the  burden  of  The  Tribune's  weari- 
ness. But  it  begs  leave  to  submit  a  few 
ounces  of  fact  to  offset  the  ton  of  airy 
■flsumption  about  the  gain  of  -'the  aver- 
age worker"  here  over  and  above  "a  less 
fossilized  heritage." 

The  Tribune  thinks  there  is  not  much 
actual  bread  and  butter  in  the  difference 
between  the  workingman's  pay  here  and 
abroad.  Sir  Charles  Dilke.  quoted  by 
Senator  Morrill  on  Wednesday 
last,  states  in  his  "Problems  of 
Great  Britain"  that  American  wages 
are   100  per  cent    higher  for  lees  time

than  wages  paid  in  Great  Britain,  which 
are  above  the  average  of  wages  current 
on  the  continent  of  Europe.  This  is  the 
independent  testimony  of  an  English 
free-trader,  based  on  careful  comparison, 
and  not  the  snap  dictum  of  a  theorist. 
Thomas  Brassey'e  "Work  and  Wages" 
and  other  English  authorities  of  unques- 
tioned weight  might  be  cited  in  confir- 
mation, but  there  are  records  more  exact 
and  complete  and  authoritative  than  any 
■uch  monographs. 

Carroll  D.  Wright  is  now  the  head  of 
the  National  Bureau  of  Statistics  of 
Li  tbor,  by  selection  of  President  Cleve- 
land, endorsed  by  all  who  know  of  Mr. 
Wright's  work.  Prior  to  his  appoint- 
ment he  waB  in  charge  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Bureau  of  Statistics  of 
Labor.  In  the  8ixt9enth  n=nual  report 
of  this  stete  bureau  Mr.  Wright  shows 
by  exact  and  full  citation  and  compari- 
■on  that  the  general  average  weekly 
wages  of  workingmen  in  Massachusetts 
are  77  per  cont  higher  than  the  general 
average  weekly  wages  of  English  work- 
ingmen in  the  same  industries. 

But  says  your  Smart  .\leck  theorist: 
How  about  the  difference  in  the  cost  of 
livinji  here  and  abroad!  What  do  higher 
wages  amount  to  if  you  get  leas  for  your 
money  here  than  there?  Let  us  see. 
Toe  same  report  of  Mr.  Wright,  page 
148,  statds  that  "provisions"'  are  "iJ.OS  per 
cent  higher  in  Great  Britain  than  in 
this  country.  Dr.  Engel,  chief  of  the 
royal  Prussian  bureau  of  statistics  at 
Berlin,  shows  in  his  table  that  "subsist- 
ence" for  an  ordinary  workingraan  in 
Germany  covers  62  per  cent  of  his  ex- 
penditure. Outside  "subsistence"  are 
his  expenses  for  clothing,  lodging,  firing 
and  lighting,  education,  public  worship, 
legal  protection,  care  of  health,  comfort, 
mental  and  bodily  recreation  aggregating 
38  per  cent.  Thus  the  higher  cost  of 
provisions  very  materially  affects  the 
average  cost  of  living  abroad. 

Other  items  of  living,  outside  of    pro- 
visions,   average    higher    here    than  in 
Great  Britain  according  to  Mr.  Wright's 
report,  but  the  final  summing  up  reached 
(p.  !.>;)  is  "that  on  any  basis  of  yearly  ex- 
penditure, the  prices  of    the  articles  en- 
tering into  the  cost  of  living  were  on  the 
average  17.29  per    cent  higher  in    Mass- 
achusetts in  13S3  than  in  Great   Britain; 
that  of  this  figure  11.11)  per  cent  was  due 
to  higher  rents  in    M  assachusetts,  leav- 
ing 5.813  as  indicative  of  the  higher  cost  of 
liTing    in    Missachusetta,  as    compared 
witti  Great    Britain,  as  regards    the  re- 
maining elements  of  expense."    On  the 
same  p»ge  it   is  said    that  the  11 49    per 
cent  due  to  higber  rents  "is  paid  extra 
to   secure  more  and    larger    rooms  and 
more  air  space  than    the  workingman  in 
Great  Britain  enjoys."    This   conclusion 
shows  that  the    prices  in  Massachusetts 
on     all      things     entering      into     the 
cost      of        a      workingman's       living 
are  actually  less  than  6  per    cent  higher 
than  in  Great  Britain,  while  his  weekly 
wages  are  77  per  cent    higher.    How  is 
this  for  a  bread  and    butter    difference! 
Is  there  little  here  beyond    "a    neutral- 
ized difference"  and     a    "less    foesilized 
heritage?"    The  Tribune's    idle  theoriz- 
ing makes  us  as  tired    as    The   Tribune 
(eels  on  account  the"pauper  labor  racket" 
which  TheHeraldhashadnohandin.    If 
there  is  any  "racket"  from  the  statistics 
of  Carroll  O.  Wright,;  it  will    be   in  the 
Tribune's  air  pump.

Two  county  otticers  were  seen  this 
morning,  the  register  of  deeus  not  being 
in  his  office. 

Clerk  of  Court  Preesnell  said  that  he 
didn't  see  why  the  county  should  kick 
as  the  money  received  in  his  office  did 
not  come  from  the  county  but  almost 
wholly  from  private  individuals.

New  York.  Aug  6.— E.  A.  Thrall  of 
No.  3  Maiden  lane,  who  is  an  expert  on 
jewels,  has  told  The  New  York  Sun  a 
wonderful  stery  about  the  value  of  the 
Wisconsin  Pearl  tisheries.  He  said  what 
are  called  the  Wisconsin  pearl  fisheries 
are  a  mine  of  wealth,  and  it  will  be 
worth  a  big  fortune  to  America  every 
year  to  preserve  them  from  devastation, 
and  that  is  juet  what  is  threatened  now. 
During  the  last  two  summers  pearls 
have  been  collected  in  great  numbers  in 
these  tisheries  that  rival  in  brilliancy 
and  value  the  richest  pearl  gems  that 
have  been  gathered  in  the  famous 
Oriental  or  South  .American  pearl  beas. 
The  Wisconsin  pearls,  he  says,  are  the 
most  gorgeous  that  the  world  have  ever 
seen.  There  were  never  any  discovered 
that  were  so  varied  in  hue  or  so  dense  in 
composition. 

"Do  you  mean  this,"  asked  hie  visitor, 
"or  is  this  a  sort  of  pearl  fishing  story?" 
".Tudge  for  yourself,"  the  jeweler  said, 
and  he  walked  to  a  big  safe  in  the  rear  of 
his  store  and  drew  from  a  large  jewel 
drawer  a  little  package  of  tissue  paper 
and,  walking  back  into  the  sunlight, 
opened  it.  Thirteen  pearls  lay  in  a  lit- 
tle heap  in  the  center  of  the  packet. 
They  glistened  with  rainbows  and 
changed  colors  dazzlingly  when  the  jew- 
eler rolled  them  gently  to  and  fro  with 
the  end  of  a  gold  pencil,  It  was  faci- 
nating  to  watch  the  quick  transitions  of 
color.  Some  were  green,  others  bronze, 
and  others  stdl  a  glistening  blue-black, 
purple  and  ?old,  and  bronze,  pink  and 
brown  tints  of  wonderous  brilliancy 
shone  in  the  sunbeams  as  they  rolled 
hither  and  thither. 

"There  is  one  proof  of  the  beauty  of 
the  new  American  pearl,"  the  jeweler 
added.  "Another  proof  is  that  I  have 
sold  8i>eciroen8  as  high  as  81000  apiece  in 
Paris  recently.  You  don't  get  Parisian 
jewelers  to  pay  that  sum  for  any  gem 
unless  there  is  something  substantial  to 
justify  the  outlay.  These  thirteen  speci- 
mens here  are  worth  i^OiO.  Imagine 
what  an  entrancing  jewel  could  l>e  made 
if  these  thirteen  were  set  in  a  brooch.  It 
would  be  more  unique  and  noticeable 
than  the  same  number  of  diamonds  in  a 
cluster." 
"Where  did  they  come  from?" 
"These  thirteen  were  taken  from  pearl 
oysters  dug  up  in  Sugar  river,  between 
Albany  and  Brodhead,  in  Wisconsin.  In 
two  seasons  I  have  had  88<J,000  worth  of 
specimens  and  they  have  had  a  ready 
sale.  .\  pair  of  these  pearls  weighing 
fifty-four  grains  was  recently  soldto  a 
pearl  house  in  this  city  to  till  a  150,000 
order.  Another  pearl  that  was  received 
from  Sugar  river  last  week  brought  SJOOt) 
sjwt  cash  unset.  The  peculiarity  of 
these  pearls  is  that  their  "skin"  or  layers 
of  crystalline  substanjo  is  thinner  and 
their  composition  denser  than  either  the 
oriental  or  South  American  pearl,  and 
their  color  tints  more  varied.  They 
stand  the  severest  tests  of  worth,  too.  I 
have  sawed  a  specimen  in  two  and  found 
its  constituent  parts  perfect. 

These  Wisconsin  pearls  were  discov- 
ered along  several  miles  of  the  bed  of  the 
Sugar  river,  and  also  in  the  Pecatonica 
and  Rock  rivers  and  up  Yellow  creek. 
Sugar  river  was  the  richest  mine.  In 
collecting  the  clams  that  yielded  the 
beauliful  prizes  it  was  the  most  ignorant 
and  brutal  kind  of  slaughter  that  no 
other  intelligent  government  upon  earth 
would  have  permitted.  Oriental  and 
South  .\merican  pearls  are  gathered 
with  the  greatest  care  and  with  no  in- 
jury to  the  oysters.  Fishermen  for 
these  gems  tirst  shake  the  oyeters  to 
discover  if  they  contain  pearls.  This 
is  readily  ascertained  by  the  rattle 
the  pearl  makes  when  the  shell  is 
disturbed.  When  an  oysters  is  found  con- 
taining a  pearl  the  shells  are  forced 
partly  open  and  the  pearl  is  shaken  out 
and  the  oyster  is  thrown  back.  It  is 
practically  uninjured.  In  Wiscrnisin 
the  fishermen  ripped  the  shells  open 
with  knives,  tore  out  the  parts  and 
4hrew  the  shells  away.  Of  course  this 
treatment  killed  the  clam  every  time. 
That  is  something  that  Jeremiah  Rupk 
will  have  to  remedy  in  a  hurry  if  he 
wants  to  save  the  pearl  fisheries.  Two 
years  of  this  method  of  pearl  collection 
has  well  nigh  killed  them. 

As  the  jeweler  turned  back  with  his 
packet  of  irridescent  pearls  the  sunlight 
brought  out  a  bright  gleam  of  color  in 
his  scarf.  What  appeared  to  be  two  dif- 
ferent-hued  pearls  were  set  between  two 
tiny  diamonds.  He  pulled  the  pin  from 
his  scarf  and  sHowed  it.  "That's  a 
single  pearl  in  two  parts,"  he  said  with  a 
laugh,  "and  it  is  a  pretty  oddity.  It  is 
called  a  twin  pearl.  I  have  i  un  across 
ibree  among  the  American  pearls  that  I 
have  examined.  They  are  very  rare." 
He  put  away  the  packet  of  pearls  and 
picked  up  and  waived  in  the  sunlight 
any  number  of  large  pearl  shells  from 
which  the  pearls  had  been  removed.  The 
shells  were  covered  with  a  layer  of 
brilliant-hued  pearl.  Even  the  shells, 
he  said,  are  pretty  enough  to  win  pro- 
tection from  the  government  if  it  would 
only  take  the  troutile  to  give  it  to  them. 
"Let  us  hope  Uncle  Sam  will  wake  up  to 
an  appreciation  of  the  worth  of  these 
pearls,"  he  added.

A  DBliilliian's  Patent  and  a  Severe  Test  to 
be  fiiveu  It. 

A  Rices  Point  genius  has  just  patented 
a  new  design  of  earth  excavator,  suit- 
able for  use  either  in  railway  or  other 
cuttings  or  in  narrow  ditches  in  hard  or 
soft  soil.  It  is  expected  by  the  inventor 
that  the  machine  will  prove  a  great  suc- 
cess and  a  few  days  will  see  it  in  opera- 
tion. 

In  order  to  test  the  machine  in  the 
hardeet  kind  of  soil  and  in  narrow 
ditches,  where  it  would  naturally  work 
lees  easily  than  in  wider  cuttings  or  side 
hill  excavations,  the  inventor  asked  the 
Superior  (Jas  &  Water  company  if 
he  could  use  it  in  the  heavy 
clay  to  be  found  in  the  streets 
where  the  company  is  at  work. 
This  was  granted  and  the  machine  is 
now  being  constructed  at  the  corner  of 
Ogden  and  Winter  avenues.  It  consists 
of  a  bucket  scooping  arrangement,  the 
buckets  being  attached  to  chain  belts 
something  after  the  plan  of  an  elevator 
bucket-belt  for  moving  grain  while  in 
the  warehouse.  The  machine  will  be 
operated  by  an  electric  motor,  and 
runs  over  the  ground  on  an  improvised 
track. 

The  inventor  is  very  reticent  about 
the  machine,  and  says  he  hasn't  any- 
thing to  say  about  it  until  it  proves  a 
Bucoess.  He  claims  for  it  the  capacity 
of  digging  500  feet  a  day  of  a  trench  12 
feet  deep.  If  it  proves  successful  it  will 
be  a  very  valuable  affair  for  the  inventor 
and  the  city.

A    LEADING    RcPJBLICAN. 

Mr.SiocUir  of  Wliiou.i,  Talks  of  the  8auU 
and  of  Politiot. 

D.  Sinclair  and  w.fe,  Miss  Fanny  Sin- 
clair and  Master  (Jordon  Smith  of  Win- 
ona, arrived  in  the  city  this  morning  and 
will  leave  on  the  first  boat  for  Buffalo. 
Mr.  Sinclair  is  the  proprietor  of  the 
Winona  Republican  and  has  recently 
taken  his  position  as  postmaster.  He  is 
one  of  the  most  prominent  republican 
politicians  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
state. 

He  has  not  been  in  Duiuth  for  seven 
years  and  says  he  can  hardly  recognize 
the  city  so  great  has  been  the  change. 
His  delay  in  the  city  on  ac- 
count of  the  Sault  blockade  caused 
him  to  ventilate  his  views  on  the  ques- 
tion. Speaking  of  the  matter  he  (laid: 
"The  growth  of  Duiuth  has  been  due,  in 
a  large  measure,  to  the  lake  traffic,  and 
the  future  depends  largely  upon  the  fa- 
cilities for  lake  transportation.  I  am 
surprised  that  the  matter  has  been  de- 
layed so  long.  The  ueceasity  of  the  im- 
provement at  the  Sault  is  well  illus- 
trated by  the  recent  blockade 
and  I  cannot  understand  why 
any  member  of  congress  can  oppose 
the  bill.  Senator  Davis  is  working  hard 
for  it  and  it  is  to  his  credit.  His  speech 
on  the  bill  was  a  strong  plea  for  the  in- 
terests at  the  head  of  the  lake.  I  do  not 
know  how  Senator  Washburn  stands. 
Of  course,  he  is  interested  in  the  Soo 
road,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  he  would 
be  narrow-minded  enough  to  oppose  a 
bill  which  is  for  the  best  interests  of 
Minnesota." 

Speaking  of  the  gubernatorial  candi- 
dates Mr.  Sinclair  said  that  the  nomina- 
tion of  Merriam  appeared  to  suit  the 
majority  of  the  people  in  his  county. 
Winona  county  is  usually  very  close  in 
elections.  The  city  is  generally  demo- 
cratic, but  in  presidential  elections  the 
republicans  give  their  rivals  a  close  rub. 
The  democrats,  he  thinks,  are  more 
favorable  to  Edward  Durant  of  Still- 
water than  any  other  candidate.  Daniel 
Buck  of  Mankato,  would  not  be  objec- 
tionable, but  it  is  understood  that  he 
does  not  care  for  the  nomination.  Amee 
is  not  BO  popular  as  before.  His  unfor- 
tunate remark  about  the  Irish  lost  him 
a  great  many  friends,  and  democrats  do 
not  take  as  much  stock  in  his  ^personal 
magnetism"  as  they  did  two   years  ago.

Quinn  visited  the  scene  of  action 
on  Minnesota  Point  and  reports  that 
about  fifty  men  are  at  work  laying  the 
20-inch  water  pipes.  The  trench  is  dug 
down  to  the  water  level  across  the  Point 
and  seveial  lengths  had  already  been 
laid.

London,  Aug.  6.— William  O'Brien 
will  be  tendered  a  banquet  by  the  Irish 
and  liberal  membere  cf  the  house  of  com- 
mons tonight,  as  a  mark  of  congratula- 
tion upon  his  recent  marriage.  Mrs. 
O'Brien  will  also  be  present.  In  his 
speech  responding  to  the  toast  of  his 
health  Mr.  O'Brien  will  say  that  the 
surrounding  conditions  a  year  ago  were 
very  different  from  what  they  are  today 
Then  he  was  in  jail  where  he 
confined  by  Mr.  Balfour.  The  English 
people  were  now  beginning  to  under- 
stand that  the  cause  in  which  they 
fought  was  the  cause  of  peace  and  good 
will  between  nations,  and  justice  be- 
tween man  and  man.  The  Unionists' 
idea  of  union  was  to  take  the  Irish  by 
the  throat;  on  the  other  hand  Mr.  Glad 
stone's  idea  was  to  take  the  Irish  by  the 
hand.  

Good  for  John  Bums. 

London,  Aug.  6. — John  Burns,  the 
well-known  labor  agitator,  has  taken  up 
the  cudgels  in  behalf  of  500  young  girl* 
who  have  been  locked  out  from  the  ex- 
tensive chocolato  works  of  Allen  <h  Sons. 
.\lthough  the  highest  wages  received  by 
any  of  them  do  not  exceed  three  cents 
per  hour,  the  trouble  does  not  grow  out 
of  an  application  for  an  advance.  The 
children  are  simply  seeking  for  the  abo- 
lition of  disproportionate  fines  for  trifiing 
offences  and  of  oppressive  rules,  snch  ati 
being  forbidden  to  leave  the  factory  in 
their  dinner  hour  or  to  eat  between  8 
and  2  o'clock  on  Saturdays.  A  generous 
response  to  an  appeal  for  funds  in  their 
behalf  has  been  made  by  the  trades 
unionists  of  the  city. 

L'se  for  the  Ne^ro. 
St.  Louis,  Aug.  6.— J.  Milton  Turner 
the  attorney,  will  leave  for  New  York  to- 
day to  arrange  details  of  his  plan  for 
colonizing  negroes  in  Mexico.  He  says 
the  plan  is  t^ing  promoted  by  a  firm  of 
coffee  dealera  in  New  York,  who  have  a 
capital  of  about  $5,000,000.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  firm  is  to  put  negroes  to  rais- 
ing coffee  and  sugar.  They  own  about 
21,000,000  acres  of  land,  which  will  be 
divided  among  the  colonists.  No  rent 
will  be  charged  for  land,  and  the  firm 
will  furnish  all  means  of  support  for 
negroes  till  they  can  get  their  grounds 
under  cultivation  and  become  self  sup- 
porting. 

Temporarily  Unsuccessful. 

L08  Angeles,  Cal.,  Aug.  6.— All  the 
union  printers  employed  on  the  four 
daily  papers  of  this  city  went  on  a  strike 
last  evening.  Some  days  ago  the  pro- 
pnetora  of  the  papers  united  in  a  re- 
quest for  a  reduction  in  the  scale  from 
fifty  to  forty  cents  per  thousand.  The 
union  declined  to  accede  to  this,  and  in 
turn  put  in  a  formal  demand  that  the 
proprietors  sign  a  contract  by  Tuesday 
noon  to  maintain  the  present 
scale.  The  proprietors  gathered  to- 
gether as  many  non-union  printore  as 
they  could  find,  and  the  papera  were 
published  this  morning  as  usual. 

win  Suppress  an  Outbreak. 

Victoria,  B.  C,  Aug.  6. — Four  bat- 
teries of  artillery  have  been  sent  to  the 
scene  of  the  Wellington  colleries  strike 
to  assist  the  special  police  in  maintain- 
ing order  and  protecting  property.  The 
strikers  have  shown  no  open  hostilities 
as  yet  further  than  to  parade  and  boot  at 
non-union  men. 


The  lockages  at  the  Siult  are  going 
on  very  fast,  as  the  special  report  below 
indicates,  and  a  large  share  of  the  vessels 
are  due  at  the  head  of  the  lake.  They 
will  probably  begin  to  arrive  after  mid- 
night tonight,  and  from  that  time  for 
several  days  there  will  be  a  steady  pro- 
cession into  the  harbor,  sufficient  to  tax 
all  the  noted  accommodations  of  this 
port,  excelled  if  equalled  by  none  in  the 
world  in  point  of  dispatch  and  business. 
Vesselmen  say  that  there  are  now  this 
side  the  Sault  canal  over  fifty  big 
vessels  bound  for  the  head  of  the  lakes, 
and  that  their  cargoes  will  equal  nearly 
80,0(X)  tons  of  coal  and  merchandise,  and 
that  a  rough  figure  would  place  the 
value  of  these  vessels  at  16,500,000. 
Surely  a  magnificent  showing  for  the 
"inland  seas"  of  the  existence  of  which 
the  government  is  oblivious. 

D.  A.  Christy  of  the  Lake  Superior 
Transit  company,  reported  this  morning 
that  the  company  had  four  boats  this 
side  of  the  Sault  The  Idaho, 
China  and  Fountain  City,  will 
probably  be  here  this  even- 
ing and  the  Empire  State  will  follow 
in  a  day  or  two.  This  will  be  all  the 
boats  the  company  will  have  to  Duiuth 
had  been  {-this  week.  "It  is  no  fault  of  oura,"  said 
Mr.  Christy.  "The  people  of  Duiuth  can 
thank  Speaker  Reed  and  the  people  of 
Maine  for  this  state  of  affairs.  It  is 
pretty  tough  for  Minnetwta  to  be  run  by 
people  from  a  state  renowned  only  for 
chewing-gum  and  codfish."

For  some  time  past  negotiationB  have 
been  pending  towards  the  location  of  an 
extensive  steel  plant  to  be  located  in 
section  22-49-15  on  the  bay  front  and 
just  beyond  West  Duluth.  The  ma- 
terial facts  in  the  case  have  been  in  the 
poeseesion  of  The  Herald  for  some  time, 
but  they  have  been  kept  from  the  pub- 
lic at  the  request  of  the  projectors  of 
the  enterprise,  who  feared  that  their 
publication  would  rum  their  chances  of 
success. 

An  unreliable  account  of  the  negotia- 
tions so  far  made  was  published  this 
morning  and  those  interested  are  now 
willing  to  have  the  exact  state  of  affairs 
made  known.  Some  time  ago  Capt. 
Joe.  Sellwood  purchased  the  164  acres 
in  24-49-15  known  as  the  Webb  tract,  for 
a  handsome  sum,  and  at  the 
time  of  the  purchase  it  was 
not  thought  that  it  had 
been  made  for  purely  speculative 
purposes.  The  property  of  the  Ironton 
Land  company  composed  of  Messrs.  E. 
C.  Gndley,  A.  M.  Stearns,  E.  L.  Emery, 
F.  C.  Bowman  and  M.  Douglass  and  G. 
U.  Stearns,  the  latter  of  Chicago,  adjoins 
the  Webb  tract,  and  these  gentlemen, 
together  with  a  number  of  heavy  prop- 
erty owners  in  the  vicinity,  have  for  some 
time  been  quietly  at  work  to  secure  the 
location  of  an  immense  eteel  plant. 

The  necessity  of  such  a  concern  is  a 
well-established  fact,  and  the  great  won- 
der of  visitors  to  Duluth  and  the  Iron 
range,  who  have  seen  the  ine.\hau8tible 
supply  of  iron  ore  in  the  country  tribu- 
tary to  Duluth  bas  been  that  there  was 
no  plant  for  the  working  of  iron  and  steel 
eatablished  at  Duluth. 

It  hae  been  believed  that  premature 
statements  would  seriously  imperil  the 
enterprise  by  hindering  the  subscription 
of  the  several  thousand  dollars  lacking 
to  complete  the  bonus  of  3250,000  neces- 
sary to  secure  it.  "Whether  the  action 
of  The  News  will  t»e  fatal  to  the  tinal 
securing  of  this  enterprise,  the  moat  im- 
portant yet  seeking  location  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes,  remains  to  be  seen.  Certain 
it  is  that  an  announcement  admitted  to 
be  contrary  to  the  policy  and  wishes  of 
those  having:  the  enterprise  in  charge  is 
severely  criticised  by  them. 

The  Herald  is  authorized  to  state  that 
if  the    bonus    is  raised  Duluth  will  se- 
cure the  location  of  the  celebrated  Cin- 
cinnati   Iron  &  Steel  plant    now  located 
in    the    vicinity    of    Cincinnati,     Ohio. 
The  works  cover  on  the  present  site  fif- 
teen acree,  and  are  expected  to   occupy 
twenty  acree  when    set    up    here.    The 
plant  IS    thoroughly   equipped    with  all 
modem  appliances,   and    lacks    nothing 
that  the  lavish  hand  of  Harper  of  Fidelity 
bank  notoriety  could  supply,  being  fur- 
nished in  some  departments  in  triplicate. 
The  finished  plans  will  be    worth    $1,- 
000,000,  and  when  in  full  operation    will 
employ  1000  men  at  least  by  day  and  500 
at    night  shift.    The    location    of    the 
plant,    if  secured,    will  be  upon  twenty 
acree    in    section   23-49-15,  ten  acree  on 
the  weet  side  of  the  Sellwood  tract,  con- 
tributed    by     Capt      Sellwood      and 
ten     acres    on    the     adjoining     Bw>i 
23,  belonging  to  the  recently  organized 
Ironton  I^nd  company,  whose   memliers 
are  Messrs.  E.  L.  Emery,  E,  C.   tJridley, 
F.  C.  Bowman,    A.    M.  Stearns    and  M. 
Douglas  of  Duluth,  and  W.  C.  Steams 
of  Chicago,  and  who  have  rendered  very 
valuable  aid,  amounting  to  over  $70,000. 
Their    adjoining    property    will  be    im- 
proved, anda  limited  amount  put  on  the 
market.    Messrs.    Sellwood,  the  Louis- 
ville   N'ortons,     Thompson,    Lovett    &. 
Brown  and  others  follow    with    propor- 
tionately liberal  subscriptions.    Messrs. 
Lovett  A-  Brown,  who  have  in  charge  the 
securing  of  the  deficit  in  bonus,    should 
receive    substantial    help    from  all  who 
may  be  benefitted.    They  have  had  this 
matter  in  charge  for  six  months  and  de- 
serve much  credit  for  their  perseverance 
and  quiet  work. 

This  industry  if  secured  marks  an 
epoch  in  Duluth's  prosperity,  more  es- 
pecially as  it  is  the  idea  and  intention  of 
those  interested  to  follow  it  with  other 
plants  of  a  kindred  nature.  The  prin- 
cipal business  of  this  new  concern  will 
be  the  rolling  of  structural  shapes  in 
steel  and  iron,  plates,  bars  and  merchant 

When  located  at  Duluth  the  company 
will  be  reorganized  and  several  new  men 
from    outside  will  be  introduced.      Th 
capital  stock  of  the  company— il,000,00 
—will  not  be  changed.  C — 1 

As  an  instance  of  the  size  of  this  con- 
cern it  may  be  said  that  it  will  require 
250  cars  to  transport  it  to  this  city,  and 
approximately  a  *10,000  freight  bill  will 
be  incurred. 


Wean*    Male    Attire    for    Purely 
Financial  Reasons. 

San  Rafakl,  Cal.,  Aug.  7.— For  about 
twenty  years  a  family  named  Reynolds 
lived  in  this  neighborhood,  and  later  at 
Fairfax,  about  six  miles  from  here. 
About  two  years  ago  the  father  of  the 
family  died,  and  the  mother  and  children 
again  moved  into  town.  A  young  jnan 
was  almost  constantly  seen  on  the 
streets,  and  was  known  by  all  the  towns- 
people as  Delbert  Reynolds.  Remarks 
were  often  made  on  his  womany  voice 
•ad  appearance,  and  it  was  often 
noticed  that  he  did  not  take  aptly  to 
boyish  sports  and  amusements,  and 
although  full  of  fun  it  was  often  re- 
marked that  he  enjoyed  himself  more  in 
the  company  of  girls  and  children  than 
among  boys. 

Shortly  after  arriving  here  he  entered 
the  service  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  as  ex- 
press driver.  He  continuea  in  that  ser- 
vice for  some  weeks.  After  that  he  drove 
a  sprinkling  cart  on  the  public  streets. 
Then  he  was  a  carriage  driver,  and  con- 
tinued as  such  for  some  months.  Last 
summer  it  was  often  remarked  by  per 
sons  who  had  occasion  to  visit  the  Rey 
nolds  residence  that  Delbert  was  always 
dressed  as  a  girl  and  attended  to  house- 
hold duties  when  at  home. 

About  two  monthd  ago  Delbert  went 
to  Olema  presumably  to  work  on  a 
ranch.  Nothing  was  heard  of  him  until

RACING   AROUND    THE   WORLD. 

The  Swift  Glenogle  Gets  in  Fir»t  with  the 
New  Crop  Teait. 

New  Yokk,  Aug.  7.-  The  Glen  lino 
steamship  Glenogle  completed  a  race 
half  around  the  world  yesterday  with 
the  steamship  Monmouthshire  and  l>eai 
her.  Both  racers  were  laden  with  new 
crop  teas  and  Japan  rice,  and  each  wa: 
mightily  anxious  to  be  the  tirst  to  gel 
the  precious  cargo  into  this  port.  The 
Monmouthshire  left  Hong  Kong  three 
days  before  the  Glenogle  sailed  from 
Amoy.  The  Glenogle  overtook  her  rival 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Red  Sea.  She 
passed  Gibraltar  on  July  21  with  the 
Monmouthshire  just  oneday  astern.  She 
got  up  to  her  dock  at  the  foot  of  Market 
street  at  5  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  was  welcomed  by  500  people  from 
the  Seventh  and  Fourth  wards,  who 
crowded  the  pier. 

Her  actual  time  from  Amoy  was  forty- 
six  days.  This  is  three  days  behind  the 
record  of  the  Glenshiel  of  the  same  line. 
The  Glenogle,  however,  is  faster  thari 
the  Glenshiel.  She  is  the  biggest  and 
swiftest  of  the  Glen  line  tea  carriers. 
She  can  make  sixteen  knots  an  hour, 
but  on  this  voyage,  her  tirst  to  New 
York,  she  rolled  off  only  twelve  knots,  ae 
her  captain,  William  Edward  Duke,  fell 
pretty  certain  he  could  vanquish  the 
Monmouthshire  going  at  that  rate,  and, 
besides  he  saved  coal,  having  burned 
only  tifty  tons  a  day. 

The  Glenogle  is  450  feet  long  and  reg 
isters  3749  tons.  She  holda  the  record 
from  Foo  Chow  to  London  of  thirty -one 
days  and  fourteen  hours.  All  of  her 
tiremen  are  Chinese.  They  work  more 
cheaply  and  can  stand  much  more  heat 
than  a  white  man.  She  brings  3700  tone 
of  teas,  value  $450,000  and  17,920  bags  of 
Japan  rice,  value  $160,000.  Her  time 
from  Japan  was  fifty-four  days,  or  one 
day  ahead  of  the  fastest  time  hereto 
tore  recorded  from  that  point  by  the 
steamship  Glenshiel.

It  costo  twenty -five  cento  for  a 
seat  on  the  bleaching  boards,  fifty  oents 
for  a  seat  on  a  rough  plank,  with  an- 
other rough  plank  for  a  back,  and  81  for 
a  chair. 

The  brethren  and  sisters  of  the  three 
links  don't  like  all  this.  When  they 
bought  their  tickete  and  paid  81  extra 
for  SIX  coupons  admitting  them  to  the 
grounds  on  six  separate  days,  they 
thought  that  meant  a  seat  in  the  granu 
stend  also.  When  they  tind  it  does  not, 
they  get  mud  and  say  Gen.  Underwood 
has  swindled  them. 

The  Inter-Ocean  says:  "The  railways 
are  kicking.  They  are  dissatisfied  with 
the  cantonment.  They  claim  that  the 
affair  is  not  as  big  as  it  was  promised  to 
be,  and  that  as  a  result  the  railroads  are 
"out." 

The  fourth  day  opened  with  the 
inspection  by  Gen.  Underwood  at 
Lake  Front  park.  The  Pa- 
triarchs in  their  brilliant  uniforms  pre- 
sented a  magnificent  appearance  and 
the  various  expert  evolutions  were  en- 
thusiastically applauded  by  a  great  con- 
course of  spectetors. 

At  the  same  hour  the  competitive 
work  of  the  subordinate  lodge  degree 
staffs  was  resumed  at  Battery  D.  The 
lodge  was  opened  by  Port  Dearborn, 
No.  214  of  Chicago,  and  those  partici- 
pating in  the  competitive  work  were  de- 
gree staffs  of  North  Star  No.  G  Minne- 
apolis, Whitewater  No.  11  Richmond, 
Ind.  and  Bloomington  No.  40  of  Bloom- 
ington.  III. 

The  great  event  of  the  day  however, 
is  the  grand  parade.  At  4  o'clock  over 
J0,000  Odd  Fellows  will  be  in  line.  Of 
those  15,000  will  be  Uniform  Chevaliers. 
Lake  W.  Sanborn  of  Gslesburg  will  be 
the  marshall  of  the  Illinois  division  of 
the  parade.  The  column  will  be  headed 
by  Gen.  Underwood  and  a  splendidly 
uniformed  steff  of  over  100  officers.  His 
escort  was  the  Columbus,  Ohio,  troop  of 
hussars  under  the  command  of  Brig.- 
Gen.  J.  G.  Pugin.  A  band  of  100  pieces 
accompanied  the  generalissimo's  divi- 
sion. 

As  special  escort  to  the  general  and 
staff  there  will  be  a  large  detachment  of 
the  police  force,  the  First  and  Second 
regimente,  and  a  part  of  the  Fourth 
Illinois  National  guard,  and  the  Chicago 
Zouaves.  The  battery  "D"  reg  iment  of 
the  National  guard  will  be  mounted 
upon  grey  horses.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  procession  will  be  between  five  or 
six  miles  in  length.  The  route  will  be 
through  the  principal  streete  of  the  city 
returning  by  way  of  Lake  Front  where 
the  column  will  be  reviewed  by  Gov- 
ernor Fifer,  Mayor  Cregier  and  other 
civic  dignitaries. 

This  evening  after  the  column  has 
been  dismissed  the  Chicago  Zouaves 
will  give  an  exhibition  of  fancy  maneu- 
veis  on  the  Lake  Front,  and  including 
th?  scaling  of  the  wall  a  most  exciting 
military  exhibition.  This  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  Patriarch  Militent  display 
and  formations  under  the  electric  light 
in  front  of  the  mammoth  amphitheater. 
The  military  organization  will  also 
take  part  in  the  spectacular  pageant  of 
conferring  the  decoration  of  chivalry. 
The  Militant  martial  and  reed  bands  in 
addition  to  the  specially  engaged  corps 
of  trumpeters  will  furnish  the  music 
for  this  imposing  ceremonial.  The  field 
represented  by  a  stage  300  by  1500  feet 
will  be  brilliantly  illuminated  by  electric 
light. 

As  a  finale  of  the  day's  proceedings 
there  will  be  a  pyrotechnic  display  illus- 
trating the  entire  degrees  of  the  order 
on  an  immense  scale,  and  as  General 
Underwood  said  this  morning  present- 
ing a  tableau  such  as  has  never  been  seen 
on  this  continent. 

THE  TARIFF    BILL. 

Tiie  Senate  Considers  it  all  Day ;  Congres- 
sional »w»* 

Washington,  Aug.  7.— The  senate  met 
at  10  a.  m.  and  a  call  Showed  that  there 
were  only  thirty-two  senators  (eleven  less 
than  a  «iuorum)  in  attendance.    After  a 
short  waiting,  while  the  sergeant-at-arms 
was  supposed  to  be  inviting  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  senators,  a  quorum  was 
obtained,  and  the  journal  of  yesterday's 
proceedings  was  read  by  the  secretary. 
After   some    preliminary  morning  busi- 
ness the  tariff  bill  was   taken   up,  the 
pending  question  being  on  Mr.  Vance's 
amendment      to      reduce     the     duty 
on     pig     iron    from     three-tenths    of 
a    cent    per    pound    to    |5    per    ton. 
Mr.  Edmunds  presented  a  letter  received 
by  him  from    Mr.  Weaver,    acting  com- 
missioner  of   the    deiartneat  of  labjr, 
giving  the   figures  of   the  cost  of  direct 
labor  in  the  several  processes  of  convert- 
ing the  natural    elemento  into  pig-iron, 
steel  ingote  and  steel  rails,  the  price  being 
811.59  out  of   a   total    cost   of  822.77  a 
ton.    Mr.    Reagan    remarked    that  that 
estimate  was  only  one-half  of  Mr.  Hew- 
itts's  estimate  which  was   90    per    cent 
Mr.  Edmunds  explained  that  Mr.  Hew- 
itt's statement  included    all    the    labor 
cost  while  that  now  presented   only  ap- 
plied to  direct  labor  cost    The  question 
was  taken,  and  Mr.  Vance's  amendment 
rejected,  yeas  17;    nays    27.    There  was 
no  deviations  from    party    lines  on  this 
vote. 


FUSSING  OVER  KEMMLER. 

Dr.  Spltzka  Warm  Under  the  Collar    Over 
Statements  Made. 

New  York,  Aug.  7. — Dr.  Spitzka,  who 
was  present  at  the  execution  of  Kemm- 
ler  yesterday  makes  the  following  state- 
ment: "The  assertion  attributed  to  a 
physician  from  Buffalo  that  I  ordered 
cnrrents  stopped  or  in  any  way  directed 
the  steps  rendered  necessary  at  the 
Kemmler  execution,  is  utterly  un- 
founded. No  one  in  the  execution 
chamber  knew  or  could  know  anything 
about  the  voltage,  nor  did  anyone  order 
the  current  turned  off.  Carlos  McDon- 
ald and  myself  on  being  asked  by  the 
warden  what  time  should  be  taken, 
agreed  to  fifteen  seconds  and  actually 
seventeen  were  allowed  to  elapse.  When 
Kemmler's  death  appeared  doubtful  I 
suggested  in  a  hurried  way  to  the 
warden  to  have  it  instantly  turned  on 
again,  and  he  gave  the  order. 

"I  went  to  Auburn  solely  to  make  the 
examination  of  the  brain  and  not  as  an 
assistant  executioner.  The  dynamo,  as 
judged  by  the  action  of  Kemmler's  body, 
acted  very  irregularly.  The  source  of 
this  it  will  be  interesting  to  ascertain. 
As  an  avowed  opponent  of  the  electrical 
method  it  were  scarcely  consistent  for 
me  to  volunteer  as  a  performer  of  that 
method.  Had  either  Dr.  McDonald  or 
myself  been  able  to  anticipate  such  mis- 
statemente  we  certainly  should  have  de- 
clined to  act  in  the  medical  capacity 
which  we  alone  held." 

Dr.  A.  P.  Southwick,  of  Buffalo,  father 
of  the  electrical  executioner  said  today 
in  an  interview:  "I  feel  just  as  I  have 
always  felt  on  this  matter.  There  is 
nothing  against  the  system  at  all  and  the 
fact  is  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
senseless  sensational  talk  about  it. 
For  instance  the  big  story  in 
regard  to  the  sickening  spectacle. 
It  was  nothing  unusual  at  all.  In 
fact  a  party  of  l&dies  could  sit  in  a  room 
where  an  execnt.on  of  this  kind  was 
going  on  and  not  see  anything  repulsive 
whatever.  If  the  mistake  of  ordering 
off  the  current  so  quickly  had  not  been 
made,  there  would  have  been  none  of 
this  talk. 

"The  burning  of  the  fiesh  was  also  ex- 
aggerated. That  was  caused  simply  by 
the  sponge  under  the  electrode  being 
too  small.  I  think  Kemmler's  nerve  af- 
fected those  there  about  as  much  as  any- 
thing. 

"No  sir,  I  do  not  consider  that  this 
will  be  the  last  execution  by  electricity. 
There  will  be  lote  of  them.  It  has  been 
proven  that  the  idea  is  all  right."

KANSAS  COMPLAINS. 

Ht-r   .Inly  Crop    Report    .Shows    Upon    the 
Wrong  Side. 

Topeka,  Kan.,  Aug.  7— Reporte  re- 
ceived from  about  500  oorreepondente, 
representing  every  county  in  the  state, 
clearly  indicate  that  the  growing  crops 
in  every  portion  of  the  state  have  been 
seriously  injured.  The  severe  drouth, 
intense  heat,  and  occasional  hot  winds 
prevailing  have  been  the  cause  of  falling 
off  of  the  corn  prosiiecte.  Its  condition 
one  month  ago  was  reported  at  90  per 
cent,  is  now  only  33  per  cent  of  an  aver- 
age crop. 

This  devastation  of  the  crops  existe  in 
every  portion  of  the  st«te,  but  that  por- 
tion between  the  97th  and  100th  me- 
ridians, has  suffered  most  severely. 
Seventy-five  counties  in  eastern  Kansas 
and  eight  counties  west  of  the  100th 
meridian,  report  50  to  80  per  cent  of  a 
crop.  The  corn  crop  this  year  will  not 
exceed  75,000,000  bushels. 

The  yield  of  wheat  is  found  to  be 
better  than  was  expected.  Thirty  to 
forty  bushels  per  acre  reported  testing 
sixty-two  to  sixty-five  pounds  per  bushel. 
The  aggregate  wheat  crop  will  be  about 
23,000,000  bushels.

ODDS  AND  ENDS. 


A  conspicuous  Austrian  peer.  Prince 
Starhemberg,  pronounces  boldly  for  gen- 
eral disarmament.

THE  PRESS  ON  THE  SAULT. 


A  Mont  Important  Question. 

Minneapolis  Tribune:  The  break  in 
the  canal  stops  temporarily  the  vast 
water  trafBc  that  enters  and  leaves  Lake 
Superior.  Each  day  of  this  suspension 
of  business  entails  a  loss,  it  is  conserva- 
tively stated,  of  9500,000.  There  is  no 
public  improvement  under  consideration 
at  Washington  that  so  strenuously  needs 
intelligent  action  and  full  support  as  the 
pending  works  at  and  near  the  Sault. 
This  present  diflBculty  ought  to  teach 
congress  a  lesson. 


A  Menace  and  Warning. 

St.  Paul  Dispatch:  The  suspension  of 
lake  traffic  owing  to  a  comparatively  in- 
significant breakage  in  one  of  the  lock- 
gates  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  together  with 
the  enormous  danger  entailed,  suggests 
one  or  two  questions  of  policy  of  im- 
mediate concern  to  the  whole  North- 
west. Not  only  is  the  shipment  of  the 
season's  crop  imperilled,  a  menace  to  our 
property  in  itself  sufiiciently  formidable, 
but  the  principal  channel  of  our  coal 
supply  is  also  cut  off,  thus  making 
this  entire  region  dependent  on  the 
railroads.  The  danger  of  this  situation 
consists  not  in  any  suppositious  hostility 
the  railroads  are  in  certain  directions 
credited  with  entertaining  towards  the 
popular  welfare,  but  in  their  utter  in- 
ability to  handle  the  tremendous  in- 
crease in  traffic  precipitated  upon  them, 
and  in  the  incidental  increased  cost  of 
fuel  to  the  consumer.  *  *  *  In  view 
of  the  relative  magnitude  of  the  inter 
ests  involved  it  appears  nothing  less 
than  a  piece  of  political  infamy  that 
Senator  Davis'  Sault  bill  should  be  yoked 
to  a  bill  to  provide  for  a  jetty  at  Galves 
ton.  It  is  also  deplorable  that  considera- 
tions of  the  most  restricted  local  cbarac 
ter  should  have  rendered,  as  our  dis 
patches  yesterday  indicate,  even  some  of 
the  Northwestern  members  indifferent 
to  the  supreme  importance  of  placing 
the  navigation  of  the  great  lakes  in  a 
position  independent  of  any  trivial  mis- 
hap,   

Of  Supreme  Importance. 

Minneapolis  Journal:  The  senate  is 
to  be  commended  for  the  practical  at- 
tention it  gave  yesterday  to  ttie  Sault 
canal  improvement.  The  incident  is  so 
suggestive  of  positive  exvensive  losses  to 
commerce  that  its  importance  cannot  be 
overestimated.  It  would  be  far  better, 
indeed,  to  neglect  the  tariff  than  to  ig 
nore  the  urgency  of  the  Sault  improve- 
ment bill.  The  latter  means  the  largest 
aid  to  the  commercial  interests  of  the 
West  and  Northwest  which  are  ever  in- 
creasing enormously;  wbile  the  house 
tariff  bill  embodies  elements  of  positive 
injury  to  the  whole  country.  *  * 
On  this  subject  the  Northwest  would 
like  to  see  congress  enthusiastic,  practi 
cal  and  appr»ciative.  And  Northwest- 
ern people  must  assert  themselves  and 
their  rights  on  the  vital  points  of  St. 
Mary's  falls  canal  and  Hay  lake  channel 

Result  in  a  Benefit. 

Fergus  Falls  Journal:  The  breaking 
of  a  valve  in  the  lock  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
will  doubtless  prove  a  great  benefit  to 
lake  navigation,  as  it  has  brought  to 
public  attention  more  conspicuously 
than  ever  the  importance  of  the  lake 
traffic 


A  Clear  Statement. 

James  J.  Hill,  Aug.  2:  If  this  damage 
is  not  quickly  repaired  it  will  be  next  to 
imi>oesible  to  handle  the  grain  crop  of 
the  Northwest  this  fall,  as  the  Chicago 
lines  would  not  be  able  to  furnish  one- 
third  of  the  care  necessary.  Further, 
the  supply  of  coal  to  the  entire  country 
usually  served  by  Lake  Superior  would 
be  cut  short  and  the  suffering  from  that 
alone  could  hardly  be  estimated.

TIN-PLATE    FACTS. 

How   Prices  Were    Kashed    Down    In    the 

Teeth  of  a  Tariff  Tax. 

(From  the  speech  of  Hon.  J.  C.  Burrows  of 

MlchiK>in.) 

"Infiuenced  by  this  exorbitant  price  of 
foreign  tin  -  plate  our  mills  were 
set  in  motion  in  1873,  and  continued  in 
operation  until  1876,  when  the  price  of 
tin  plate  had  fallen  from  $12  to  $4.50— 
to  so  low  s- point  that  the  American 
makers  could  not  survive  and  pay  Amer- 
ican wages;  and  so,  in  187U,  we  were 
forced  to  close  the  last  American  mill. 
No  sooner  had  the  English  manufac- 
turer driven  us  out  of  business,  and 
thus  destroyed  all  competition,  than  he 
again  advanced  the  price  of  tin-plate  to 
Ji'J  and  $10,  confident  that  he  had  abso- 
lutely secureil  the  American  market. 
But  in  1879,  under  the  stimulus  of  high 
prices,  the  American  mills  were  again 
opened,  but  they  were  no  sooner  in  full 
operation  than  the  price  again  began  to 
decline  under  a  flood  of  foreign  import- 
ations, and  fell  from  $10  to  $1  a  box. 

"Then  it  was  that  the  foreign  manufac- 
turer determined  to  strike  a  final  and 
death  blow  to  this  industry  in  the 
United  States,  and  to  that  end  agents  of 
the  American  mills  were  followed  by 
the  representatives  of  the  English  mills, 
who  announced  to  American  customers 
that,  no  matter  what  the  American  pro- 
duct was  offered  for,  they  would  sell  for 
25  cents  cheaper,  and  by  this  method 
they  were  enabled  to  utterly  destroy  the 
.\merican  manufacture  aud  silence  the 
last  tin-plate  mill  in  the  United  States. 
Master  of  the  situation  the  foreign 
manufacturer  again  advanced  the  price 
of  tin-plate  to  $7  a  box.  This  disas- 
trous result  was  accomplished  under  the 
operation  of  "a  tariff  for  revenue  only." 
It  demonstrates  how  futile  it  is  for  the 
American  manufacturer  under  an  in- 
ailequate  duty  to  contend  against  the 
merciless  competition  of  a  foreign 
rival. 

"The  foreign  representatives  of  this  in- 
dustry had  not  forgotten  the  instruction 
of  Lord  Brougham  in  the  English  par- 
liament when  he  said,  "the  English 
manufacturer  can  well  afford  to  sell  his 
product  in  the  American  market  at  a 
loss  for  awhile,  that  he  may  thereby 
stifle  American  industries  in  their 
cradle."  So  this  industry  in  the  United 
States  was,  by  this  simple  process, 
stifled  and  utterly  destroyed,  and,  as  I 
said  before,  today  w^e  are  not  prcKlucing 
a  single  pound  of  tin-plate  in  the  United 
States. 

"Now,  see  how  this  suicidal  policy  has 
advantaged  our  foreign  rival.  While 
our  last  mill  has  been  closed  we  have 
been  paying  tribute  to  the  foreign  manu- 
facturere,  and  the  English  mills  have 
doubled  and  America  has  become  her 
most  profitable  market. 

"In  18G4  England  sold  us  only  72,206,- 
.384  pounds  of  tin-plate,  for  which  we 
paid  only  $4,197,706,  while  in  1889  she 
sold  us  742,1 36,640  pounds,  for  which  we 
paid  the  princely  sum  of  $21,726,707.  To- 
day we  consume  more  tin-plate  than  all 
the  rest  of  the  world."

The  Superintendent  of  Sichoolx  Believei*  it 
to  be  a  Most  Valuable  Feature. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Denfeld  on 
being  asked  by  a  Herald  reporter  his 
opinion  of  the  practicability  of  a  natural 
history  museum  in  connection  with  the 
High  school,  on  the  plan  heretofore  out- 
lined in  The  Herald,  said  that  Mr. 
Storey,  proprietor  of  the  valuable  collec- 
tion which  it  is  proposed  to  give  the 
schools,  had  made  no  formal  offer  to  the 
school  board  and  that  until  he  did  so,  no 
steps  could  be  taken  toward  securing  it. 
He  expected  that  Mr.  Storey  would  soon 
make  some  offer  if  he  wished  to  carry 
the  plan  to  execution. 

Superintendent  Denfeld  was  in  hearty 
accord  with  the  idea  of  a  museum  and 
said  that  in  his  visits  to  leading  schools 
in  leading  educational  centers  the  nat- 
ural history  museums  seemed  to  be  a 
valuable  feature  of  the  work.  "We  shall 
not  have,"  said  he,  "any  place  for  such  a 
collection  for  a  year  unless  it  is  put  into 
the  Endion  school,  which  will  be  com- 
pleted by  the  ("lose  of  the  calendar  year. 
Next  fall  the  High  school  will  give  an 
excellent  place,  and  in  fact  a  large  room 
is  planned  for  just  such  a  collection.  We 
shall  take  the  matter  up  as  soon  as  w^e 
have  anything  definite  to  act  on  and  go 
ahead."

MiNNEAPOLJs,  Aug.  7. — [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— The  Market  Record  today  has 
the  following  from  Col.  C.  D.  Rogers  on 
the  wheat  crop: 

There  is  one  complaint  from  the  wheat 
fields  in  the  Northwest  that  is  universal, 
it  is  that  the  tope  of  the  heads  have  not 
filled.  That  will  be  found  on  threshing 
to  mean  smaller  yield  than  would  com- 
monly be  estimated,  and  local  estimates 
are,  from  that  alone,  likely  to  be  cut 
down. 

The  whole  Red  river  country 
is  estimated  by  some  to  yield  15  to  18  bu, 
by  others  10  to  15  bu.  West  of  that  it  is 
figured  at  5  to  10  bu  for  an  average  by 
different  judges.  There  is  much  wheat 
that  has  a  large  yield  and  a  small  yield 
in  the  same  territory.  If  the  experts 
are  not  mistaken,  there  will  still  remain 
above  00,000,000  bu. 

One  trouble  in  estimating  wheat  has 
been  that  the  acreage  has  increased 
faster  than  the  figures  noted  it.  An- 
other trouble  is  that  there  are  too  many 
people  interested  in  speculative  wheat  to 
get  at  the  truth. 

The  Great  Northern  road  brought  to 
Minneapolis  from  the  last  crop  19,958,- 
960  bushels  of  wheat  from  August  1,  to 
July  31.  The  same  company  hauled  to 
Duluth  10,000,000  more,  making  a  move- 
ment for  that  road  of  :»,000,000  bushels. 
It  figures  now  on  a  movement  of  35,000,- 
000  bushels  for  this  crop.

The  State  Has  Snflered  Much    for  Lack  of 
RaiD. 

SpRiJfGFiELD,  111.,  Aug.  7.— The  last 
month  has  been  one  of  unusual  drought 
and  high  temperature,  and  much  dam- 
age is  being  done  to  growing  vegetation 
of  every  description.  The  com  crop  and 
pasturage  have  suffered  in  some  por- 
tions. 

Out  of  the  102  counties  only  four  fail 
to  complain.  In  the  northern  division 
the  condition  is  reported  at  sixty-eight 
in  the  central  seventy-nine,  and  in  the 
southern  at  fifty-four,  making  the  state 
average  of  about  sixty-seven. 

The  acreage  of  wheat  harvested,  lo 
round  numl^rs  was  13^,000,  and  the 
total  yield  14,006,000.  The  estimated 
area  seeded  to  oats  is  .3,250.000  acres; 
the  average  yield  per  acre,  eighteen 
bushels,  making  a  total  of  50,500,000 
bushels,  as  compared  with  142,000,000 
bushels  last  year.

AMERICAN  TITLES. 

Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Talk*  About  Them 
In  "Over  the  Teacups." 

August  Atlantic:    It  is  a  very  curious 
fact  that  with  all  our  boasted  "tree  and 
equal"  superiority  over  the  communities 
of  the  Old  World,  our  people  have    the 
most  enormous  appetite  for    Old  World 
titles  of  distinction.      Sir  Michael    and 
Sir  Hans  belong  to  one  of  the    most  ex- 
tended of  the    aristocratic  orders.    But 
we  have  also   "Knights   and  Ladies    of 
Honor,"  and  what  is  still  grander,"Royal 
Conclave    of    Knights     and     Ladies," 
"Royal    Arcanum,"     and    "Royal     So- 
ciety    of   Good     Fellows,"    "Supreme 
Council,"     "Imperial    Court,"    "Grand 
Protector"  and  "Grand  Dictator,"  and  so 
on.    Nothing  less  than  "grand"  and  "su- 
preme" is  goiod  enough  for  the  dignitaries 
of  our    associations  of   citizens.    Where 
does  all  this  ambition  for  names  without 
realities  come  from?    Because  a  Knight 
of  the    Garter  wears  a  golden    star,  why 
does  the  worthy  cordwainer,  who  mends 
the  shoes  of  his  fellow  citizens,  want  to 
wear  a  tin  star  and  take  a  name  that  had 
a  meaning  as  used  by  the  representatives 
of  ancient  families,  or  the  men  who  had 
made   themselves    illustrious   by    their 
achievements? 

It  appears  to  be  a  peculiarly  American 
weakness.    The  French  Republicans  of 
the  earlier  period  thought  the  term  citi- 
zen was  good  enough  for  anybody.    At 
a    latter    period,  "le  Roi    Citoyen"— the 
citizen  king— was  a  common   title  given 
to  Louis  Phillippe.     But  nothing  is  too 
grand    for    the  American,  in  the  way  of 
titles.    The  proudest  of  them  all  signify 
absolutely  nothing.    They  do    not  stand 
for  ability,  for  public  service,  for  social 
importance,  for  large  possessions;  but,  on 
the  contrary,  are  oftenest  found  in    con- 
nection   with    personalities     to   which 
they      are      supremely       inapplicable. 
We      can      hardly      afford     to    quar- 
rel   with    a    national      habit     which, 
if   lightly    handled,    may  involve  us  in 
serious  domestic  difficulties.  The  "Right 
Worshipful"    functionary    whose    equi- 
page stops  at  my  back  gate    and  whose 
services  are  indispensable  to  the    health 
and  comfort  of  my  household,  is  a  digni- 
tary whom  I  must  not    offend.     I    must 
speak  with  proper  deference  to  the  lady 
who  is  scrubbing  my  floors,  when    I    re- 
member that  her  husband  who  saws  my 
wood,  carries  a  string    of  high-sounding 
titles    which    would    satisfy  a    Spanish 
nobleman.

Baix)n  RouciK,  La.  Aug.  5.— At  a  late 
hour  last  night  the  uommittee  to  formu- 
late an  address  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  to  memorialize  the 
President  and  congress  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  adopted.  The  ad- 
dress is  as  follows: 

Your  fellow  citizens  of  the  state  of 
Louisiana,  opposed  to  lottery  gambling 
and  lottery  charters,  assembled  in  con- 
vention at  Baton  Rouge,  make  to  you 
this  appeal  for  aid  in  the  struggle  they 
are  engaged  in  with  a  (wwerful  gambling 
corporation,  which  sit*  here  among  us 
like  a  giant  octopus  and  stretches  its 
arms  to  the  remotest  hamlet  in  the  land. 
l*'or  your  sympathy  we  ask  not,  for  we 
know  we  have  it  by  the  unanimous  voice 
of  the  free  press  of  ttiis  country,  which, 
untouched  and  untouchable  by  lottery 
influence,  has  denounced  in  no  uncert^n 
tones  the  infamy  we  are  combating,  ^e 
desire  briefly  to  state  to  you  the  facts. 

The  aggregate  of  the  schemes  of  the 
monthly  and  serai-annual  drawings  is 
the  fabulous  sum  of  $28,000,000  per  an- 
num and  the  aggregate  of  their  daily 
drawings  is  over  ^'JO.OOO.Oa)  more. 

They  receive  annually  ;Jl,2oO,000  from 
the  written  policies  sold  on  the  numbers 
of  the  daily  drawing  apart  from  the  sale 
of  the  legular  printed  tickets.  They  re- 
ceive annually  about  iri2,aX),000  from 
their  monthly  and  semi-annual  drawings. 
The  schemes  of  the  last  drawings  are  so 
arranged  that  they  can  sell  75  per  cent 
of  their  tickets,  pay  10  per  cent  for  sell- 
ing tbem,  lose  all  the  prizes  provided  for 
in  the  schemes,  pay  $1,000,000  for  ex- 
penses and  still  make  $3,000,000  prottt 
per  annum. 

We  make  no  idle  assertion  when  we 
denounce  these  schemes  as  fraudulent 
even  from  a  lottery  standpoint.  This 
company  oflfers  to  distribute  leas 
than  lii  per  cent  in  prizes,  no  au- 
thorized lottery  on  earth  that  we  know 
of  outside  of  Mexico  is  allowed  to  dis- 
tribute less  than  70  per  cent.  The 
chance  to  win  a  prize  of  any  sort  in  one 
of  these  drawings  is  about  one  in  thirty, 
whereas  if  it  were  what  might  be  called 
an  "honest  lottery"  it  would  be  at  least 
OLsinten. 

These  were  the  reasons  which  induced 
two  postmasters  general  to  exclude  it 
from  the  mails  as  a  fraudulent  lottery. 

What  is  known  as  daily  drawings  take 
place  every  day  except  Sunday.  The 
prizes  paid  are  out  of  all  honest  pro- 
portions to  the  cost  of  the  tickets  or  the 
chances  of  winning.  For  instance,  for  a 
$1  ticket  the  chances  for  a  innins  a  prize 
of  eighty-live  cents  is  one  in  three,  of 
winning  $l.tV5  is  one  in  nine,  for  winning 
a  prize  of  $4.25  is  one  in  1237.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  printed  tickets,  written 
policies,  or  bets,  on  the  numbers  of  the 
daily  drawings  are  taken  at  the  fancy  of 
the  better,  with  percentage  of  from  22  to 
41  in  favor  of  the  lottery.  From  the  best 
information  one  can  get  the  receipts  of 
these  policy  shops,  of  which  there  are 
100  in  New' Orleans  alone,  average  about 
.^30  per  diem.  None  but  the  poor  and 
ignorant  enter  these  direful  doors.  Some 
of  these  shops  keep  "dream  books"  and 
other  stimulants  to  aid  the  superstitious 
in  selecting  lucky  numbers.  By  daily 
repitition  of  play  thousands  of  poor 
wi etches  become  atflicted  with  the  "lot- 
tery craze"  and  to  gratify  this  theft  and 
embezzlement  enter  innumerable  honse- 
holds.  We  have  the  authority  of  the 
lottery  that  13  per  cent  of  this  enormous 
revenue  of  $22,000,000  comee  from  the 
people  of  this  country  out- 
side of  the  state  of  Louisiana. 
In  Louisiana  localities  where  it  could  not 
purchase  the  local  press  it  has  started 
a  hireling  press  of  its  own.  It's  iniqui- 
tous business  is  blazoned  by  advertise- 
ments of  wmnings  all  over  the  country, 
and  it  thus  stimulated  a  gambling  thirst 
in  tens  of  thousands  of  ignorant  and 
credulous  persons. 

While  the  postolfice  department  is  the 
principal  instrument  of  its  robbery  of 
the  people  outside  of  Louisiana,  the  ex- 
press companies  also  lend  material  aid. 
Being  excluded  from  the  mails 
as  a  fraudulent  lottery  it  skulks 
under  the  individual  name  of  its 
president  and  the  name  of  a  national 
bank.  One-third  of  the  whole  local  mail 
matter  that  passes  through  New  Orleans 
postoffice  is  lottery  mail,  and  $30,000  per 
diem  in  postal  notes  and  money  orders 
are  paid  to  its  stalking  horse  bank. 

If  any  state  is  so  shameless  as  to  use 
its  ai    present    untrammeled  power,  it 
oaght  to  be  restrained  by  the  American 
people.    To  that  end  we  recommend  the 
adoption  of  an  amendment    prohibiting 
any  lottery  at  pieeent  or  in  future.    A 
proposition  to  amend  the  constitution 
covering    this    ground    except    in    the 
abolition  of  existing  lotteries  is  now  be- 
fore the  committee  of  the  United  States 
senate.    The  legislation  specially  recom- 
mended   9^    the    President    and    post- 
master-general to  exclude  lottery    busi- 
ness and  advertisements  from  the  mails 
and  express  companies  is  aimed  in   the 
right  direction,  and  we    ask    its    speedy 
adoption.    We  also  ask  that    candidates 
for  election  everywhere  be  seen  to  be  on 
the  right  side.    All  this  we  ask    in    the 
name  of  our  common  citizenship  and   in 
behalf  of  public  honor.    We  further    re- 
quest the  free  press  to  give  this  address 
the  widest  publicity.

Odd  Fellow*  Turn  Their  Face*  Homeward 
Tonight. 

Chicago,  Aug.  8.— The  principal  events 
of  the  Odd  Fellows'  encampment  closed 
today.  This  morning  the  final  contest 
for  the  Rebekah  degree  staff  work  was 
opened  in  Battery  "D"  by  American  De- 
gree lodge  183  of  Chicago,  competitive 
work  being  done  by  degree  staffs  of  Ruth 
Rebekah  Degree  lodge  No.  1  of  Omaha, 
Nebraska,  and  the  Elite  Rebekah  Degree 
lodge  No.  2  of  Chicago.  At  12  o  clock 
the  canton  battalion  competitive  drill 
was  resumed  on  the  lake  front. 

Award  of  prizes  for  the  entire  com- 
petition of  the  week  will  be  made  to- 
night Following  the  drills  there  will  be 
a  competitive  contest  this  evening  be- 
tween non-commissioned  oflBcers  and 
chevaliers  in  the  manual  of  the  sword. 
Lieut.-Gen.  Underwood  will  be  master 
of  ceremonies  at  the  full-drees  reception 
ball  and  promenade  concert  in  Battery 
"D,"  which  will  bring  the  events  of  the 
day  to  a  close. 


The  PcnMldent  Thiinlu. 

New  Yokk,  Aug.  8.  -President  Harris- 
son  has  written  to  William  Hoeea  Bal- 
lon, the  well-known  journalist  and  au- 
thor, expressing  his  thanks  for  the  ac- 
tion of  the  latter  in  promoting  the  cru- 
sade against  the  caricatures  of  the  Presi- 
dent which  have  been  exhibited  in  num- 
erous stores,  restaurants,  and  other 
places  in  New  York  city.  Mrs.  Harri- 
son's thanks  are  also  included  in  the 
communication.  As  a  result  of  the 
crusade  all  the  caricatures  and  other 
offensive  illustrations  of  the  President 
have  disappeared  from  the  metropolis, 
and  one  or  two  stores  which  persisted 
in  exhibiting  them  have  been  boycotted 
by  their  customers. 

Merely  Puittpoued.

country.

Speaker  Reed  to  investigate  Representa- 
tive Cooper's  charges  against  Pension 
Commissioner  Raum  will  not  meet  nntil 
the  week  after  next.  In  the  meantime 
Representative  Cooper  will  formulate  his 
charges  and  promisos  to  have  his  wit 
nesses  on  the  ground. 

The  Ice  Famine. 

New  Yokk,  Aug.  8.— Within  two  days 
there  have  arrived  here  forty  schooners 
bringing  cargoes  of  ice  from  Maine,  New 
Brnnewick  and  Nova  Scotia.  The  greater 
portion  of  this  consignment  reached  this 
city  yesterday.  Many  sanguine  people 
who  noted  the  arrival  of  this  big  ship- 
ment hoped  that  it  would  have  the  effect 
of  relieving  the  scarcity  and  bring  lower 
prices.

MiNNE.\POLis,  Aug.  8— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— Minneapolis  was  during  laet 
night  treated  to  an  exhibition  of  at- 
mospheric agitation  of  a  genuine  cyclonic 
nature,  and  many  of  the  boldest  began 
to  look  about  for  places  of  safety.  It 
was  about  10  o'clock  when  the  storm 
struck  the  city,  and  for  several  minutes 
travel  on  the  streets  was  rendered  un- 
safe by  reEison  of  flying  signs  and  other 
debris.  The  pedestrians  easily  found 
shelter,  but  the  hackmen  and  others  who 
were  driving  were  less  fortunate,  and 
several  had  narrow  escapes.  The  force 
of  the  wind  was  irresistible. 

The  storm  on  the  ground  was  a  very 
severe  wind,  but  those  who  watched  the 
clouds  from  commanding  points,  say  that 
they  were  of  the  regulation  funnel  shape. 
••Vt  the  West  hotel  the  storm  demolished 
one  of  the  chimneys  on  the  Hennepin 
avenue  side,  which  crashed  down  to  the 
walk  below  in  unpleasant  proximity  to 
carriages  standing  by.  The  large  plate 
glass  in  the  front  of  the  reading  room 
was  utterly  demolished,  and  also  those 
in  the  basement  near  the  sidewalk.  The 
roof  of  the  Hale  block  was 
lifted  and  sl^ifted  from  its 
position.  The  noise  was  scarcely 
less  than  if  the  building  had  been  blown 
down,  and  the  occupants  were  badly 
scared.  A  portion  of  the  roof  of  the  city 
ball  was  also  demolished  and  thrown  on 
the  telegraph  wires. 

At  Fifth  street  and  Second  avenue 
south  the  forty -foot  tower  which  had 
been  erected  for  the  purpose  of  photo- 
graphing the  New  York  life  building, 
was  blown  down  on  to  a  boarding  house 
at  427  Second  avenue.

Next  Evangelical  International  Conference 
In  Italy. 

New  York,  Aug.  8. — Invitations  have 
been  received  here  by  representatives  of 
the  leading  religious  denominations  to 
the  next  general  conference  of  Christians 
of  all  nations  convened  by  the  Evangel- 
icals to  be  held  at  Firenze,  Italy,  in  j\pril 
of  next  year. 

The  Protestants  of  Italy  are  so  poor 
that  the  British  and  American  alliance 
will  have  to  provide  for  the  exjjense  of 
the  conference  which  will  amount  to 
about  $10,000.  A  pathetic  letter  uocom- 
panies  the  invitation,  it  says  among 
other  things: 

"Deal  ana  honored  brethren  of  every 
country  and  every  tongue,  come  in  large 
numbers  to  strengthen  us  by  your  sym- 
pathy and  counsel.  The  Evangelical 
church  in  Italy  is  by  far  the  most  an- 
cient of  the  Protestant  churches,  yet  it 
is  not  to  be  marveled  at  if  she  is  small. 
The  wonder  is  that  she  exists  at  all. 
You  will  come  into  a  free  Italy  and  in 
the  sight  of  a  people  clear  sighted  in- 
deed but  ill-instructed  you  will  mani- 
fest under  many  varieties  of  aspect  and 
name  the  unity  of  a  faith  which  fully 
reasons  and  retains  all  that  is  Christian 
among  Christians,  which  gives  Bi)ecial 
prominence  to  what  unites,  and  respects 
what  divides,  meanwhile  presenting 
above  all  churches  the  kingdom  of  God 
and  His  righteousness. 

THE  NICARAGUA  CANAL- 

Heavy    Rains    Retard    the    Improvements 
That  are  Making:  at  Greytown. 

Panama,  July  30.— The  latest  intelli- 
gence from  reliable  sources  at  Greytown 
report  a  renewed  activity  in  the  Ameri- 
can canal  preparatory  workn.  It  is  in- 
tended to  run  the  jetty  out  a  couple  of 
thousand  feet  in  order  to  afford  com- 
plete protection  to  the  entrance  of  the 
harbor  and  canal,  and  also  to  permit 
dredging  operations,  which  could  not 
with  any  ordinary  known  type  of  dredge 
be  carried  on  in  the  open  sea.  The 
depth  of  the  harbor  is  gradually  being 
increased,  and  already  a  large  steamer 
has  safely  entered  the  inner  bay. 

As  far  as  the  work  of  railroad  con- 
struction IS  concerned,  Mr.  Treat  is 
using  his  utmost  endeavors  to  push  that 
forward  all  he  can,  and  already  several 
miles  of  track  are  not  only  graded,  but 
the  rails  have  also  been  laid,  so  as  to 
permit  the  use  of  a  construction  train, 
which  is  at  work  filling  in  and  raising  the 
grade  through  the  heavy  swamp  a  few 
miles  from  Greytown.

Arrangements  for  the   Internatiouai   Irun 
and  Steel  Convention. 

New  York,  Aug.  8.— About  Oct.  1.  the 
representatives  of  the  iron  and  steel  in- 
terests in  America  and  Europe  will  meet 
in  convention  in  this  city  and  discuss 
the  condition  of  the  metal  markets  of 
the  world.  One  of  the  features  of  the 
convention  will  be  a  tour  through 
mines,  manufactories  and  mining  cen- 
ters ot  the  country.  The  guests  from 
abroad  will  be  mostly  members  of  the 
Iron  &  Steel  Institute  of  Great  Britain 
and  the  Verein  Deutscher  Eisen  Hut- 
tenluete.  There  will  probably  lie  400 
visitors  from  Europe.  The  sessions  of 
the  association  will  be  held  in  Chicker- 
tng  hall. 

The  proposed  trip  through  the  coun- 
try is  an  extensive  one.  Special  trains 
will  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  guests.  Ac- 
cording to  the  plane  of  the  committee 
Philadelphia  will  be  visited  Oct.  4,  and 
the  party  will  remain  there  four  days. 
Stops  en  route  to  Chicago  will  be  made 
at  Altoona,  Harrisburg,  Johnstown  and 
Pittsburg,  where  steel  rails  are  made. 
At  Pittsburg  there  will  be  sessions  at 
which  papers  of  a  scientic  and  practical 
character  will  be  read.  From  Chicago  a 
trip  will  be  made  to  the  mines  of  the 
Lake  Superior  region.  Those  who 
choose,  however,  to  visit  the  South  will 
find  a  trip  arranged  from  Chicago  to 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  returning  by  the  way 
of  Pocahontas  coal  fields  and  Luray 
Cave,  and  back  to  New  York  Nov.  1.

THEIR    INNERMOST    THOUQHT8. 


AS  TO  LARGER  BOUNDARIES. 

Mr.  Leonidas  Merritt,  of  West  Duluth 
adoreesee  a  long  communication  to  this 
paper  in  which  he  says  the  "proposition 
now  beiag  advocatetl  for  organizing  the 
village  of  West  Duluth  into  a  city  does 
not  meet  my  approval,"  a  fact  which  is 
indeed  sad.  Mr.  Merritt  says  that  he 
believes  a  petition  presented  to  the  citi- 
zens of  that  part  of  West  Duluth  called 
Uneota,  protesting  "againts  all  schemes 
to  atta.-h  our  territory  to  that  part  of 
West  Duluth  contemplating  a  city 
organization  "would  be  largely 
signed."  He  has  a  gooil  deal 
to         say         of        "land  sharks" 

and  "monopolists,  who  must  no  longer 
be  allowed  to  shackle  the  willing  hands 
of  our  freeholders."  Just  who  are 
meant  by  "land  sharks  and  monopolists" 
it  would  be  hard  to  say,  unless 
they  are  the  West  Duluth  Land 
company,  whose  work  of  bringing 
development  to  that  part  of  town  has 
been  one  of  the  causes  of  a  very  great 
advance  in  the  property  owned  by  Mr. 
Merritt  and    his    fellow    freeholders    of 

Ooeota. 

He  truly  says  that  "our  every  resource 
must  be  developed,    and    ileveloped   by 
us.      It    is    not   our    purpoae    to    for- 
ever   pay     tribute      to      a    neighbor- 
ing   territory,    and      ourselves    remain 
a  desert."    This,  The  Herald    is  glad  to 
hear  »nd  to  assent  to.  Sofar  mostOneota 
freeholders  have  allowed  outsiders  to  do 
all  the  work  of  developing  the  resources 
of    the    place,  and    have    stood  by  and 
gathered   the  profit.      K  a  change  has 
come  over  the  spirit  of  their  dreams,  as 
Mr.  Merritt    appears    to    indicate,  it  is 
truly  a  happy  da>  for  the  self-respecting 
citizens  of  Oneota.  of  whom  he  is  un 
doubtedl     one,     and     for    the    entire 
city  of   Duluth.  for  great  good  can  Ije 
accomplished  by  a  united  lx)dy  of  men, 
as  witness,  for  instance,  the  West   Du- 
luth  Lkind  company  and  other  like  cor- 
pjratious.         He      claims      that      the 
effort    to    keep    down    taxation    in    the 
manufacturing  suburb  has  so  far  failed 
that  the  rate  is  "several  mills  more  than 
at  Duluth." 

The  wish  is  evident  that  Oneota 
be  mtde  a  part  of  Duluth,  instead  of 
West  Duluth.  It  is  the  same  old  tight 
that  came  up  a  year  or  two  ago  and  re- 
sulted in  Oneota's  defeat.  Duluth 
would  be  glad  to  take  in  Oneota— when 
it  has  proved  that  it  is  worth  taking  in 
—but  8c  far.  outside  of  a  little  street  im- 
proveiDdnt  and  a  few  buildings,  most  of 
them  put  up  by  the  .Merritts  themselves, 
Oaeota  has  shown  no  conception  of  the 
advantages  that  go  with  generosity  and 
its  chief  occupation  has  been  to  kick  at 
those  who  have,  by  developments  near 
by,  made  a  center  there. 


We  give  today  another  extract  from 
the  speech  of  Congressman   Burrows  of 
Michigan  in  the  present  tariff  debate  on 
the  floor  of  congress,  showing  what  the 
exact  increase  of  cost  on   the  dinner  pail 
and  tomato    can  would    be  if    the    full 
amount  of  the  proposed  increase  of  duty 
was  added    to  the  present  cost.     If    the 
establishment  of  the  great    tin  plate  in- 
dustry here,  with  its  development  of  re- 
sources and  employment  of  home  labor, 
would  not    offset    an  additional    cent  or 
two  on  a  dinner  pail  the  workers  for  the 
McKinley  bill   are  mistaken.    And  how 
long  will  the  added  cent  or  two  rest  on 
the    dinner  pail    when    home    mills  are 
fairly       running       and       trade      con- 
nections    established?     Senator    Mor- 
rill        has        the       "dishonesty"       or 
the       "dullness      of       comprehension" 
to  disagree  with  The    News    and    claim 
that  in  no  long  time  after  the  enactment 
of  the  duty,  tin  plate    would    be    much 
lower  in  price  than  it  ever  has  been.    To 
support    his   claim    he    calls    for     the 
naming  of  a  single  manufactured  article 
in  this  country  ooveretl  by  a    protective 
duty  for  several  years,  which  is    not    to- 
day sold  for  less  than    before    the    duty 
was  imposed.     It  is  easier    to    i-all    the 
beet    informed    and    experienced    tariff 
framer  in  this  country  dishonest  or  dull- 
witted  than  to  confute  his  claim. 


Board  of  Trade  man:  I  can't  for  the 
life  of  me  see  why  the  people  of  Duluth 
should  banquet  Proctor  Knott  and  get 
down  on  their  marrows  when  he  arrivea 
next  week.  The  only  thing  he  ever  did 
for  Duluth  was  to  get  up  on  the  floor  of 
congress  and  make  a  holy  show  of  him- 
self, by  delivering  a  flowing  but  sarcas- 
tic speech,  written  for  him  by  some 
clerk,  in  which  he  practically  ridiculed 
Duluth  and  pretended  to  be  unable  to 
locate  her  on  the  map.  He  should  be 
given  a  cool  reception. 

Secretary  Thompson  of  (Chamber  of 
Commerce:  I  don't  believe  in  those 
sentiments.  Proctor  Knott's  speech,  al- 
though he  didn't  intend  it,  brought  Du- 
luth to  notice  probably  as  much  as  any- 
thing that  ever  happened.  He  is  a 
prominent  man,  and  has  prominent  men 
under  him,  and  we  ought  to  show  him 
attention. 

The  Health  ofticer:  Out  of  the  thirty- 
two  deaths  recorded  during  the  last 
month,  sixteen  were  infants  under  one 
year,  ten  died  with  chronic  ailments  and 
three  were  accidently  killed;  leaving 
only  two  adults  from  ordinary  diseases. 
This  is  a  good  showing  for  our  physi- 
ciana  The  number  of  births  during 
July  was  seventy-three. 

Z  H.  Austin:  While  you  are  at  work 
on  regulating  salaries  of  county  offiMre 
and  saying  what  the  livery  stables  shall 
charge,  you  would  better  say  something 
in  regard  to  the  Gas  &  Water  company. 
I  have  a  meter  in  my  office  and  during 
the  month  of  July  the  gas  was  not 
lighted  at  all,  yet  the  charges  came  in 
just  the  same.  .   . 

Aid.  Dingwall:  The  city  is  now  giving 
the  people  of  Park  Point  good  terry 
service  twenty-four  hours  a  day.  The 
man  who  secured  the  contract  is  an  old 
ferryman  and  understands  his  business. 
The  point  ought  to  grow  now,  and  it  is 
growing— with  berry  pickers. 

G.  H.  Holden,  city  clerk:  There  are  a 
great  many  G.  A.  R.  men  talking  of  at- 
tending the  encampment  at  Boston,  but 
I  think  it's  all  talk.  I'm  the  only  one 
going  from  Duluth  that  I  know  of,  and 
I  start  this  afternoon.

A     QUESTION    OF     LICENSE. 

The  big  breweries  of  Milwaukee  are  at 
present  making  a  test  case  in  Chioago  to 
decide  if  they  can  be  made  to  pay  a  local 
license  for  doing  business  in  that  city. 
This  will  be  watched  with  interest  by 
beer  agents  of  this  city. 

Before  the  paes-^e  of  our  present 
high  license  law  no  agent  paid  a  city 
license,  but  section  1  of  the  Duluth  city 
ordinances,  adopted  June  13, 1887,  which 
follows  the  language  of  the  state  law, 
provides,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  or  agent  to  sell  spirituous  or 
fermented  liquors  in  any  quantities  or 
for  any  purpose,  without  hist  obtaining 
a  liquor  license  from  the  city  of  Duluth. 
The  first  year  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  tbe  beer  agents  of  Duluth  did 
pay  their  license  of  $1000.  The  second 
year  the  firm  of  George  Benz  &  Co., 
wholesale  liquor  dealers,  tested  the  con- 
stitutionality of  this  law  in  the  St.  Paul 
courts  and  while  this  was  pending  all 
agents  held  back  payment  of  their 
license.  Benz  &  Co.  lest  their  suit  in 
the  St.  Paul  courts  and  also 
in  the  supreme  court  of  Minnesota 
and  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers  as  well 
as  the  beer  agents  were  obliged  to  pay 
the  license  fee  in  St.  Paul;  but  at  that 
time  nobody  in  Duluth  seemed  to  think 
that  it  was  his  business  to  look  after  The 
beer  agents  here  and  so  they  ran  along 
without  being  troubled  and  without  pay- 
ing license. 

Then  came  the  famous  original  pack- 
age decision  of  the  supreme  ooart  in 
Washington,  ani  as  our  beer  agents  cer- 
tainly deal  in  nothing  but  original  pack- 
ages, it  is  hard  to  see  how  they  can  now 
be  made  to  pay  a  license  unless  congress 
should  pass  the  Wilson  bill.  Should 
that  bill  pass,  there  is  no  doubt  that  all 
beer  agents  in  Minnesota  will  be  pbliged 
to  take  out  a  license  according  to  the 
state  law  and  the  city  ordinances. 

Of  that  130,200,000  odd  at  which  West 
Superior  values  herself,  we  learn  from 
The  Telegram  of  last  evening  that  $702,- 
740  is  personal  and  the  balance  real  and 
nnreaL  No  wonder  Assessor  Fitch  and 
his  two  assistants  "have  been  working 
night  and  day  for  many  weeks"  to  com- 
plete this  great  puff  ball.  There's 
"millions  in  it,"  as  Col.  Sellers  remarks, 
"millions  in  it"  for  anybody  who  can 
sell  it.  

Where  will  you  get  your  tin  to  co£t 
your  home  made  tin  plate?  now  asks  the 
"robber"  shrieker.  From  the  Black 
Hills  for  one  place.  Of  the  tin  bearing 
veins  there,  and  the  work  already  done, 
The  Herald  will  give  a  special  account 
by  witnesses  whose  statements  will  carry 
weight  with  every  one  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes.

How  it  Will  Bear  on  the    Laboring  Man'* 
Dinner  Pail  and  Tomato  Can. 

(From  the  speech  of  Hon.  J.  C.  Burrows  of 
MichiKan.) 
"But  in  this  connection  it  will  be 
charged  that  our  proposed  duty  on  tin- 
plate  is  a  tax  on  the  laboring  man's  din- 
ner-pail. 

"Here  is  an  orditiary  pail  [exhibiting 
sample)  such  as  is  used  by  workiugmen, 
containing  a  coffee  receptacle  and  a  tin 
cup.  This  whole  outfit  cost  at  wholesale 
25  cents  and  at  retail  in  Philadelphia 
just  35  cente.  Removing  the  wire  handle 
the  weight  of  the  remainder  is  just  18*^ 
ounces;  allowing  one-half  ounce  for  wire 
and  solder  used  in  its  manufacture  and 
we  have  18  ounces,  or  1^  pounds,  of  tin- 
platc  in  this  dinner-pail.  Now,  assuming 
that  the  present  duty  of  1  cent  a  pound 
on  tinplate  is  included  in  the  price  (35 
cents),  the  18  ounces  of  tinplate  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  this  pail  would  rep- 
resent exactly  l^a  c«Qte-  I*  tl»®  duty 
were  now  to  be  doubled,  and  the  cost  of 
tinplate  should  be  increased  correspond- 
ingly, and  this  increased  duty  should  be 
added  to  the  price  of  the  dinner-pail,  it 
would  cost  the  workman  36  Vg  cents  in- 
stead of  the  35  cents  he  now  pays.  One 
and  one-eighth  cents  is  therefore  the 
full  measure  of  the  additional  burden  he 
would  be  called  upon  to  bear  as  a  com- 
pensation for  the  establishment  of  a 
great  industry  in  the  United  States, 
which  would  give  employment  to  35,000 
of  his  fellow-workmen,  whose  annual 
wage  earnings  would  be  8'23,CX)O,00O. 

"All  this,  it  will  be  understood,  is  upon 
the  assumption  that  tbe  actual  duty 
would  be  added  to  the  price.  But  who 
is  so  credulous  as  to  believe  that  the 
price  of  a  dinner-pail  would  be  increased 
by  the  trifling  amount  of  li^  cents,  or 
who  BO  blind  as  not  to  understand  that 
the  establishment  of  this  industry  in  the 
United  States  will,  in  the  end,  result  in 
lowering  prices  for  tin  goods  to  all  the 
people? 

"But  it  will  be  charged  that  this  duty 
will  enhance  the  cost  of  canned  goods  to 
the  consumer.  Here  is  an  ordinary  3- 
pound  tomato  can  [exhibiting  can] 
which,  after  removing  the  contents, 
weighs  exactly  G}4  ounces.  Allowing 
one-quarter  of  an  ounce  for  the  solder 
used  in  its  manufacture  we  have  exactly 
0  ounces  of  tinplate  in  the  can  and  its 
lid.  The  price  of  these  cans  at  wholesale 
is  at  the  outside  $2.50  a  hundred,  or  2}^ 
cents  apiece.  Now,  assuming  that  the 
present  duty  of  1  cent  a  pound  is  in- 
clude<l  in  the  price  of  this  can,  the  price 
of  this  can  to  the  packer  is  enhanced 
just  three-eighths  of  a  cent  This  can 
and  its  contents  were  purchased  at  re- 
tail in  Philadelphia  for  8  cents.  If  we 
double  the  duty  as  proposed,  and  the 
whole  duty  should  be  added  to  the  cost, 
the  consumer  would  be  required  to  pay 
8^8  cents  for  this  can  of  good&  Is  it  to 
be  presumed  that  this  adUitional  duty 
would  fall  upon  the  consumer?  Is  it  not 
more  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  would 
be  shared  by  the  manufacturer,  packer, 
jobber  and  retailer?  But  in  this  case, 
as  in  the  other,  it  would  not  be  long  be- 
fore the  price,  by  reason  of  domestic 
competition,  would  be  reduced  below 
what  it  is  today"

1  would  beg  leave  to  say.  through  the 
columns  of  your  paper,  that  the  proposition 
now  being  adrocated  of  organizing  the  village 
of  West  Duluth  Into  a  cltv  does  not  meet  my 
approval,  an  ^  I  believe  that  a  petition  em- 
bodying the  following  propositions,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  treehoiders  of  OneoU  would  be 
vei  V  generally  signed. 

We,  the  undersiirned  citizens  and  freeholders 
of  that  portion  of  W  est  Duluth  called  One-  aa. 
lyinK  betwi-eti  the  holdings  of  the  West  Du- 
luth Land  company  and  the  western  boundary 
of  the  city  of  Duluth,  do  protest  against  any 
and  all  scnenies  to  attach  ourselves  or  our  ter- 
ritory to  that  portion  of  West  Duluth  con- 
templating a  city  organization.  Believing  that 
ours  Is  the  fairest  territory  of  all  this  fair  land, 
and  realizing  that  the  Ood  of  nature  has  here 
planted,  wide  and  deep,  the  foundation  of  an 
empire.  It  remains  for  us  to  build  thereon 
wisely  aud  well.  We  therefore  demand  that 
we  be  not  hampered  in  our  efforts  to  this  end. 
nor  thoughtlessly  tied  to  any  community 
whose  fancied  interest  Is  to  hold  us  In  chocli 
for  their  own  aggrandizement. 

Duluth,  West  Superior  and  Oneota  are  con- 
tent that  West  Duluth  should  organize  any 
city  government  they  may  fancy  and  make  of 
It  a  distinctively  manufacturing  town.  Be- 
cause they  well  know  that  commerce  alone 
can  and  has  built  up  all  large  cities.  We  here 
at  Oaeota  understand  our  commercial  advan- 
tages and  If  untrammeled  oy  corporations 
who  boldly  declaim  that  It  is  against  their  In- 
terests as  manufacturers  that  any  considera- 
ble city  should  be  built  within  their  territory, 
know  that  we  are  able  to  reach  the  end  to 
which  we  must  attain,  namely  the  building  up 
of  a  great  commercial  center. 

It  has  been  urged  that  manufactories  should 
be  exempt  from  the  burden  of  taxation  neces- 
sary to  the  malntatnance  of  a  high  order  of 
civilization.

L.  H.  Wrigleyand  wife  of  .\lbion,Ind., 
and  Mrs.  S.  A.  Wrigley,  librarian  of  the 
city  of  Richmond,  Ind.,  are  visiting  for  a 
few  days  in  the  <ity.

In  speaking  of  the  situation  in  Indiana 
he  said:  •'The  republicans  are  going  to 
have  a  hard  job  to  carry  the  state  this 
fall.  They  are  not  as  well  united  as 
they  should  be,  while  the  democrats  will 
poll  a  full  vote.  Harrison  carried  the 
state  by  only  2.5a>  plurality,  and  I  doubt 
.  if  the  republicans  will  do  as  well  now. 
In  1880  Porter  was  eleotetl  governor  by 
6000  majority,  and  every Ixxly  supposed 
that  this  would  discourage  the  demo- 
crats, but  instead  of  that  they  worked 
harder  than  ever,  and  as  a  result  Gar- 
Held's  majority  was  reduced  quite 
materially.  This  has  always  been  the 
case  with  the  democrats  of  Indiana;  they 
never  give  up. 

"How  do  the  Hoosiers  like  Harrison's 
administration?  Well  they  are  not  en- 
tirely satistied  with  it.  Indiana,  of 
course  wanted  the  earth,  and  there  were 
not  enough  officers  to  go  around.  I 
think  he  has  done  well  by  Indiana.  In 
some  cases,  however,  he  has  not  used  the 
beet  judgemnt,  for  instance  John  H.

News. 


The  Sioux  City  corn  palace  train  ar- 
rived in  the  city  this  morning  about  11 
o'clock.  It  bad  been  originally  intended 
to  reach  Duluth  at  8  o'clock,  but  owing 
to  a  severe  wind  storm  which  was  en- 
countered last  night  the  train  was  not 
only  delayed,  but  its  decorations  were 
badly  discouraged.  There  were  in  the 
train  six  cars,  all  elaborately  decorated 
with  banners  with  inscriptions  calling  at- 
tention to  the  great  corn  palace  and  im- 
portance of  Sioux  City  and  the  vast  re- 
sources of  the  adjacent  country.  On  the 
front  car  was  a  large  oil  painting  of  the 
com  palace  of  1890.  On  the  car  occupied 
by  the  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  were 
portraits  of  heroes  of  the  iivil  war 
and  a  banner  on  which  were  the  names 
of  the  leading  generals.

Most  farmers  are  cutting 
barlev  and  oats  and  a  number  are  cut- 
ting early  wheat.  They  report  a  nice 
plump  berry.  Barley  and  oats  are  a 
good  crop  and  good  quality.  Wheat  fair 
crop.  Ckxxl  rain  would  help  lots  of 
grain.  We  expect  new  wheat  to  begin 
coming  in  about  the  25th  of  this  month. 

Haljxjck,  Minn.,  .\ug.  8.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.

New  York,  Aug.  9.— The  flrat  train 
which  left  the  Grand  Central  depot  this 
morning  pasaed  underneath  the  big 
wooden  bridge  at  Forty  tif th  street  at 
3:40  o'clock.  Pour  cars  composed  this 
train  and  these  were  occupied  only  by 
mail  sorters.  There  were  no  paaeengere 
aboard.  The  tie-up  on  the  road  was 
complete. 

Every  trainman,  Ijrakeman,  switch- 
man, engineer  and  conductor,  except 
those  necessary  to  attend  to  the  run- 
ning of  the  mail  trains,  stopped  work  on 
the  order  of  the  executive  board  of  dis- 
trict Assembly  '.146.  The  rail- 
road men  by  mutual  con- 
sent agreed  to  furnish  enough 
assistance  to  allow  tlie  jmail  trains  to 
run,  but  they  had  determined  that  not  a 
passenger  nor  a  pound  of  freight  should 
be  carried  on  the  lines  of  the  Central 
railroad  after  7  o'clock  last  r.ight. 

About  6  o'clock  this  morning  a  great 
nunkber  of  the  train  bands  who  did  not 
belong    to    the    Knights   of    Labor 
ported      at       the       yard     tor 
They        were        instructed        to 
about       clearing       the       tracks 
there  was  considerable   improvement  m 
the  situation  this  morning,  as  compared 
to  that  of  last  night,  and  the   notice  an- 
nouncing a  temporay  suspension   of  pas- 
senger trathc  was  taken  down.  Vice-Presi- 
dent Webb  said   he    did    not    think  the 
matter  would  assume  any   gigantic  pro- 
portions, and  that  men   would  be  found 
lo  man  the  trains. 

At  9:30  o'clock  this  morning,  .\cting 
Superintendent  Byrnes  received  the  fol- 
lowing dispatch  from  the  Grand  Central 
depot: 

"Bvorythlng  quJet.  Samtogra  train  left  at 
sau  ockick.  The  New  Uaveu  train  has  just 
^t  In.  There  has  been  no  Interfereooe  up  to 
the  prtsent  tune  at  this  point." 

After  the  strike  had  been  decided 
upon,  all  the  members  of  the  general 
executive  board  of  the  Knights  of  Labor 
went  home.  A  few  minutes  after  6 
o'clock  a  cipher  message  conUining  only 
the  words  "Webster's  Dictionary"  flashed 
to  every  station  on  the  Central  road 
where  it  was  received  by  an  officer  of  the 
local  assembly  of  the  Knights  of  Labor. 
The  measage  had  been  expected.  Three 
days  ago  every  member  of  the 
order  had  been  notifled  that  in 
case  the  words  contained  in  the 
cipher  was  repeated  to  him  he  was  to 
consider  it  an  order  to  stop  work.  After 
the  mystic  signal  had  been  given  many 
of  the  switchmen,  yardmen  and  brake- 
men  had  just  come  on  duty.  As  soon  as 
the  cipher  was  read  they  quietly  left  the 
yard.  The  delegate  who  went  around 
among  them  with  the  cipher  message 
held  in  his  hand  one  of  the  cheap  Web- 
ster dictionaries  sold  on  the  street  for 
ten  or  fifteen  cents.  This  was  his  badge 
of  authority. 

At  a  quarter  to  8  o'clock  there  was  not 
a  switchman  or  yardman  in  the  yard  at 
the  Grand  Central  depot.  The  tracks 
at  the  Sixty-tiftb  street  yards  were 
blocked  and  over  1000  cars  stood  around 
with  nobody  to  move  them.  J.  J.  loftus, 
chief  train  dispatcher  at  these  yards, 
said:  "It  was  a  complete  and  most  dis- 
agreeable surprise  to  me,  we  are  com- 
pletelv  blocked.  I  am  astonished  too, 
by  the  strength  of  the  Knights.  Even 
the  eighteen  engineers  who  are  under 
my  (.harge  have  left  us.  There  are  close 
to  200  men  out  in  this  yard." 


They     Were     Left;       Compllmeiitary 
tlie  FatriuchR. 

Chicago,  Aug.  9.— The  saloonkeepers 
of  the  city  are  unhappy  because  they 
failed  to  reap  the  harvest  which  they 
had  expected  from  the  cantonment  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  They  were 
among  the  tirst  to  decorate  their  estab- 
lishments and  were  among  the  most 
elaborate  in  the  city.  Just  as  soon, 
however,  as  the  Patriarchs  began  to  ar- 
rive Gen.  Underwood  promulgated  an 
official  order,  and  also  caused  to  be 
conspicuously  printed  in  the  daily 
papers,  a  rule  which  was  adopted  at  the 
last  cantonment,  and  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: , 

"Any  Patriarch  Militant  who  visits  a 
sjilxin  while  in  uniform  or  any  part 
thereof,  will  be  court-martialed^  with- 
out recourse  and  without  appeal." 

It  was  given  out  that  this  order  would 
be  rigidly  enforced  and  as  between  de- 
gree competition  in  the  morning,  the 
drills  of  the  afternoon  and  the  dress  pa- 
rade of  the  evening,  the  Patriarchs  had 
little  or  no  opportunity  to  get  into  civil- 
ian attire  they  were  compelled  to  go  dry, 
and  the  wet  goods  houses  suffered  ac- 
cordingly. 

Many  of  the  saloonkeepers  in  the  cen- 
tral part  of  the  city,  who  have  gone  U> 
scores  of  dollars  of  expense  in  preparing 
for  the  encampment,  Baid  this  morning 
that  their  business  had  been  poorer  dur- 
ing the  present  week  than  for  any  other 
week  in  the  present  year. 

NATIONAL    ENCAMPMENT. 

BoHton'H    Monster    Preparations    for     the 

O.  A.  K. 

BoMTON,  Aug.  9.— The  first  contingent 
of  veterans  for  the  annual  encampment 
of  the  Grand  Army  arrived  this  morning. 
The  city  has  already  put  on  her  gala  at- 
tire. Mechanics  hall,  Music  hall,  Horti- 
culturai  hall,  Faneuil  hall,  the  state 
house  and  city  hall  are  elaborately 
dressed  in  red,  white  and  blu€i.  The  city 
has  put  on  decorations,  banners  and  flags 
of  every  conceivable  size  and  description 
flutter  from  windows.  The  flower  beds 
in  the  public  parka  have  been  laid  out 
in  designs  of  Grand  Army,  Loyal  Legion, 
Womens  Relief  corps,  Sons  of  Veterans 
and  other  army  corps  insignia.  The  tirst 
four  are  grouped  around  the  equestrian 
statue  of  Wajhington  in  the  public  gar- 
dens, while  outside  the  walk  are  the  old 

army  badges. 

The  citizens  have  raised  a  guarantee 
fund  of  $100,000,  the  legislature  an  ap 
propriation  of  $50,000,  the  city  of  Boston 
|25,000,  while  friends  of  the  organization 
have  added  $25,000  more.  Free  accom- 
modations have  been  provided  for  15,000 
men.  The  great  Mechanics  building, 
with  its  eight  acres  of  floor  space,  has 
been  turned  into  a  vast  camp.  Here 
men  will  be  under  military  rule  and  will 
rise  and  retire  at  reveille  and  taps  in 
strict  army  fashion.  Faneuil  hall  ban 
been  placed  at  the  veterans'  disposal,  the 
naval  department  has  given  the  use  of 
the  lofts  in  the  navy  yard,  and  all  the 
public  school  houses  and  hired  rooms 
have  freely  been  turned  over  for  day- 
time meetings.  To  guard  against  con- 
tingencies, arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  lodging  of  2000  men  at  the 
Crescent  Beach  skating  rink,  and  the 
Newton  street  armory  is  also  held  in  re- 
serve.   


WHAT  A  BREAK  MEANS. 


The  Tremendous   Result  of 
Short  Stoppage  at  the 
Sault. 


Authentic    Figures    That 
Almost  Beyond  One's 
Belief. 


are 


SacltSte,  Makik,  Aug.  9.— [Special 
to  The  Herald.]— As  an  indication  of  the 
tremendous  commerce  of  Lake  Superior 
the  following  figures  of  the  result  of  a 
two  days'  break  at  the  Sault  are  of  in- 
terest. They  are  startling  in  therr  sig- 
nificance, and  are  a  tremendous  docu- 
ment for  the  urgers  of  haste  in  com- 
pleting the  new  canal. 

The  greatest  number  of  vessels  that 
congregated  here  at  any  one  time  during 
the  break  at  the  canal  is  182.  The  total 
numoer  of  vessels  delayed  from  the  time 
of  the  break  at  4  o'clock  p.m.  on  Thursday 
of  last  w&ek,  until  9  a.  m.  on  Thursday 
of  this  week,  when  the  lost  time  was 
fully  made  up,  is  265.  The  lock  was  im- 
passable for  just  88  hours.  The  total 
cargo  of  the  265  delayed  vessels 
amounted  to  248,481  tons,  and  the  num- 
ber of  passengers  delayed  is  1362,  of 
which  1302  were  tourists  to  or  from  Du- 
luth and  GO  were  locals.  The  greatest 
number  of  vessels  locKed  through  dur 
ing  any  twenty-four  hours  is  92.  The 
average  time  for  which  the  total  of  265 
vessels  were  delayed  is  one  day,  sixteen 
hours  and  thirty  two  minutes. 

The  delay  has  resulted  in  the  Sault 
canal  becoming  a  household  word  for  the 
lime,  and  it  will  no  doubt  exert  a  iiower- 
ful  influence  in  the  direction  of  bene- 
licial  legislation.  The  loss  to  vessel 
owners  alone  will  be  $80,000  per  day. 
i'his  figure  is  nearer  correct  than  the 
*ild  figures  correspondents  have  been 
^ending  out.  Of  course  when  the  loss  to 
the  country  in  general  is  figured  in  it 
iimounts  to  something  over  $300,000  per 
day.

This  afternoon  the  scene  about 
the  Exchange  street  depot  is  most  un- 
usual and  confusion  reigns  everywhere. 
At  the    Grand    Central    depot,  Vice- 
president  Webb  announced  at  1  o'clool: 
that  the  foUo'ving  trains  would  be  sent 
out  during  the  day:     1:30,    Buffalo    ex- 
press;    2:30,    Hudson  river    local;    3:30, 
Saratoga  special;  4:50,  Chicago  express, 
via     Michigan       Central,      and       the 
G        p.     m.     Western      express.      Mr. 
Webb      said      the      company      would 
fight  to  the  end  and  now  that  the  strike 
was  on  they  proposed  to  go  ahead.     He 
emphatically  declared  that  any  of  the 
men    who  stood  by  the  company  would 
be  retained  and  under  no  consideration 
discharged  when  the  trouble  was  over. 
Already  200  of  the    men    who   went  out 
last  night  had    returned,    and    he    esti- 
mated the  number  out  at    between    400 
and  500. 


An  loternMtlonal  League. 
London,  Aug.  9.— Two  delegates  from 
the  newly-organized    labor    league,   W. 
Lightman   and  Miss    Edith    Lupton  of 
National    Womens    Trade     union    will 
shortly  leave  for  the  United  States  with 
the  view  of  securing  an  alliance  between 
the  league  and  the    Knights    of    Labor, 
the    Federation    of     Labor,  and    other 
trades    organizations    in   that    country. 
Tlie  objects  of  the    league    are    the  na- 
tional and  international  emancipation  of 
labor  and  the  bringing  about  of  a  closer 
communication  between    trades    union- 
ists throughout    the    world.     Its  exist- 
ence has  grown  out  of  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral strikes  in  this  country    during   the 
past  twelve   months    have  been    unsuc- 
cessful in  consequence  of  the    ability    of 
employers  to    secure    help    from  other 
countries,  and  it  has  gradually    dawned 
upon  labor  leaders   of    this    and    other 
leading  cities  that  while  trades    unions 
can  do  a  great  deal  towards    the  eman- 
cipation of  labor  their    efforts    must  al- 
ways be  curtailed  so  long  as  there    is  no 
international  bond  between  them. 

Declined  With  Reiwon. 
MoNTicELixi,  111.,  Aug.  9.— Today  is 
the  third  anniversary  of  the  terrible 
railroad  catastrophe  at  Chateworth,  by 
which  over  100  lives  were  lost,  and  as 
many  more  injured,  and  a  reunion  of  a 
number  of  the  survivors  is  in  progress 
here  this  afternoon.  A  good  proportion 
of  those  invited,  however,  have  declined 
to  attend,  on  the  ground  that  they  do 
not  propose  to  take  further  part  in  any 
such  maudlin  exhibitions,  that  there  is 
no  delight  in  recalling  the  terrible  occur- 
rence, and  that  nothing  is  to  be  gained 
by  perpetuating  the  remembrance  of  the 
night  and  day  in  question.

POPULATION    POINTERS. 

ProspecU  of  Mlnnesoto's  Representative 
Proportion ;  Other  States. 
Washington,  Aug.  9.— According  to 
the  returns  by  postal  card  from  Minne- 
sota, the  population  of  that  state  is  1,456,- 
873.  If  the  present  size  of  the  house  is 
retained,  it  would  be  on  a  basis  of  about 
190,000  population  to  each  member.  The 
general  impression  is  that  the  number  of 
representatives  will  be  increased,  and 
that  175,000  to  each  member  will  be  the 
ratio,  in  which  event  Minnesota  will  be 
easily  entitled  to  eight  members. 

The  postal  card  returns  give  South 
Dakota  330,492.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  the  actual  returns  will  not  vary  to 
any  great  extent.  The  state  will  still 
retain  two  representatives. 

North  Dakota's  postal  card  returns 
gives  the  state  186,000.  Senator  Casey 
says  that  the  figures  indicate  that  all  the 
people  have  not  been  counted. 

The  estimate  of  population  of  Mon- 
tana based  upon  the  postal  card  returns 
show  a  total  of  128,162. 


THE    PATRIARCHS   CLOSE. 

The  Knd  Is  Not  Yet  Over  Alleged  Bad  Han- 
■Cement. 

Chicago,  Aug.  9.— This  is  the  closing 
day  of  the  cantonment  of  the  Patri- 
arshs  Militant.  Most  of  the  visitors 
have  departed  on  the  trip  homeward. 
The  exhibition  drills,  dress  parade,  and 
drills  of  volunteer  cantons  are  making 
up  the  program  for  the  morning  and  af- 
ternoon. At  9  o'clock  tonight  the 
Jewel  of  Merit  and  Distinction  will  be 
conferred  on  Mayor  Cregier  with  consid- 
erable ceremony.

THE    ORIGINAL    EVIL. 

Dispensers  of  Original  Packages  ai-e  Clos- 
ing Their  Doors. 

ToPEKA,  Kan.,  Aug.  9.— The  original 
package  houses  are  a  thing  of  the  past, 
at  least  there  are  none  in  Topeka.  The 
closing  began  yesterday  afternoon  when 
the  attorneys  of  several  of  the  niobt 
prominent  notified  their  clients  that  it 
would  be  advisable  to  close  their  doors. 
Some  of  the  dealers  expect  to  be  able  to 
open  again,  but  others  are  taking  their 
stock  from  the  shelves  .preparatory  to 
shipping  it  back  to  Kansas  City. 

Emporia,  Kas.,  Aug.  9.  On  account  of 
the  passage  of  the  original  package  bill 
and  the  belief  that  President  Harrison 
will  sign  it,  all  of  the  original  package 
houses  in  this  city  have  closed  their 
doors  and  are  preparing  to  ship  their 
goods  back  to  Missouri. 

Military  Movemtent. 

Halifax,  N.  S.,  Aug.  9.— The  West 
Riding  regiment  embarked  today  for 
Jamaica  and  Barbadoes  on  the  troop- 
ship Tamar.  They  are  relieved  by  the 
Seventeenth  Leicestershire  regiment 
now  in  Bermuda,  and  the  garrison  of 
which  is  now  occupied  by  the  mutinous 
Grenadio  guards,  and  under  army  rules 
this  movement  would  bring  the  cele- 
brated Grenadiers  to  Halifax  m  two 
years,  but  dispatches  from  London  say 
that  the  Queen  has  relented,  and  that 
they  will  be  ordered  back  to  London 
after  Christmas. 

Afi'ected  Northern  Trade. 

Montreal,  Aug.  8.— The  lumber  trade 
has  been  seriously  curtailed  by  the

Louit-,  Chicago  and  Baltimore,  the  sums 
realized  at  those  places  aggregate 
$3,074.75.  It  will  be  sent  to  Boston  or 
Liverpool.

THE     BUSINESS    SITUATION. 

Business  in  jfent'ral  is  not  much  im- 
proveil  over  a  week  ago,  though  some 
lines  report  better  trade  and  more  in- 
quiry. There  is  a  firm  feeling  in  all  cir- 
cles, real  estate  remains  very  steady  and 
at  the  highest  prices,  and  though  there 
is,  just  now,  little  selling,  real  estate  men 
look  for  an  active  and  very  general  mar- 
ket soon.  Never  before  has  Duluth's 
future  been  brighter  or  looked  half  so 
well,  and  never  before  has  there  been  st> 
general  confidence  in  the  future.  Finan- 
cial operations  are  heavier,  there  are 
more  forces  working  for  the  development 
of  the  city  in  common,  manufactories 
and  all  other  lines  than  have  ever  been 
known  before,  credit  is  excellent  and 
money  is  not  close  though  aU  the  banks 
art'  carrying  lines  of  rediscounts. 

The  bank  clearings  for  the  week  were 
i2,136,015.  an  increase  of  109  per  cent 
over  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 

Dunn's  weekly  review  says  that  lees 
favorable  crop  prospects,  closer  money 
markets  and  further  delay  in  legislation 
have  retarded  business.  In  spite  of  a 
sharp  advance  in  produce,  the  average  of 
prices  is  a  shade  lower  than  a  week  ago, 
and  the  stock  market  has  been  dull. 
Gold  exports  have  continued,  about  $2,- 
(XKl.OOO  more  having  gone  out  this  week, 
but  the  higher  money  market  here  and 
the  brighter  prospects  in  the  Argentine 
Republic  will  prevent  further  shipments 
for  the  present.  Trade  throughout  the 
country  appears  satisfactory  for  the 
season,  and  reports  are  almost  uniformly 
conhdent. 

The  crop  outlook  is  on  the  whole  less 
promising.  Chicago  reports  that  hot 
and  dry  weather  is  cutting  down  the 
yield,  though  complaint  is  not  general. 
In  other  reports  there  is  evidence  of  the 
irregularity  of  conditions;  St.  Paul  and 
l^troit  note  excellent  prospects.  St. 
Louis  reports  corn  suffering  in  the  south- 
west and  Milwaukee  great  need  of  rain. 
In  the  South  valley  states  too  much 
rain  threatens  cotton.  Iron  ore  and  pig 
iron  are  inactive  and  weak  at  Cleveland, 
but  in  rather  better  demand  at  Pitts- 
burgh, where  the  demand  for  finished 
iron  is  excellent  for  the  season.  The 
same  is  true  at  Philadelphia;  plate' and 
structural  mills  are  crowded  and  prices 
tend  to  rise. 

The  failures  during  the  last  seven  days 
number,  for  the  United  States,  1T9; 
Canada,  29;  total,  208,  comparetl  with 
189  last  week.  For  the  corresponding 
week  of  last  year  the  figures  were  201, 
164  in  the  United  States  and  37  in 
Canada. 

AS     TO     WHEAT. 

Chief  Inspector  Shely,  lately  of  Du- 
luth, but  now  at  work  in  Minneapolis, 
writes  a  long  letter  to  The  Journal  of 
that  city,  of  which  the  following  are  ex- 
tracts: "July  31  is  the  end  of  the  crop 
year,  and  it  seems  only  fair  that  in- 
spectors should  have  a  right  to  talk  back 
onte  a  year.  Inspecting  grain  is  a 
thankless  position.  The  grading  of  grain 
never  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned.  .\nd  after  fifteen  years' 
experience  I  am  willing  to  confess  that 
it  is  beyond  the  power  of  a  human  being 
to  grade  grain  and  satisfy  all.  The  in- 
tention is  to  interpret  o".r  rules  of 
inspection  as  liberally  as  possible,  but 
they  do  not  say  that  damaged  grain  can 
be  carried  in  the  higbeet  grades. 
Fully  three-fourths  of  the  wheat  re- 
ceived in  the  market  is  sold  by  sample. 
Of  the  past  crop  Minneapolis  received 
43,500,000  bushels;  Duluth,  13,610,000; 
Chicago,  18,750,000;  Milwaukee,  7,420,000. 
This  shows  Minneapolis  to  be  the  largest 
primary  wheat  market  in  the  world. 
The  sample  market,  milling  demand  and 
prices  have  made  it  such.  On  most  of 
the  ciops  of  1888,  after  deducting  freight^ 
the  pricee  of  wheat  were  higher  in  Min- 
neapolis than  in  New  York  city. 

At  Duluth  on  the  crop  of  188.5  and 
188C  I  graded  nearly  90  per  cent  of  tbe 
wheat  received  No.  1  hard  with  an 
average  dockage  of  one  and  one-quarter 
pounds  per  bushel. 

Give  us  the  same  material  to  work  on 
and  the  same  results  can  be  accom- 
plished again.  In  those  days  it  was  sel- 
dom that  over  three  pounds  of 
dirt  was  fonnd  in  a  bushel.  But 
with  the  crop  of  1887  came  the  dirt. 
Some  do  not  underbtand  why  Duluth  re- 
ceipts show  a  larger  per  cent  of  No.  1 
hard  than  Minneapolis.  This  can  be 
accounted  tor  in  different  ways.  No.  1 
hard  is  the  contract  grade  at  Duluth 
and  No.  1  hard  wheat  must  be  shipped 
to  till  the  sales.  No.  1  northern  is  the 
ontract  grade  at  Minneapolis.  The 
b  ilk  of  the  Scotch  fife  is  raised  in  the 
Red  River  valley,  a  section  tributary  to 
Duluth.  Large  sections  of  country 
tributary  to  Minnespolis  do  not  try  to 
raise  fife  wheat.  The  fees  collected  on 
Minnesota  grain  do  not  pay  one-half 
of  the  expenses  of  this  district. 
Our  receipts  of  grain  are  largely  frcm 
North  and  South  Dakota,  Iowa,  Kansas 
and  Nebraska.  As  compare<i  with  other 
markets  the  charges  for  inspection  per 
car  are  as  follows:  Chicago,  30  cents; 
Philadelphia,  30  cents;  New  Orleans,  75 
cents;  St  Louis,  40  cents;  Toledo,  30 
cents;  Vew  Y'  rk,  30  cents;  Cincinnati, 
30  cents;  Milwaukee,  25  cents,  and  Min- 
neapolis, 25  cents.  Grain  must  be  in- 
spected at  the  terminal  points,  and  it  is 
simply  a  question  as  to  whetb  r^  the 
work  can  be  done  best  by  the  state  or 
board  of  trade  inspectors."

The  law  under  which  Kemmler  was 
killed  has  this  provision,  which  is  much 
like  that  rec-ently  enacted  in  MinnesoU: 
"No  account  of  the  details  of  any  such 
execution,  beyond  the  statement  of  the 
fact  that  such  convict  was  on  the  day  in 
question  duly  executed  according  to  law 
at  the  prison,  shall  be  published  in  any 
newspaper.  Any  person  who  shall 
violate  or  omit  to  comply  with  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor."  No  matter  how  bungling 
the  executioners  might  be,  no  matter 
how  faulty  the  method  of  execution,  the 
public  must  be  kept  in  ignorance  of  the 
facts.  The  law  is  so  utterly  ridiculous 
that  the  .\flsociated  Press  paid  no  more 
attention  to  it  than  did  the  Minnesota 
papers  after  the  passage  of  the  similar 
law  in  this  state.

The  duty  on  iron  ore  in  the  pending 
tariff  bill   is  7,5  cents  per  ton,  the  rate 
which  has  existed  for  the  past  fifteen 
years.     Senator    Gorman  of    Maryland 
has  conceived  the  idea  that,  with  a  low 
duty  on   iron  ore,  Baltimore  might  be- 
come a  great  shipbuilding  mart,  even  as 
great  as  that  on  the  Clyde,  and  the  east- 
ern Pennsylvania  congressmen   wanted 
to  look  out  for  the  Pennsylvania  Steel 
company  and  the  Sigma  Iron  company, 
whose  deposits  of  ore  are  in  Cuba.

Sammerat  New|>ort  and  It*  Opposite,  Nar- 
ragansett  Pier. 

Nkwpokt,  R.  I.,  Aug.  5.— [Special  cor- 
respondence to  The  Herald.]— Not  since 
'69  has  such  hot  weather  roasted  people 
in  the  East.  It  is  too  hot  for  the  is-it- 
hot-enough-for-you  man  to  "get  in"  his 
playful  remark  on  long  suffering  friends. 
Everyone  sizzles  through  the  day,  and 
rolls  and  tosses  during  the  night,  and 
every  resort  on  the  coast  from  Bar  Har- 
bor to  Point  Comfort,  on  the  mountains 
from  White  Sulpher  springs  to  White 
mountains,  is  crowded  by  dense  throngs. 
The  fan  market  is  bullish,  and  every- 
thing that  can  create  a  breeze  is  called 
into  requisition. 

I  looked  in  on  V^anity  Fair  the  other 
day.  The  Newport  season  opened  with 
unusual  eclat  this  season.  Sallie  Har- 
gous,  a  statuesque  girl,  hardly  as  beauti- 
ful as  the  papers  state,  is  the  belle  of  the 
'Port.  A  small  Uutter  of  excitement 
was  caused  this  morning  by  the  advent 
of  a  Swedish  count,  Hjalmar  Mornelr  is 
his  name. 

The  girls  are  in  mourning  over  the 
nonappearance  of  Princelet  George, 
whose  coming  had  been  anticipateti  with 
preparations  for  gorgeous  and  ostenta- 
tious entertainment. 

Pick  up  a  daily  or  society  paper,  and 
the  names  of  certain  few  girls  are  to  be 
read,  with  tiresome  descriptions  of  toi- 
lets, etc.,  etc.  Yet  beauty  does  not  rest 
on  the  features  of  the  tirst  Newport 
families  to  the  extent  those  outside  the 
pale  would  believe.  There  is  more  of 
beauty,  gentility  and  in  some  instances 
good  famdy  in  the  group  of  maidens  who 
are  on  the  outskirts  of  Newport  society 
than  there  is  in  the  ranks 
of  the  Astor  and  Vanderbilt  clique. 
I  met  some  friends  at  Vanity  Fair  and 
went  over  to  the  Casino  hop.  There  was 
a  brilliant  crowd  present.  Sir  Julian 
and  Lady  Pauncefote,  the  latter  in  a 
striking  costume  of  black  and  gold,  were 
there.  Miss  Pauncefote,  dressed  in  pink, 
was  a  center  of  attraction,  while  Miss 
HargouB,  as  usual,  was  surrounded  by  a 
crowd  of  swains.  \  few  officers  from 
the  British  man-of-war  Bellerophose 
shone  resplendent  in  gold  lace  and  scar- 
let,and  m  ade  the  best  of  their  opportu n  ity . 
I  never  saw  a  crowd  of  fellows  so  loth  to 
leave  for  duty  as  they  were. 

The  yacht  race  for  the  Goelet  cup  was 
the  event  of  the  year,  and  the  harbor 
was  crowded.  The  sloop  race  was  won 
by  the  Volunteer,  the  Puritan  second. 
The  Merlin  crossed  the  line  first  in  the 
schooner  race,  the  Mayflower  close  be- 
hind her.  The  harbor  presented  a 
pretty  sight  last  night.  It  was 
crowded  with  craft  of  all  kinds, 
and  frequent  displays  of  fireworks 
lit  up  the  waters  with  a  glory  of  fire. 

Across  the  b^y  is  Narrangansett  pier, 
the  home  of  nymphs  and  naiads.  Here 
staid  Newporters  come  to  let  off  their 
surplus  spirits  and  to  substitute  those 
that  come  bottled.  The  Pier  girls  are 
glorious  specimens  of  semi-nude  femi- 
ninity. Their  bathing  costumes  are 
outre  scant  affairs,  and  a  glance  at  the 
surf  of  a  morning  is  a  better 
show  than  any  ballet  ever  was. 
.And  the  pier  is  mildly 

exciting  to  what  it  used  to  be.  The  girls 
are  fearless  swimmers,  and  disport  them- 
selvc'S  in  the  surf  like  nymphs  of  old. 
Between  Peir  and  'Port  there  is  a  deep 
gulf  fixed,  and  the  latter  looks  down 
upou  the  inhabitants  of  the  gayest  place 
in  .\merica,  and  frown  when  the  word 
Narragansett  is  mentioned. 


HE  PREPARATIONS  for 
the  celebration  of  Labor  day, 
which  will  be  observed  on  the 
1st  of  September,  are  well  in 
hand,  and  the  committee  in  charge 
promises  that  it  will  be  the  greatest 
labor  demonstration  ever  held  in  the 
city. 

Fourteen  different  labor  organizations 
will  take  pfirt  in  the  exercises,  and  the 
parade  will  surpass  all  previous  efforts 
of  the  kind.  Several  of  the  unions  are 
making  arrangements  for  uniforms,  and 
the  committee  has  decided  to  offer  a 
prize  to  the  bfest  appearing  organization 
in  line.  The  picnic  will  be  held  at  East 
Lester,  and  nothing  will  be  left  undone 
that  would  make  the  affair  enjoyable. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
accommodation  of  from  3000  to  5000  peo- 
ple, and  as  the  fare  for  the  round  tup 
has  been  placed  at  twenty  five  cents, 
there  will  probably  be  no  trouble  in  in- 
ducing the  latter  number  to  attend. 
There  will  be  a  game  of  baseball  and 
other  sports.  There  will  be  good  music 
during  the  Jay  and  evening  and  a  large 
dancing  pavilion  will  be  erected. 

The  trains  will  leave  the  Union  depot 
at  10:30  and  11:30,  and  return  during  the 
evening.  The  arrangements  will  be 
complete<l  at  the  meeting  of  the  Ti«dis 
council  tomorrow.

Several  contractors  were  seen  today  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  strike  of  the  Du- 
luth bricklayers  for  nine  hours,  to  begin 
next  Wedn«»day.  They  seemed  to  be 
very  easy  about  the  matter,  and  were 
not  anticipating  any  trouble.  They 
thought  the  bricklayers  were  men  of 
reason  and  would  concede  to  what- 
ever was  fair  to  both  parties. 
This  aspect  of  affairs  wiil 
be  greeted  with  pleasure  by 
those  whose  interests  are  anyways  con- 
nected therewith. 

Only  a  few  of  the  contractors  could  be 
seen  on  account  of  their  being  absent 
from  their  offices.  Among  those 
who  talked  were  J.  A.  Waterworth, 
of  Waterworth  &  Fee,  who  said  that 
he  thought  the  bricklayers  were  not 
overpaid,  and  that  they  would  probably 
ask  for  better  wages,  but  thought  they 
would  not  strike.  He  thought  they  did 
not  want  to  cat  their  work  short  to  nine 
hours,  as  the  season  was  short  at  best 
and  they  would  rather  put  in  eleven 
hours  if  they  could  get  paid  for  it.  He 
said  that  they  had  more  sense  than 
some  of  the  laborers  who  had  been  en- 
gaged in  strikes  during  the  summer. 
They  had  a  union,  and  the  men  in  the 
union  were  masons  and  not  hod  carriers 
and  they  would  ask  for  what  they 
wanted  and  if  they  failed  to  get  it  would 
probably  take  some  measures  to  secure 
it.  He  anticipated  no  trouble  from 
them. 

Iver  Wisted  said  that  he  had  had  very 
little  work  done  in  their  line  the  present 
season,  and  consequently  couldn't  say 
much,  but  thought  that  they  were  rather 
lata  in  attempting  to  inaugurate  a  strike. 
He  said  he  wouldn't  give  them  nine 
hours  until  the  law  compelled  him  to,  as 
the  contractors  agreed  to  start  in  with 
the  carpenters  last  spring  on  the  nine 
hour  system,  but  the  carpenters  wanteti 
eight  hours  and  the  regulation  wages  to 
l)e  paid  which  the  contractors  could  not, 
nor  would  not  all  allow  and  since  that 
experience  he  thought  he  would  paddle 
his  own  canoe.  He  said  if  they  could 
not  work  ten  hours  for  him  they  need 
not  work  at  all. 

Several  of  the  architects  spoken  to  on 
the  subject  did  not  fear  a  strike,  one  say- 
ing that  the  amount  of  brick  work  under 
wav  just  now  was  unusual.  "Owing  to 
several  causes  the  only  really  large  job 
of  bricklaying  now  under  way  is  the 
'Woodbridge  building.  Of  course  the 
Lyceum  theater,  the  Sixth  avenue 
wholesale  stores,  the  Central  High 
school,  the  Burrows  building,  and  half  a 
dozen  smaller  buildings  will  be  under 
way  soon,  but  they  are  not  yet,  and  I 
hardly  look  for  trouble  nest  Wednesday. 
I  rather  believe  the  contractors  will, 
most  generally,  give  the  nine-hour  sched- 
ule, but  whether  they  give  the  present 
high  wages  is,  I  think,  »  question."

Charles    F.    Peck,    commissioner    of 
labor  of  New  York,    has  just    issued    a 
summary  of  a  period  of  five  years.     Mr. 
Peck  says:    "It    has    been    at    various 
times  suggested  that  the  day  for  strikes 
and  labor  differences    must  be  drawing 
to  a  close,  and  that  a  day  of  permanent 
adjustment  must    be    at  hand.    Such  a 
hope  is,  however,  purely   optimistic,  and 
does  not  come  within  the    limits    of  the 
probable."    Continuing,  he  says,  that  in- 
vestigations for  five  years  have  covered 
?ti\  trades  and  industries,  and  the  num- 
ber of  establishments  visited  was  11,052. 
The  total  number  of  strikes  was  93H4,  in 
which   338,926    jwrsons    were    engaged; 
4432  of  these    strikes    were    successful, 
3468  unsuccessful    and    14.34  were   com- 
promised.   The  cause    of  the    large  ma- 
jority of  strikes    was    the    questions  of 
wages  and  hours    of    labor.     Out  of  the 
7764  places  in  which    were    strikes,    894 
bosses    were  boycotted.      The    cost   of 
strikes  to  labor  organizations  in    money 
expended  is  81,192,064.44.  and  the   gain 
in  wages  by  these  strikes  $18,023,0C(0.77; 
the  loss  to  the  bosses  in  cash  by  strikes 
is  82,289,460.20. 


organized  element  can  make  it  so.  The 
St.  Paul  Trades  assembly  asks  its  august 
co-worker  and  guardian  of  public  inter- 
ests, the  chamber  of  commerce,  to  co- 
operate in  making  the  celebration  a  suc- 
cess. The  aid  of  the  clergy  and  the  city 
council  will  also  be  invoked,  so  that  the 
nature  of  the  holiday  may  be  under- 
stood and  ample  leisure  provided  for 
carrying  out  all  plans.  Sunday  is  often 
chosen  by  tie  working  people  for  such 
demonstrations  because  they  are  unable 
to  leave  tbeir  work  on  other  days.  The 
unions  of  St.  Paul  unanimouslv  voted  to 
have  their  celebration  on  Monday  rather 
than  Sunday,  even  though  it  means 
much  inconvenience  to  them.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  public  will  uphold  them 
in  taking  this  stand. 

IRON    OF     THE    SOUTH. 

ProfesMir   Shaler.     the     Noted    GeoloRlKt. 
Writes  of  Southern  Ore*. 

Professor  N.  S.  Shaler  in  August 
Arena:  The  iron  ores  of  the  South  are 
not  only  extremely  abundant,  but  occur 
in  several  widely  separated  fields.  The 
Shenandoah  district  of  Virginia  and  the 
neighboring  valley  of  the  Roanoke,  wesV 
em  North  Carolina,  eastern  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee,  northwestern  Georgia 
and  northern  .\labama,  all  districts  be- 
longing to  the  system  of  the  .Appala- 
chians, abound  in  workable  deposits  of 
this  mineral.  Texas,  Arkansas,  Mis- 
souri, also  contain  valuable  iron  ores, 
but  they  lie  remote  from  deposits  of 
good  coal.  The  peculiar  advantage  of 
tii^Jippalachian  district  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  ores  lie  in  the 
neighborhood  of  excellent  coal  beds, 
which  in  certain  cases  can  be  used 
as  it  comes  from  the  mine,  or 
may  Ije  made  to  serve  the  needs  of  the 
smelter  after  it  is  converted  into  coke. 
The  average  distance  of  the  iron  ores 
from  the  coal  needed  to  reduce  it  to  the 
metallic  state  does  not  probably  exceed 
one  hundred  miles.  The  ores  of  the 
Lake  Superior  district  have  to  be  trans- 
ported from  seven  to  ten  times  this  dis- 
tance to  find  an  appropriate  fuel.  It  is 
true  that  the  average  richness  of  the 
Lake  Superior  ores  in  metallic  iron  is 
probably  nearly  one-third  greater  than 
those  found  inthe  Southern  states,  and 
the  former  yield  Bessemer  iron,  which, 
save  in  rare  instances,  cannot  be  pro- 
duced from  the  Southern  deposits.  On 
the  other  hand.the  Southern  ores  are  gen- 
erally won  with  considerableease.  Enough 
ore  to  make  a  ton  of  iron  can  at  many 
pointe  be  mined  and  put  in  the  furnace 
at  a  cost  of  between  81  and  $2,  while  to 
bring  the  same  amount  of  raw  material 
from  tho  earth  about  Lake  Superior  to 
the  smelting  point  costs,  at  the  present 
time,  from  89  to  812.  Moreover,  there  is 
a  method  of  making  steel  known  as  the 
Basic  process,  which,  for  general  pur- 
poses, is  as  good  as  the  Bessemer  system 
This  method  is  well  proven,  and  with 
the  expiration  of  certain  patents,  which 
in  a  few  years  will  cease  to  be  valid,will 
doubtless  come  into  general  use  in  the 
Southern  states. 

The  peculiar  ease  with  which  the 
Southern  ores  are  mined,  is  in  good  part 
due  to  their  geological  conditions.  They 
are  generally  in  the  form  of  true  beds 
which  once  were  limestones,  and  have 
been  converted  by  percolating  waters 
containing  iron  in  a  dissolved  form  into 
iron  ores;  being  l^eds  of  this  origin  the 
deposits  are  more  continuous  than  those 
of  other  nature,  such  as  those  about 
Lake  Superior,  where  the  ore  occurs 
in  much  more  irregular  deposits. 
Moreover,  the  southern  country  was 
not  occupied  by  the  glaciers  of  the  last 
ice  period;  thus  the  soft  oxidized  ores 
were  not  worn  away  as  has  generally 
been  the  cafe  in  the  glaciated  fields, 
nor  have  the  outerops  been  hidden  by 
the  deep  aocumalat  ions  of  drift  materi- 
als which  are  socommon  in  the  northern 
districte.  In  part  also  their  advantage- 
ous conditions  are  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Southern  climate  permits  work 
to  be  carried  on  in  open  pits  throughout 
the  year,  while  such  uncoverd  openings 
would  not  be  workable  for  more  than 
seven  months  of  the  year  in  more  north 
ern  climes.

SOUTH    WISCONSIN    PEARLS. 

Thone  Rich  risheries  That  Are  Attractlns 
Much  Attention. 

The  Herald  recently  contained  several 
articles  on  the  pearl  fisheries  of  the 
Sugar  and  other  rivers  in  southern  cen- 
tral Wisconsin,  which  attracted  a  good 
deal  of  attention.  The  following  from  a 
Milwaukee  dispatch  will  also  be  of  in- 
terest: 

"Seriously  speaking,  the  pearl  craze  of 
southern  Wisconsin  has  reached  an  ad- 
vanced stage.  The  most  reliable  esti- 
mates place  the  amount  of  money  re- 
ceived for  pearls  in  this  vicinity  during 
the  last  year  at  8300,000,  although  one 
buyer  declares  that  he  has  handled 
$200,000  worth  himself.  It  is  not  at  all 
unusual  to  hear  of  pearls  which  bring 
from  8300  to  8500,  and  one  pearl  was  sold 
through  Bunde  &  Upmeyer  of  Milwau- 
kee to  a  New  York  city  jeweler  for  82000. 
.\  13-year-old  boy  at  Brodhead  found  a 
l)earl  a  few  days  ago  for  which  81000  has 
been  offered  and  a  half  interest  in  a  fine 
purple  gem  weighing  32  grains  was  yes- 
terday transferred  from  one  dealer  to 
another  for  8600,  and  the  pearl  cannot 
now  be  purchased  for  less  than  $1600. 
One  of  the  proprietors  will  take  it  to 
Paris  in  a  few  weeks  where  he  exjiects  to 
realize  82000  for  it. 

"When  it  was  announced  Saturday 
that  Warren  Jc  Tompkins  would  open 
the  flood  gates  of  their  mill  and  drain 
the  water  from  200  acres  of  overflowed 
lands  the  enthusiasm  of  the  people  knew 
no  bounds.  At  4  o'clock  Sunday  morn- 
ing there  were  100  men,  women  and 
children  delving  in  the  mud  for  clams. 
.\t  9  o'clock  there  were  twice  as  many, 
and  the  number  kept  increasing  as  the 
hours  passed  by  until  there  were  fully 
1000  persons  scattered  along  the  river  in 
a  distance  of  about  five  miles. 

Many  farmers  drove  to  Albany  from 
the  surrounding  country  with  their 
families  to  enjoy  the  holiday. 
It  took  but  a  short  visit  to  the 
underbrush  to  metamorphose  the 
ueat  country  lasses  to  veritable  water 
nymphs,  and  they  were  soon  up  to  their 
armpits  in  the  mud  and  water  digging 
clams  with  the  rest.  The  experienced 
pearl  Ushers  were  slow  to  bring  forth 
their  finds  and  it  was  very  difficult  to 
gain  from  them  any  admission  that  they 
had  found  any  pearls.  But  the  new 
comers  were  not  at  all  afraid  to  bring 
out  their  discoveries.  Every  few  minutes 
a  shout  from  the  shore  would  announce 
a  fresh  discovery,  and  it  took  but  a  short 
time  to  attract  a  good  sized  crowd  to 
the  spot.  As  to  the  result  of  today's 
work,  it  is  safe  to  estimate  the  value  of 
the  finds  at  something  near  8100O, 
although,  as  before  stated,  it  is  next  to 
impossible  to  obtain  accurate  figures 
owing  to  the  reticence  of  the  fishers. 

The  pearl  craze  in  this  region  is  not 
mcjre  than  a  year  old.  The  first 
"pearler"  was  a  tramp,  named  Tobias, 
wtio  fished  quietly  for  several  years, 
sending  his  finds  to  a  Mr.  Lynch  in  New 
York  city.  Jewelers  who  saw  these 
poals  were  struck  with  their  beauty,  but 
were  at  a  loss  to  know  where  they  came 
from  until  Tobias  set  the  whole  country 
to  looking  for  pearls.  The  bulk  of  the 
trade  this  year  has  been  handled  by  the 
Milwaukee  firm  of  Bunde  &  Upmeyer, 
who  are  credited  with  having  paid  out 
.5'20,000  for  them,  but  scarcely  a  day 
pusses  in  which  pearls  are  not  sent  by 
express  to  jewelers  in  large  cities. 

They  vary  in  price  according  to  the 
characteristic  marks  of  each  particular 
gem  from  50  cente  to  8100  a  grain.  They 
are  found  in  all  colors  and  the  most 
valuable  are  those  perfectly  round  in 
form  and  with  a  smooth  translucent  sur- 
face. Those  of  a  purple  tint  are  most 
numerous,  but  the  pure  white  ones  are 
equally  valuable.  John  Shafer,  a  farmer 
living  two  miles  up  the  river,  has  a  white 
pearl  for  which  he  Las  refused  8700  and 
IS  holding  it  for  81200.  In  this  vicinity 
ihe  advent  of  the  pearl  industry  has 
proved  a  veritable  godsend  to  many  poor 
people.  W.  H.  Murray  has  purchased  a 
farm  near  Brodhead  from  his  earnings 
as  a  pearl  fisher.  A  Miss  Wbeeler  has 
made  ^'o  the  past  week,  which  enabled 
her  to  pay  off  a  mortgage  on  her  home. 
B.  J.  McAttee,  a  former  printer  in  Den- 
ver, who  runs  a  restaurant,  has  cleared 
82000  in  buying  and  selling  pearls.

It  is  quite  possible 
as  platinum  is  heavier  than  gold  that  it 
may  be  found  in  paying    quantities    in 
locations  which  do  not  yield  gold  in  pay- 
ng  quantities,    and  therefore  have    not 
b^n  worked.      A    metal  worth  %\\    an 
ounce  is  well  worth  looking  after,  even 
though  gold  is  worth  $16.

The  convention  of  carpenters  and  join- 
ers at  Chicago  is  still  engaged  in  revising 
the  constitution.  Today  the  general 
officers  will  be  elected.  The  convention 
will  probably  come  to  an  end  this  even- 
ing. 

President  Gompers  of  the  Federation 
of  Labor  on  July  20  addressed  a  letter  to 
Speaker  Reed,  requesting  him  to  use  his 
intiuence  to  secure  the  passage  of  an  in- 
ternational copyright  law  and  stating 
that  house  bill  10,'2;>4,  introduced  by 
Congressman  Simonds  of  Connecticut, 
was  entirely  satisfactory  to  his  organiza- 
tioo. 

A  special  committee  from  the  St  Paul 
Trade  and  Labor  assembly  has  collected 
some  intereeting  statistics  regarding  the 
wages  and  hours  of  work.  Even  in  this 
state  St.  Paul  has  been  paying  laborers 
less  than  any  other  city.  Duluth  pays 
8».7")  a  day  and  ten  hours,  Minneapolis 
il.fSi)  and  ten  hours,  81.50  for  the  same 
time  has  been  the  rule  in  St  Paul,  al- 
though there  is  a  rumor  that  it  has  been 
advanced  to  81 75  owing  to  a  scarcity  of 
laborers.  Even  should  this  report  be 
true,  a  raise  of  wages  is  not  synonomous 
with  a  reduction  of  hours,  which  leaves 
wrtges  unchanged.  The  workingmen  of 
St.  Paul  would  be  better  pleased  to  work 
eight  hours  for  $1.50  a  day  than  ten 
hours  for  $1.75.

But  a  union  and  strike 
of  washerwomen    working    at    home    is 
something  new.    It  appears  that  Wey- 
mouth's washerwomen  have  entered  in  a 
combination  to  raise  their  charges  from 
ten    to   fifteen     cents     per    hour    on 
and      after       August      1.        Opinions 
may    differ    as    to      whether      fifteen 
cents      an      hour      is      an       exhc-bi- 
tant   or    a    fair    and   just  demand;  but 
there  is  no  question  that  this  is    a     'ery 
interesting  and  significant  movement.  If 
the  washerwoman  shall  succeed  in  their 
undertaking,  no   doubt    the    cook,  the 
chambermaid,  the  nurserymaid  and  the 
maid  of  all  work  will  each    in  her  turn 
demand  either  less  hours  or    more  pay, 
more  privileges  and  more  Thursday  af- 
ternoons,   or  less    parsimony  and    more 
variety  in  the  daily  menu.    In  time,  the

It  is  the  key  and,  as  it 
were,  the  gates  for  all  the  tribes  from 
the  South,  as  the  Sault  is  for  those  of 
the  North,  there  lieing  in  this  section  of 
country  only  these  two  passages  by 
water;  for  a  great  number  of  nations 
have  to  go  by  one  or  otherof  these  chan- 
nels, in  order  to  reach  the  French  set- 
tlements. Tb is  presents  a  peculiarly  fa- 
vorable opportunity  both  for  instructing 
those  who  pass  here,  and  for  obtaiiing 
easy  access  and  conveyance  to  iheir 
places  of  abode." 

There  we^e  French  fur  traders  and 
Jesuit  missionaries  on  Lake  Superior,  or 
at  least  on  ita  eastern  extremity,  in  IG41 
and  long  before  Louis  Joliet,  in  16^  and 
\>Xf.*,  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to 
explore  the  copper  mines  of  the  then 
"Lac  Contry" — unsuccessful  because  the 
Indians  through  superstitious  fear  of 
their  mauitou,  would  give  no  informa- 
tion. But  there  were  no  maps  of  the 
upper  lakes  before  a  Suipician  Galinee 
made  one,  fairly  correct  it  was  Uyt,  for 
the  time,  in  ItWlX  PretLxeil  to  the  Jesuit 
"relation"  of  KIT  I  is  that  monument  of 
Jesuit  hardihood  and  enterprise,  the 
map  of  Lake  Superior;  a  work  of  which, 
however,  the  exactness  has  been  exag- 
gera"e<l,  as  compared  with  other  Can- 
adian maps  of  the  day.  While  making 
surveys,  the  priests  were  diligently  look- 
ing for  copper.  Father  Dablon  reports 
that  they  had  found  it  in  greatest  abun- 
dnnce  on  Isle  .Minong.  now  Isle  Royale. 
"A  day's  journey  from  the  head  of  the 
lake  on  the  south  side,  there  is,"  he  says, 
"a  rock  of  copper  weighing  from  six 
hundred  to  eigbt  hundred  pounds,  lying 
on  the  shore  where  any  who  pass  may 
see  It;"  and  he  farther  speaks  of  great 
copper  boulders  in  the  bed  of  the  river 
Ontonagon,  on  the  south  shore. 

There  were  two  principal  missions  on 
the  upper  lakes,  which  were,  in  a  cer- 
tain sense,  the  parents  of  the  rest.  One 
of  these  was  Ste.  Marie  du  Snat,  at  the 
outlet  of  Lake  Superior.  This  was  a 
noted  tishin^'place;  for  the  rapils  were 
full  of  whitetish,  and  the  Indians  came 
thither  in  crowds.  The  permanent  resi- 
dents were  an  Ojibwa  band,  whom  the 
French  called  Sauteurs,  and  whose  bark 
lodges  were  clustered  at  the  foot  of  the 
rapids,  near  the  fort  of  the  Jesuits. 
Besides  these,  a  host  of  .\lgonquins  re- 
sorted thither  in  the  spring  and  summer; 
living  in  abundance  on  the  tishery  and 
dispersing  in  winter  to  wander  and  starve 
in  scattering  hunting  parties  far  and  wide 
through  the  forests. 

The  other  chief  mission  was  that  of 
St.  Espirit,  at  La  Pointe,  near  the  west- 
ern extremity  of  Lake  Superior.  Here 
were  the  Hurons  and  the  Oltawae. 
Many  other  tribes  came  hither  yearly  to 
trade  with  the  French.  Here  was  a  young 
Jesuit,  Jaccjues  Manjuette,  lately  arrived 
from  Saul  Ste.  Marie. 

Ten  years  later,  during  which  time  the 
Mississippi  bad  been  discovered  by  Jo- 
liet and  Marquette  and  Sieur  de  La 
Salle  had  been  granted  the  government 
of  the  western  country,  Greysolon  Du 
Lhut,  as  an  emissary  of  the  king,  had 
pushed  his  way  all  over  the  country 
about  Lake  Superior,  and  in  the  fall  of 
1G79  be  was  holding  a  council  of  the  As- 
giniboinee  and  Sioux  on  what  is  now 
Wisconsin  Point,  opposite  Duluth,  and 
bringing  the  tribes  to  peace.  Here  also, 
in  June,  1(J8(),  Hennepin,  having  been  a 
captive  among  the  Sioux  at  Like  Mille 
Lac  the  previous  winter,  after  the  dis- 
covery of  the  upper  Mississippi— Du 
Lhut  set  out  up  what  is  now  Brule 
river,  thirty  a  ilea  down  the  south  shore 
from  this  city,  with  two  canocs,  four 
Frenchmen  and  an  Indian,  to  continue 
bis  explorations.  Ho  paddled  up  the 
Brule  to  its  source,  and  there,  without 
portage,  he  pushed  his  canoes  through 
the  lake  and  marsh  to  the  St.  Croix  and 
on  to  the  Mississippi.  This  canoe  trip 
can  Ix)  taken  today  in  wet  seasons,  the 
head  waters  of  the  Brule,  flowing  north 
ward  to  Lake  Superior,  also  supplying 
tbe  St.  Croix,  flowing  south  to  the  great 
river.     Here  he  rescued  Hennepin. 

Daniel  Grey-olon  Du  Lhut,  for  whom 
this  city  is  named,  was  a  cousn  to  the 
Tonty,  La  S  die's  faithful  lieutenant,  and 
he  was  born  at  Lyons.  He  belonged  to 
that  lesser  class  of  noblee,  whose  name 


was  legion,  and  whose  admirable  military 
qualities  shone  forth  so  conspiouou.>?ly  in 
tje  wars  of  Louis  XIV.     Though  h  3  en- 
terprises were  independent  of   those  of 
La  Salle,  they  were  at  this   time  carried 
on  in  ctmnection  with  Count  Frontenac 
and  certain  merchants  in  his  interests, of 
whom  Du  Lhut's  uncle.  Patron,  was  one; 
while  Louvigny,  his  brother-in-law,  was 
in  alliance  with   the  governor,  and  was 
an  oflicer  m  his  guard.    Here,  then,  was 
a  kind  of    family  leasrue,  countenanced 
by  Frontenac.      The  rudest  part  of  the 
work  fell  to  the  share  of  Du  Lhut,  who, 
with   a   persistent    hardihood    not  sur- 
passed.  i)«rhap9.  even  by  La  Salle,  was 
continually  in   the  forest,  in  the  Indian 
towns,  or  in  remote  wilderness  outjKJsts 
planted    by    himself,  exploring,  trading, 
fighting,     ruling    lawless    savages,    ami 
whites  scarcely  less   ungovernable,  and 
on    one    or    more  occasions  varying  his 
life  by  crossing  the  ocenn,  to  gain  inter- 
views with  the  colonial  minister  Sei.'iie- 
lay,  amid   the  splenditl  vanities  of   Ver- 
sailles.      He  was,  without  doubt,  an  ha- 
bitual  breaker  «f   the   royal  ordiQaiicee 
regulating  the  fur  trade;  yet  his  services 
were    great    to    the    colony  and  to  the 
crown,  and  his  name  ueserves  a  place  of 
honor  among  the  pioneers  of  American 
civilization.  Edwakds.

.\RLY  in    the    Nineteenth 
tury  the  quiet  that  had  reigned 
sincf*      the      early      voyageurs 
had  succumbed  to    the 
inevitable    was    broken    by     the  Job:. 
Jacob  .\stor  Fur    company.    Mr.    .Astor 
organized  the  American   Fur  company, 
with  a  capital  of  r2,C')0,C:D.    It  had   no 
chartered  right  to  a  monopoly  of  the  In- 
dian trade,  yet  by  its  wealth   and  intlu- 
ence  it  long  controlled  that  trade.     1  he 
outposts  of  the  company  were  scattered 
throughout  the  whole  West   and  North- 
west   was    the    great   central    mart    to 
which    the  goods    were    brought    from 
New  York    by    way  of    the    lakes,    and 
from  Quebec  and    Montreal    by    way  of 
the    Ottawa,    Lake    Nipissing,    French 
river    and    L:ike    Superior.     From  this 
point  they  were  distributed    to    all    the 
outposts;    while    from    all    the    Indian 
oountriee  the  furs  were  annually  brought 
down  to  the  island    by    Ihe    compaay's 
agents,  whence  they    were    sent  to  New- 
York,  Quebec  or  to  Europe.    This 
pany  was  organised    in    ISOI*    and 
tinued  to  do  busineass  until  1818. 

Le  Fond  du  Lac,  the  head  of  the  lake, 
whence  the  village  of  Fond  du  Lac,  just 
at  the  f'Xit  of  the  dalles  of  tbe  St.  Ljuis, 
takes  it  name,  was  the  headquarters  for 
all  the  Northwestern  trade.    Here  was  a 
fort,  the  remains  of  wh'ch  are  still  to  be 
seen,  and  here  was  a  force  of  fur  traders 
to  carry  the  trade  onward.     From  Fond 
du    Lac    there    is  a    ten    mile    portage 
around    the    dalles    to    the    swift    but 
navigable      water       above,      while      a 
canoe  trip  of  a  hundred  miles  or   less  up 
the  St.  Louis  and  its  tributary  the  Flootl- 
wood,  and  a  three  mile    portage    to    the 
Swan  took  the    traders  into    Mississippi 
waters  and  on  by  the  wonderful  chain  of 
lakes  and  streams  far  into    Dakota    and 
the  West.     Or  they  would  follow  the  St. 
Louis  further  and  thence  get   into  Can- 
adian waters  by  the  Vermilion    and   the 
Rainy    lake,  where    the    Astor    traders 
were  in  direct  conflict  with  the    voyage- 
urs of  the  Hudson    Bay    company,    and 
then  indeed  these  were  brave  days.

W.\8HiwoTON,   Aug.  7.— I   have  spent 
the  past  week,  says  Frank  G.  Carpenter, 
in  Wxiking  up    the    fieaks  of  the  patent 
office.    Side    by  side    with  the  greatest 
in  entioDS   o*    tbe    age  are  classed  the 
(irazieet  off-spring  of    the   human  brain. 
Today  some  mighty  Edison   patents    m 
idea  which  lights  the  world,  and    tomor- 
row some  lunatic  offers  a  plan  by  which 
humanity  can  lift  themselves  to  heaven 
by  their  boot-straps.   In  looking  through 
the  patent  office  you  are  surprised  at  the 
wisdom  and  the  foolishness  of  man's  in- 
tellect.   Take  the  department  of    canes 
and  umbrellas.    There  are  thousands  of 
canes  of  all  shapes  and  sizes,  and  one  of 
these  is  a  cane  and    spittoon    combined. 
It  is  patented  by    Myron    L.  Baxter    of 
Illinois,  and  it    states    that    the  tobacco 
chewer  has  only  to  suck  the  head  of  the 
cane  when  he  can  s'ip  his  saliva  into  it 
to  the  extent  of  half  a  pint,  and  that  his 
lady  love    or    the    preacher    need  know 
nothing  of  it.    "This  cane,"  said   he,  "is 
of  great  advantage  during    the  continu- 
ance   of    religious  services,  lectures    or 
other  entertainments." 

Another  cane  nas  an  eyeglass  attached 
to  its  bead,  and  a  third  is  so  arranged 
that  the  drinking  man  may  carry  his  al- 
lowance of  whisky  inside  of  it  and  take 
his  nip  on  the  sly.  There  are  cane-um- 
brellas, sword-canes  and  pistol-canes, 
and  canes  which  are  so  jointed,  that  they 
can  be  formed  into  tbe  legs  of  a  stool  of 
such  a  nature  that  the  pedestrian  can 
sit  down  and  take  a  rest  during  his 
w&llc 

Some  of    the    greatest    fortunes    are 
made  out  of  patent  toys,  and  there  are  a 
dozen  toy  inventors  who  have  made  for- 
tunes   during    the    last    twenty    years. 
.\mong  these  are  Crandall,  who  got    up 
the  "pigs  in   clover"    puzzle;    Plimpton, 
the  man  who  invented  the  roller  skates, 
the  inventor  of  the  returning    ball    and 
others.    There  are  perhaps  20C3  toys  in 
one  division  of  the  patent  office,  and  one 
of  the  latest  and  craziest  curiosities  is  a 
doll  baby,  whicn  sucks  the  bottle.    This 
doll  is  patented    by  Rudolph  Steiner    of 
Germany,  and  it    consists  of  a  doll  baby 
sitting  on  a  pan  with  a  bottle  filled  with 
genuine  milk  on  a  little  table   in  front  of 
it.    A  rubber  tube    connects    with    the 
glass  pipe    which    runs  into    the  bottle, 
and  going  into  the    mouth  of    the  child 
runs  down  behind  and    through  the  doll 
into  the  pan.      By    means    of    a  siphon 
which  comes  out  through  the  doll's  head 
machinery  is  set  to  work    by  which  the 
doll  begins  to  suck,  and    the    milk  flows 
up  into  its  mouth  and    out  into  the  pan. 
Another  toy  of   much   the  same  order 
is  the  toy  cow  which  can  be  milked.  The 
inventor  states  that  the    action  of  milk- 
ing is  exactly  the    same  as    that  of    the 
real  cow,  and  he  has  in    addition  an  iron 
wire  which    connects    with    the  jaws  of 
the  cow,  and  runs    back    to  this  tank  so 
that  Dolly  chews  her  cud  while  her  teats 
aie  being  pulled. 

The  illuminated  cat  was  granted  a  pa- 
tent in  1884,  and  it  is  a  oat  of  paste- 
board or  tin,  for  the  purpose  of  frighten- 
ing rats  or  mice.  This  cat  is  to  be  made 
in  a  sitting  posture,  and  it  is  painted 
over  with  phosphorous  so  that  it  shines 
in  the  dark  like  a  cat  of  tire.  Its  in- 
ventor states  that  it  ought  to  be  per- 
fumed with  oil  of  peppermint,  which  is 
obnoxious  to  rats  and  mice,  and,  that 
while  it  serves  to  scaie  the  rodents 
away  in  the  dark,  it  may  be  made  so  as 
to  form  a  very  useful  parlor  ornament 
in  the  daytime.  Another  cat  equally 
funny  is  the  patent  sheet-<roD  cat  which 
is  worked  by  clockwork,  and  which  has 
a  bellows  inside  of  it  which  swells  up 
its  tail  to  the  size  of  the  maddest  of  fs- 
lines.  If  properly  aet,it  will  emit  a  noise 
equal  to  the  wildest  of  living  midnight 
Tuomajes,  and  it  has  an  addition  in  steel 
claws  and  teeth. 

There  are  numerous  patents  contain- 
ing tbe  principle  of  the  illuminated  cat. 
Luminous  harness  has  been  patented,  so 
that  a  horse  being  driven  at  night  looks 
like  a  sneet  of  chain  lightning,  and  you 
think  Elijah's  chariot  has  come  to  earth 
again.    There    are  luminous    ghosts  to 
scare  away  grave  robbers.    The  patents 
to  protect  the  dead  are  especially  funny. 
Ailer  every  noted  grave  robbery  metallic 
coffins  come  in  by  the  score,  and  I  looked 
at    one  coffin    surrounded    by    bars    of 
wrought  iron,  binding  the  casket  and  ex- 
tending out    from  it  at  such  a    distance 
that  when  set  in    the  earth  it  would    be 
impossible  to    move  it  except  by  a    der- 
rick.   A  New  York  man   has  invented  a 
coffin  torpedo,  consisting    of  a  canister 
of  powder,  balls,   and  a  trigger,  and  he 
warrants  it  to  kill  any  person  to  attempt 
to  open  the  grave  in   which   it  is  plaoeid. 
\  Massachusetts  Yankee  has  patented 
a  dynamite  bomb  which  be  places  in  the 
tomb.    This  would  shoot  the  grave  rob. 
ber  up  to  heaven,  and  it  is  equally  prob- 
able that  it  might  send  both  tbe  coffin 
and    corpse  down    to  the    other    place. 
There  are  hundreds  of  patents  for  differ- 
ent kinds  of  embalming    juice,  and  tbe 
embalming  juice    inventors  fought  over 
(Jen.  Grant's  body  at    Mt.  McGregor  in 
order  to  demonstrate  the  virtue  of  their 
various  fiuids. 

Speaking  of  coffins  calls  attention  to 
medicHl  patents.  Doctors'  mistakes  are 
generally  buried,  and  some  of  the  inven- 
tions here  show  the  means  by  which 
men  are  taken  out  of  the  world  in  trying 
to  remain  in  it  The  medical  patents 
are  of  every  description.  One  of  the 
most  ridiculous  was  referred  to  in  a 
recent  speech  in  congress.  It  is  a  tape- 
worm trap,  and  its  inventor  is  a  man 
named  Myers,  who  claims  he  has  had 
great  success  in  catching  tape-worms 
with  it.  It  consists  of  a  little  gold  cap- 
sule about  half  an  inch  long  and  as  big 
around  as  a  lead  {>encil.  At  the  end  of 
(his  capsuls  there  is  a  little  ring,  and  to 
this  a  silk  thread  is  to  be  tied.  By  pull- 
ing the  capsule  a|)art  you  set  a  spring  a 
good  deal  like  that  of  the  old-fashioned 
steel-toothed  rat  trap,  and  this  spring 
has  teeth  just  like  the  rai,  trap.  You 
bait  it  with  a  little  bit  of  cheet>e,  starve 
yourself  for  about  three  days,  and  th*  i 
swallow  the  trap,  maintaining  all  th 
while  a  careful  hold  of  the  thread  •  t- 
taohed  to  it  Your  tape  worm,  which  by 
this  tfme  is  very  hungry, makes  a  greedy 
dash  for  the  cheese,  and,  presto  I  the 
jaws  of  the  capsule  spring  together  on 
his  head,  and  you  draw  him  out,  hand 
over  hand,  and  set  your  trap  for  the  next 
worm. 

The    inventions    for    smokers    are  so 

many  that  a  d'vision  of  the  patent  office 

has  to  be  given  up  to  them.    There  are 

a  dozens  devices    by  which   a   man  may 

carry  his  cigars  around  in  bis  hat,  and 

the  pipes  are  legion.     One  of  the  most 

curious  of  pipe  inventions    is   a  rest  or 

j  brace  by  which  the  weight  of  the  pipe  is 

taken  off  the  teeth  and  rested  on  the  chin.

A  meeting  of  artists  resident  of  this 
city  was  held  at  Congdon's  studio  last 
Mo:iday  evening  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing an  association  of  artists  to  be  known 
as  the  "Art  League  of  Duluth."  The 
merits  of  the  contemplated  organization 
were  fully  discussed  by  those  present 
and  arrangements  were  made  to  start 
such  a  league.  Tbe  object  of 
the  League  is  to  promote 
and  encourage  an  interest  in  art  among 
Duluthiana,  and  to  bring  professional 
and  amateur  artists  into  closer  commun- 
ion. Meetings  are  to  be  held  weekly. 
Among  the  active  spirits  in  the  move- 
ment are  Artists  Ericson,  Trusler  and 
Congdon. 

A  Free  Sketch  club,  under  the  pilot- 
age of  Artist  Congdon,  open  to  all  inter- 
ested in  artistic  work,  spent  last  Satur- 
day at  Chester  Creek.  Today  tbe  club 
went  down  along  the  north  shore  and 
expect  to  return  laden  with  some  inter- 
esting scenes  from  nature.  These 
sketching  tours  will  prove  a  new  and  in- 
teresting addition  tn  Duluth  art  interest, 
profitable,  as  well  as  enjoyable  to  those 
participating. 


The  BlfseHt  Sea  Toya(er   Kver  Floated  Ar- 
rive* at  Its  Destination. 
New  York,  .\ug.  9. — James  D.  Leary's 
big  raft  of  7000  logs  arrived  in  its  basin 
in  Newark  bay  yesterday. 

The  raft  left  Carleton,  opposite  St. 
John  on  July  17.  She  came  down  the 
Bay  of  Fundy,  put  into  Rockland  and 
then  Portland,  Me.  Here  Capt.  Laugh- 
lin,  who  has  charge  of  her  transporta- 
tion, went  up  from  New  York  to  super- 
vise her  reconstruction.  The  fourteen 
sections  of  500  logs  each  were  securely 
bound  with  wire,  ropes  and  chains.  All 
were  connected  by  a  long  chain,  which 
formes  a  bridle  with  two  other  chains 
from  each  corner  ahead  of  the  forward 
section. 

The  raft  left  Portland  at  8:30  a.  m.  on 
Juiy  27.  From  Portland  to  The  Shoals 
a  hard  wind  and  a  heavy  sea  was  encoun- 
tered, but  not  a  stick  was  lost  High- 
land Light,  Mass.,  was  passed  at  8:15 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  July  29,  on 
July  31  the  combination  .put  into  Vine- 
yard Haven  on  account  of  heavy 
weather. 

The  raft  is  not  a  handsome  marine 
structure.  Its  fourteen  cnain-enwrapped 
sections  of  500  logs  each,  hauled  length- 
wise, are  hitched  tandem,  like  the  joints 
of  a  backttone.  Each  section  is  60  feet 
long  and  3C  feet  wide,  and  draws  13  feet 
of  water.  Only  a  few  feel  project  above 
the  surface.  Each  section  is  a  rude 
fiat-bottomed  ship  in  itself,  and  is  joined 
to  the  others  by  lung  chains,  extending 
from  one  end  of  the  raft  to  tne  other. 
To  an  iron  chain  bridle  from  the  first 
section  the  tow  lines  are  hitched.  It  was 
towed  down  to  Flushing  Bay  yesterday 
morning.  It  is  proposed  to  break  up  the 
raft  for  convenience  in  handling. 

The  big  raft  has  made  three  starts  for 
this  port  It  was  originally  constructed 
in  seventeen  sections.  When 'off  Machiae 
island,  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  two  of  the 
sections  were  torn  loose  by  tempestuous 
weather  and  smashed.  The  raft  was 
towed  in  shore,  repaired  and  started 
again.  Just  before  reaching  Portland 
the  raft  ran  into  more  bad  weather  and 
lost  another  section.  By  these  misha])8 
the  raft  was  reduced  by  about  1200 
sticks  of  timber,  but  that  did  not  ma- 
terially decrease  its  bulk. 

Each  of  the  fourteen  remaining  sec- 
tions of  the  raft  contains  500  logs,  or 
7000  logs  in  all.  The  whole  tow  was 
originally  1400  feel  long,  or  big  enough 
to  fill  Broadway  from  curb  to  curb  be- 
tween Chambers  and  Vesey  streets.  It 
weighs  about  80C0  tons.  The  timber  in 
the  raft  consists  of  Norway  pine,  spruce, 
princess  pine  and  hackmatack.  There 
are  thirty-six  square  miles  of  trees  (or 
enough  material  for  2000  more  rafts)  in 
the  tract  from  which  Mr.  Leary  got  the 
timber  of  the  raft,  and  he  is  going  to  try 
to  bring  a  lot  of  them  down  to  New 
York.  .-V  raft  of  8000  logs,  constructed 
precisely  like  the  leviathan  in  Hemp- 
stead harbor,  is  now  at  St.  John. 
Mr.  Leary  said  that  if  he  got 
this  one  through  be  would  immeoiately 
start  the  other  on  its  way.  The 
raft  that  went  to  pieces  at  sea  about 
four  years  ago  was  almost  the  same  size, 
but  was  built  in  thiaker  sections  than 
this  one.  The  raft  th'|t  was  towed  into 
Erie  Basin  three  yearv  ago  was  only  650 
feet  long. 

The  owner  of  the  giant  raft  by  bring- 
ing his  lumber  here  uncut  saves  about 
15000  in  customs  duties.  The  total 
value  of  the  raft  will  be  about  $40,000. 
The  logs,  or  many  of  them,  will  be  used 
byMr.  Leary  on  contract  work  of  his 
own.  He  has  a  contract  for  the  improve- 
ment of  half  of  two  miles  of  river  front 
on  the  Harlem  owned  by  Mr.  Astor.  He 
will  receive  $920,000  for  the  job,  which 
consists  of  backing  and  filling  with 
piles.

Hard  on  Potato  Eaters. 
Chicago,  Aug.  9.  -The  hot,  dry  weather 
has  had  a  serious  effect  on  the  potato 
crop  as  well  as  on  grains.  Inquiry 
among  commission  merchants  elicits  the 
information  that  prices  ordinarily  ruling 
for  potatoes  during  the  last  month  have 
advancea  from  $2 .50  and  $2.75  per  barrel 
to  $3.?3.  Said  one  of  the  dealers:  "We 
have  been  getting  our  potatoes  from 
Philadelphia  for  several  weeks  past.  It 
is  a  little  too  early  yet  for  the  Wisconsin 
crop,  but  advices  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  crop  is  very  short,  the  yield  in  some 
places  being  about  one-third.  You  can't 
buy  good  potatoes  today  on  the  track  for 
less  than  $1.35  per  bushel,  and  you  can't 
get  them  at  retail  for  less  than  from 
$1.40  to  $1.50  per  bushel." 


Lawyen*  on  Crops. 

Judge  S.  F.  White  has  just  returned 
from  a  trip  through  North  Dakota,  via 
the  Great  Northern,  and  says  that  the 
crops  from  Fargo  to  Devil's  Lake  are 
very  poor,  and  outside  of  the  Red  River 
valley  are  a  total  failure.  Mr.  Davie,  of 
the  firm  of  Draper  A  Davis,  made  a  like 
trip  on  the  Northern  Pacific,  and  says 
the  crops  in  that  section  are  also  short 
on  account  of  the  dry  hot  winds  of  a  few 
weeks  past.

MAY  CATCH  MURPHY- 

In  Fact  May  Have  Caught  That  Brutal 
Murderer  Already. 
Chief  MoQuade  received  word  yester- 
day of  the  whereabouts  of  New  Orleans 
Murphy,  the  murderer  of  a  young  man 
in  the  city  last  week,  and  has  a  marshal 
right  on  his  heels.  The  chief  thinks  it 
will  only  be  a  question  of  time,  and  a 
short  time  time  at  that,  when  Murphy 
will  be  languishing  behind  the  bars. 


The  building  to  be  built  by  M.  S.  Bur- 
rows &  Co.,  on  Superior  street  and  Third 
avenue  west,  and  to  be  devoted  in  great 
part  to  the  company's  business,  will  be 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  city.

It  is 
planned  with  walls  of  sufficient  strength 
to  hold  eight  stories,  which  will  be  put 
on  at  some  future  time.  The  Superior 
Street  front  and  eighty  feet  back  on  I 
Third  avenue  is  to  have  the  effect  of  one  I 
great  show  window,  being  of  solid  plate 
glass,  the  steel  supporting  columns  to 
be  situated  back  from  the  glass  so  as 
not  to  show  from  the  out- 
side. This,  with  the  interior  arrange- 
ment of  the  basement,  is  something  new 
in  the  line  of  architecture  for  Duluth. 
The  basement  is  to  be  excavated  to  the 
curbstone  and  lighted  with  sidewalk 
lights,  and  under  the  sidewalks  around 
the  building  pipes  will  run  to  heat  the 
walks  by  steam  so  as  to  do  away  with  the 
bothersome  and  dangerous  snow  and  ice 
in  winter.  The  front  half  of  the  base- 
ment will  be  used  as  a  salesroom  and  the 
rear  as  a  boxing  and  packing  room  for 
the  vholeeale  department,  which  is  to  be 
pushed  as  hard  as  energy  and  ability  can 
push  it. 

The  first  floor  will  be  used  for  the    re- 
tail mercantile  business  of  the  firm.  The 
second  story  will  be  so  arranged  that  at 
I  any  time  necessary,  with  a    few  changes 
in  it,  it  can  be    converted    into  a  store- 
room.   The  third  and   fourth  stories  are 
to  be  devoted  entirely    to    offices,  which 
may  be  reached    by  two    large  elevators 
and  broad  stairways.  The  main  entrance 
to  the  building  on  Third  avenue    will  be 
a    heavy    Roman    arch,    supported    by 
granite  pillars.    The  entire  building  is  to 
be  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  both 
gas  and  electricity.

New  Yokk,  Aug.  11.— All  throuffh  the 
night  and  early  this  morning,  it  looked 
as  though  the  strike  on  the  New  York 
Central  road  was  slowly  but  surely  peter- 
ii.g  out.  Nevertheless  both  parties  to 
the  blockade  of  passenger  and  freight 
traffic  were,  so  far  as  words  went,  as 
stubborn  as  ever. 

All  through  the  night  the  Grand  Cen- 
tral depot  presented  a  scene  of  unusual 
quiet  and  gloom,  but  as  daylight  began 
to  appear,  the  scene  gradually  changed. 
It  became  hurry  and  scurry  everywhere. 
There  was  some  apprehension  spparantly 
as  to  how  the  day's  work  would  be  be- 
gun and  the  third  day  of  the  great  strike 
entered  upon. 

The  police  arrangements  remain  the 
same  as  yesterday  with  the  exception 
that  the  men  were  told  to  be  ever  watch- 
ful and  not  leave  their  posts  for  even  an 
instant. 

Precisely  at  6  o'clock  tliis  morning 
Third  Vice-President  Webb  entered  the 
sanctum  at  the  depot.  \  reporter  imme- 
diately stepped  forward  and  said:  "It  is 
reported,  Mr.  Webb,  that  the  tiremen  of 
the  road  have  joined  the  strikers." 

"That  statement  is  untrue.  The  tire- 
men  huve  not  struck  and  all  trains  so 
far  are  running  all  right,  and  every  one 
of  them  left  here  fully  manned.  I  have 
not  heard  from  Mr.  Depew  yet  and  I  do 
not  expect  to  hear  from  him  today.  W^e 
have  coped  with  the  strike  so  far  our- 
selves, and  I  think  the  worst  of  it  is  over, 
so  there  is  no  liklihood  that  Mr.  Depew 
will  be  called  upon." 

At  the  SL  Johns  Park  freight  depot  at 
10  o'clock  this  morning,  the  situation 
was  practically  unchanged  from  that  ex- 
isting there  since  the  tie  up  started  on 
Friday  evening.  Everywhere  was  posted 
the  notice  that  no  freight  would  be  re- 
ceived there.  .\11  the  platforms  within 
the  mammoth  building  were  piled  high 
with  freight  awaiting  shipment,  and  its 
roof  covered  a  mass  of  stalled  freight 
cars.  The  officials  of  the  company  say 
that  they  have  enough  men  to  attend  to 
the  dispatching  of  all  the  freight  they 
intend  to  send  out  from  this  city  today. 
All  the  freight  to  Hrst  secure  attention 
is  that  of  a  perishable  character.  No 
trouble  is  anticipated  by  the  road's  offi- 
ci&Is. 

Third  Vice-President  Webb  stated  in 
relation  to  the  statement  to  the  effect 
that  the  Hremen  had  been  called  out, 
that  the  order  calling  them  out  had  been 
issued  a  few  days  ago  by  the  Knights  of 
Labor,  but  that  both  firemen  and  engi- 
neers had  disregarded  it.  "I  have  every 
reason  to  believe,"  Mr.  Webb  added, 
"that  neitl  er  the  engineers  or  tiremen 
will  go  out  now."

Birmingham,  Conn.,  Aug.  11. -The 
postoffice  department  has  issued  orders 
for  samples  of  pearl  gray  postal  card 
board.  This  board  is  to  be  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  cards  to  be  used  by 
women,  and  is  intended  simply  for  a 
correspondence  card:  Wilkinson  Bros, 
it  Co.  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Whiting  Paper  company  of  Holyoke, 
Mass.,  for  the  manufacture  of  the  paper. 

The  Wilkinson  company  has  already 
submitted  samples  for  board  for  the 
business  men's  card,  but  the  government 
has  taken  no  action  yet.  The  board  is 
of  manilla.  The  card  for  women  is  to  be 
one-third  smaller  and  the  business  card 
one  third  larger  than  the  present  caid. 
The  Wilkinson  mill  is  now  running  two 
machines  on  the  cardboard  for  the  reg- 
ular cards.  The  card  factory  prints 
•2;20O.0OO  cards  daily,  and  from  l,a>C,000 
to  2,000,1)00  of  these  are  packed  ready 
for  shipment  each  day.

If  the  train  gets 
out  of  Buffalo  sixteen  hours  behind  time 
it  will  be  doing  all  the  passengers  can 
expect. 

About  the  Central  depot  there  is  noth- 
ing unusual  today  except  the  difficulty 
found  in  handling  the  new  men  so  that 
the  trains  can  be  sent  out  promptly. 
This,  of  course,  is  almost  an  impossi- 
bility, and  the  result  is  considerable  con- 
fusion.   

The  Queotion  of  Plnkertons. 
ALJBA.VY.  N.    Y.,    Aug.— A    committee 
from    the     Knights     of  Labor    waited 
upon    Deputy    Attorney-General  Whit- 
aker  today,  and  inquired  as  to  the  right 
of  the  Central  road  to  employ  Pinkerton 
detectives  and  others  to    guard  its  prop- 
erty.   Mr.  Whitaker  told  the  committee 
that  the  railroad  company  had  a  perfect 
right       to       protect       its       property 
to     hire     agents   for  —that     purpose. 
A  prominent  Knight  said  at  noon  that  as 
the  trains  came  in    from  the  West,   the 
tiremen  were  dropping    from  the  service 
here,   and    had     joined  their    striking 
brothers.     He     said    that    eight     had 
dropped  off,  and  that    the   Brotherhood 
engineers  refused  to  work    with  any  but 
union  firemen,  and  would    not  go  on    to 
New  York  with  green  firemen.    Superin- 
tendent Bissell  denied  the  rumor. 


Silver  Bill  Etvhingii. 

Havana,  Aug.  11.— The  high  prices 
ruling  for  Mexican  silver  coin— 8'J  to  90 
cents  per  dollar— chiefly  for  exportation 
to  the  United  States,  have  caused  a  mon- 
etary crisis  at  those  places  where  the 
bills  of  the  Banco  Espanol  do  not  circu- 
late. Unless  the  guvernment  interferes 
and  shows  a  disposition  to  give  foreign 
silver  ooin  a  higher  valuation  than  the 
treasury  now  gives  in  receiving  and  pay- 
ing out  such  coin,  it  will  soon  be  impos- 
sible at  certain  places  to  obtain  small 
changes  for  the  daily  transaction  of  re- 
tailers.  

Where  Good  Worit  CountH. 

Wa-shington,  Aug.  11.— The  senate 
committee  on  postotHces  and  poast  roads 
today  ordered  the  anti-lottery  mail  bill 
to  De  reported  to  the  senate,  with  a 
recommendation  that  it  pasa  The  vote 
upon  this  action  is  said  to  have  been 
practically  unanimous,  those  not  present 
having  sent  word  that  they  were  in 
favor  of  the  measure.

are  at  work-  'J  he  luteiiigencer  says  it  is 
deeirable  to  have  an  arrangement  to  re- 
strict Protestant  and  Catholic  missions 
to  territories  assigned  to  them. 

The  missions  managers  here  criticise 
Baron  von  Wissman  for  his  statement 
that,  in  his  opinion,  Koman  Catholics 
are  far  more  successful  than  Protestant 
missions.  He  regards  the  Catholic 
methods  of  teaching  as  better  adapted 
to  impress  the  ruder  races,  says  their 
discipline  is  more  perfect,  and  that  they 
rarely  leave  their  stations,  but  live  and 
die  in  them.

Cloqiet,  Minn.,  Aug.  11.  -[Si)ecial  to 
The  Herald.]— Saturday  strikere  gath- 
ered in  force  at  the  C.  N.  Nelson  com 
pany's  big  mill  to  stop  the  men  from 
going  to  work.  Trouble  was  avoided 
only  by  the  appearance  of  the  village 
president  and  the  council,  who  won  the 
men  to  quiet. 

This  morning  tbe  strikers  again 
visited  the  Nelson  company's  two 
mills  at  5:30  o'clock  and  attempted 
to  stop  any  men  from  going  to 
work.  In  the  melee  that  tollowed  two 
men  were  roughly  handled  by  the  strik- 
ers, and  one  of  them  was  knocked  down 
with  a  club. 

The  riotous  strikers  started  up  the 
track,  away  frooi  the  mill  with  one  cap- 
tured man,  but  were  met  by  foreman 
AiHJy  Gowan  and  G.  F.  Rigby  of  the 
oiill  force,  who  drew  revolvers  and  rushed 
through  the  crowd,  recapturing  the 
already  captured  workmen.  Several  of 
the  strikers  drew  revolvers  and  matters 
had  a  very  dangerous  appearance 
for  Messrs.  Gowan  and  Rigby 
for  some  time,  but  the  timely 
arrival  of  a  squad  of  special  police  on 
the  scene  had  its  effect  on  the  mob,  and 
their  prisoner  was  taken  away  from 
them.  The  crowd  was  very  ugly,  and 
remained  near  the  planing  mill  until  9 
o'clock.  Later  two  Finlanders  were 
arrested  and  held  under  $300  Ixjnds  to 
appear  at  the  next  term  of  the  district 
court  at  Duluth. 

The  village  council  has  sworn  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  special  police,  who  are 
well  armed.  Trouble  may  yet  break 
out,  but  it  is  the  opinion  here  that  law 
and  order  can  be  maintained.  Both 
companies  are  running  light  crews  in 
their  planing  mills  and  yards,  but  the 
sawmills  are  idle  as  they  have  been  for 
two  weeks. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  that  the  Nelson 
company  has  secured  the  services  of 
Pinkerton  men  from  Chicago  to  watch 
the  mills  and  lumber  piles. 


A  Treiii«n<louH  Outlay  for  New  Territory; 
Meter  Systeui  Adopted. 

TiTusvitxK.  Pa.,  Aug.  11.— It  will  cost 
the  Pennsylvania  Gas  company  $2.^,000 
for  new  meters,  .\fter  Oct  1  all  natural 
gas  will  be  measured  by  meters  ip  War- 
ren, Jameetfjwn,  Corr;  and  Erie.  The 
gas  territory  and  real  estate  in  Warren, 
Elk  and  McKean  counties  now  owned  by 
the  company  has  cost  $1,150,000.  Within 
three  months  the  sum  of  §150,000  has 
been  paid  for  territ<>ry,  and  it  is  believed 
that  there  will  be  no  shortage  in  the 
supply  for  some  years. 

The  company  has  this  spring  and 
summer  purchased  a  very  large  amount 
of  territory,  cqsting  nearly  $20<i,0O0,  mak- 
ng  the  total  cost  of  all  their  lands  over 
$1,000,(X)0.

The 
total  number  of  gas  wells  now  drilled 
and  attached  to  the  line  is  alx)Ut  50.

As  c<jinpare<l  with  other  large  tinan- 
cial  uenters  of  the  Union— Duluth— for 
Dululh  ia  in  the  list— this  city  showed 
the  largest  gain  for  last  week  in  bank 
clearings,  Tacoma  following  4-10  b-'hind 
with  1U9.1  per  cent  This  city  is  twenty- 
fifth  on  the  list,  a  little  lower  than  usual, 
and  it  is  close  to  Richmond,  Dallas  and 
Columbus. 


The  states  of  Minnesota  and  Wiscon- 
sin appear  to  be  taking  the  lead  in  the 
formation  of  svhool  libraries.  During 
the  past  year  these  states  have  estab- 
lished over  1200  libraries.  State  Super- 
intendents D.  L.  Kiehle  and  J.  B.  Thayer 
of  the  two  states  respectively,  and  their 
assistants,  have  shown  untiring  energy 
in  examining,  selecting  and  cataloguing 
suitable  lK>oks.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  of  all  counties  in  Minneeota  our 
own  St.  Louis,  under  the  efficient  care 
of  County  Superintendent  Stulz  and 
C.ty  Superintendent  Denfeld,  is  in  the 
lead  with  the  valuable  nucleus  of  many 
school  libraries. 


A  retrospect  gives  strength  to  the  bull 
side  of  w  heat.  I  n  the  years  187S  9,  w  hen 
just  such  a  condition  of  affairs  as  regards 
bad  weather  existed  in  Europe  as  is  now 
reported,  the  United  States  imported  up- 
wards of  8"2<X)  million  of  gold,  which  was 
in  payment  for  wheat  and  other  cereals 
sent  abroad.  In  1879,  France  produced 
but  217  million  bushels  of  wheat,  while 
the  average  crop  is  28.'>  million.  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  the  shortage  for  the 
year  m  <|iie6tion  was  but  68  million.  If 
the  damage  in  the  present  year  be  any- 
t  ling  like  that  estimated,  France  will  be 
compelled  to  import  more  grain  than 
eleven  years  ago.  A  short  crop  in  France 
is  of  particular  importance,  because  that 
country  is  one  of  the  largest  continental 
producers,  and  its  crop  is  etjual  to  those 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany, 
Turkey,  Roumania,  Belgium  and  Hol- 
land combined. 

On  Saturday  occurred  an  event  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  the  cities  at  the 
head  of  Lake  Superior  in  the  turning  of 
the  first  spade  of  earth  on  the  Great 
Northern  railway's  Pacific  extension.  It 
took  place  at  Fort  AI>ercroml>ie,  itself 
far  to  the  westward,  in  Montana,  and 
President  Hill  deemed  it  of  enough  im- 
port to  hasten  to  the  scene  in  person. 
Not  only  does  this  move  give  to  Duluth 
and  Superior  another  transcontinental 
line,  but  the  event  is  fraught  with  in 
terest  from  the  fact  that  this  will  prob- 
ably Ije  the  last  transcontinental  line 
built  in  this  country,  as  the  ground  has 
been  so  well  covered  that  no  prospective 
largely  remunerative  territory  remains 
Scarcely  a  week  has  elapsed  since  the 
contract  for  the  extension  to  the  moun- 
tains was  let  to  Shepard,  Siems  &  Co., 
but  quick  work  was  done  in  the  way  of 
making  preparations.  The  construction 
will  pnxeed  as  rapidly  as  pt>68ible  until 
the  mountains  are  reached,  when  the 
route  through  the  Cascades  will  be  de- 
cided upon.  The  entire  line  from  Du- 
luth to  the  coast,  will  be  in  operation  by 
1892  and  Duluth  will  have  three  direct 
transcontinental  lines,  instead  of  one  as 
at  present,  the  Northern  Pacific,  Great 
Northern  and  Canadian  Pacific  railway, 
which  will  be  making  direct  coast  con- 
nections from  this  city  in  a  year  from 
this  day  of  grace  1890. 


ington  and  may  make  it  necessary  for  us 
to  care  very  soon  for  our  own  American 
colony  in  China.  According  to  the  re- 
port of  the  American  minister  a  year  ago 
there  were  1002  Americans  in  China,  of 
whom  122  were  women,  62  children  and 
848  men.  This  eetimate  is  in  all  proba- 
bility under  the  actual  figures,  as  China 
is  a  large  country.  More  than  half  of 
the  American  men  in  China  known  to 
the  resident  American  officials  are  mis- 
sionaries. These  number  506  in  all  and 
next  to  them  in  number  come  the  sea- 
men, for  the  American  tar  took  an  early 
and  conspicuous  part  in  teaching  the 
Celestials  the  mysteries         of 

modern  navigation,  and  is  re- 
spected and  appreciated  accordingly. 
It  evidently  will  not  trouble  the  Celes- 
tial dignitaries  very  much  to  banish  this 
handful  of  Americans,  but  there  was  a 
time  when  such  a  proposition  would 
have  made  a  great  disturbance  in  the 
empire.  It  was  early  in  the  '60's  when 
an  American  commanded  the  Chinese 
army  and  another  the  Chinese  navy,  and 
American  merchants  and  American  ship 
captains  were  the  most  conspicuous  and 
the  most  influential  foreignera  in 
Chinese  ports.  In  Shanghai  alone  in 
18G2  there  were  more  than  1000  Ameri- 
cans. If  China  should  permit  her  re- 
sentment at  the  exclusion  act  to  lead  her 
to  the  extreme  of  commercial  non-inter- 
course it  cannot  be  wondered  at  though 
in  dollars  and  cents,  she  will  have  more 
to  lose  than  to  gain  by  the  operation, 
since  the  balance  of  trade  with  us  is 
heavily  in  her  favor.  In  1887  our  ex- 
ports to  the  Chinese  Empire  were  about 
110,000,000,  while  our  imports  were  fully 
twice  as  much.  We  hope,  however,  that 
China  will  show  herself  less  arbitrary 
and  needlessly  offensive  than  our  own 
country.

And  no  man   in  this 
country    had  more    or    warmer    friends 
in  all  parts  of  the  world,  for  the  strcnge 
fortune  of  his  life    had    led    him  to  the 
farthest  parts  of  the  earth,  and   he  won 
friends  wherever  he  went.    His  person 
and  mind  were  charming,  an   athlete  ac- 
complished in  every  exercise,  filled  with 
the  Greek  spirit  that  sought  perfection 
of  Ixxly  as  of  mind,    a    true  comrade  in 
all  manly  pursuits,  a  leader  in  every  hu- 
mane    cause.       Whatever       he      did, 
be     did      with      his       whole       heart, 
and        what         he         has         written 
has  the  press  of  a    true    man's  heart  in 
every  line.     His  genius  was   unique  like 
his  personaliiy.     In      whom    else      was 
united  as    in    him    such    extraordinary 
vigor,  such  buoyancy  of  spirit,  with  such 
intense  self-absorption    at   times,    such 
heart-searching,  such    bursts   of    fancy 
and  feeling,  such  far-reaching  sympathy. 
His  pereuasion  of    the    brotherhood  of 
men  of  every  race,  class    and  condition, 
was  a  part  of  his  nature.     What   to  men 
commonly  is  little  more  than  a  phrase  of 
words  was  to   him  a    passion    of    realiz- 
ation.   No  man   was    so    malformed,  or 
colored,  or  savage    or    debased  as    to  be 
outside     the    heart     of     John    Boyle 
O'Rielly.    llie  lashing    of  a    black  skin 
cut  him  to  the  quick   as   surely   as  the 
lashing  of  a  white,    and  the    groan  of  a 
naked  wretch  in    the    Australian    bush 
was  as  pitiful  to  him  as  the  groan  of  his 
next  door  i^eighbor.    He  came    an  Irish 
fugitive  from  English    injustice   to  New 
England.     By  pure    desert    he    won  his 
place  as  poet,  editor,  orator  in  the  honor 
of  his    adopted    country    and    the    Old 
World  as  well.    And  there  are  few  men 
living  who  have  so  well  deserved  the  love 
of  their  fellow-men  or  will  have  so  many 
hearts  with  them  on  their  death-bed.

ODDS  AND  ENDS. 

Five  generations  of  one  family  sat  for 
their  photographs  in  a  single  group  at 
Springtield,  Pa.,  a  few  days  ago.

Fifteen  millions  of  dollars  is  men- 
tioned as  the  value  or  the  art  treasures 
accumulated  in  Hilford  House  by  Sir 
Richard  Wallace,  and  it  is  rumored 
that  all  this  will  go,  under  the  will,  to 
the  English  nation.

MILLS  CLOSING  OOWN. 


Most  of  the    Duluth    Saw  Mill' 

Will  be  Closed  Within  a 

Month. 


Notes  of  Local  Lunnber  Doings; 

The    Scott-Holston 

Mill. 


ludicatioDS  are  that  of  tbe  e-is  lar^e 
Biiwmilla  on  Rices  and  Coouors  puinte 
ooly  two  will  be  iu  op«i>rntioa  a  month 
fruQi  this  date  unless  there  are  heavy 
and  continued  raiud.  A!i  of  the  mill 
cjmpanieo  have  logs  enough  to  keep 
them  busy  until  the  end  of  tbe  season, 
but  they  are  hung  up  in  the  woods. 
Early  ruins  and  snow  water  hud  little 
effect  on  driring  and  later  rains,  though 

heavy,  were  of  such  short  duration  that, 
in  tuost  cases,  the  rivers  did  not  get 
much  good  of  them.  So  th:?re  are  four 
firms  who  are  anxiously  looking  for 
water,  most  of  them  with  I«:^b  hung  on 
south  shore  streams 

Ouneaa,  Brewer  &  Co.  are  building  a 
large  dam  on  the  upper  Xemadji, 
but  it  is  not  finished,  while 
their  logs  are  neiirly  out.  They 
have  somethii.g  like  t>,C.^.0OO  feet  that 
they  hope  to  get  down  on  the  September 
rains.  In  iLe  meantime,  (iray's  mill, 
which  does  their  sawing,  will  probably 
close  down  before  the  first  of  ne.tt 
month.  The  firm  has  already  bought  a 
large  supply  of  di>.nen-ion  stuff  of  other 
Duluth  mills  and  experts  to  get  bold  of 
a  good  deal  more. 

The  mills  of  C  S.  Murray  A  Co.,  the 
West  Superior  company,  and  Peck  Jk 
Son  will  all  have  to  clo^  down  before 
long,  the  former  two  before  tie  end  of 
this  month.  Of  the  Superior  company, 
part  of  its  own  logs  and  part  of  the  Uol- 
lenbacb  timber,  which  it  is  sawing,  is 
hung  up  on  the  south  shore  and  can 
hardly  bt<  irot  out  this  fall.  The  timber 
bought  by  Murray  Si  Co.  from  the  Olean 
Land  company  is  in  the  same  bnd  fix 
and  is  prob.ibly  g(XKl  for  an  >the-  winter 
in  the  woods.  The  I'^ck  mill  is  well  sold 
up,  but  has  nearly  run  through  its  tim- 
ber and  will  have  to  follow  the  others. 

As  the  Hubbard  at  V'incect  m  11  closed 
some  time  ago,  the  only  city  mill  that 
can  keep  at  work  to  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son is  that  of  the  Scott-Holston  com- 
pany, and  it  is  all  right  for  steady  work. 
To  offset  the  cli«ing  mills  there  is  the 
Huntress  &,  Brown,  which  is  nearly 
completed,  and  will  be  at  work  in  a  few 
weeks  with  a  stock  of  logs  for  the  fall. 

MiUmen  are  reporting  a  good  trade, 
with  prices  continuing  to  harden  and 
stiffen,  and  with  a  considerably  better 
mjuiry  than  for  a  long  time.  There  are 
no'  as  many  heavy  local  jobs  either  on 
docks,  buildings  requiring  large  hills  of 
pine  stuff,  or  streets  as  for  a  few  years 
bick,  and  the  home  consumption  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  is  to  be  almost  entirely 
this  season  from  tbe  smaller  orders  and 
from  dwelliuga  It  is  donblful  if  the 
total  of  lumbei  consumed  in  the  two 
cities  is  quite  up  to  last  year,  for  it  takes 
a  great  many  hou.st>s  to  use  as  much 
sawn  timber  as  one  elevator  or  dock. 

The  A.  M.  Miller  mill  at  Thomson  has 
sawed  only  about  fi.tX.  J.CCO  feet  this  year, 
that  being  all  the  timber  Mr.  Miller  got 
out  for  it  last  winter.  Hi-  timber  is  ex- 
hausted and  the  mill  will  close  per- 
manently about  Sept.  1.  It  may  be  said, 
however,  that  the  total  sawing  capacity 
of  the  Duluth  district  will  not  be  re- 
duced by  tbe  closing  of  this  mill,  as  it  is 
anderstood  that  a  company  has  Vieen 
formed  by  Mr.  Miller  and  his  associates, 
whereby  the  mill,  in  a  new  localion,  will 
keep  up  its  record  after  next  May.

Alreatly  jibbers  have  sent  explorers 
into  the  woods  to  look  over  the  land  for 
the  winter. 

It  is  rumored  that  besides  the  Mitch- 
ell-McClure,  Lyman  and  Huntress  & 
Brown  new^  mills  on  this  side  the  bay, 
one  mill  is  tu  go  in  on  the  Superior  side. 

The  propeller  Schoolcraft  and  tug  Col- 
ton  last  week  towed  from  Ontonagon  to 
the  Neater  mill,  at  Baraga,  the  largest 
raft  of  logs  ever  hauled  on  L  ike  Supe- 
rior. It  ajntained  over  G,OCJ,000  fee^. 
At  one  time  it  seemed  as  if  part,  if  not 
all,  of  the  logs  w^uld  go  adrift.  For  ten 
hours  the  steamers  could  not  gain  an 
inch,  so  heavy  was  the  wind  and  sea, 
and  yet  no  logs  jumped  the  booms.  The 
logs  were  in  one  double  bag.

Dr.  .staples    of  the    State    Board  DeitciibeH 
Work  Here. 

Dr.  Franklin  Staples  of  Winona,  presi- 
dent of  the  state  board  of  health,  who 
has  been  in  Duluth  some  days,  writes  to 
The  Winona  Republican  a  letter  on  the 
public  works  of  this  city  In  the  course 
of  his  letter,  in  which  he  describes  the 
manner  of  paving  and  sewer  work  here, 
already  familiar  to  readers  of  this  (laper, 
he  says: 

"Duluth  has  a  population  of  ."0,00  ex- 
clusive of  the  suburbs  of  West  Duluth 
and  Lakeside,  which  together  have  a 
population  of  about  5000.  The  city  is 
situateil  on  the  lake  side  slope  of  a  rocky 
promontory  which  is  about .")00  feet  high, 
and  which  forms  the  north  shore  of  the 
head  of  Lake  Superior,  and  extends 
around  the  western  point  some  distance 
up  the  St.  Loui.s  bay.  Across  the  bay 
on  the  Wisconsin  side  ie>  the  city  of  Su- 
l>erior  with  a  population  of  12,000. 
There  is,  therefore,  at  the  h?ad  of 
the  lake  a  total  population  of  about  50,- 
000. 

"The  work  of  building  streets  in  the 
soil  of  Duluth,  owing  to  its  peculiar 
features,  is  a  task  of  no  small  magnitude. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  the  business 
portion  of  the  city  already  has  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  metropolis,  and  the  resi- 
dence portion,  with  its  tine  buildings, 
terraced  lawns  and  its  long,  well-finished 
streets  and  commanding  view  of  lake 
and  harbor,  is  becoming  second  to  none 
in  beauty  of  situation.  There  are  now 
fifty-five  miles  of  streets  graded  within 
the  city  limits  and  forty-nine  miles  of 
sidewalk,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year,  about  three  miles  of  pave- 
ment had  been  put  down.  I  was  in- 
formed by  the  city  engineer  that  the 
Telford-Macadam  could  be  put  down  for 
ninety  cents  per  square  yard,  and  that 
when  the  cedar  t>locks  were  put  on  thia 
foundation,  tbe  additional  expense  is 
sixty-five  cents;  that  a  certain  kind  of 
concrete  and  cedar,  or  that  with  gravel, 
boards  and  cedar,  can  be  put  down  for  $1 
per  square  yard." 

Dr.  Staples  then  speaks  of  the  method 
of  letting  public  works  and  tbe  manner 
of  supervision  and  says  that  in  another 
letter  he  will  describe  the  sewerage  sys- 
tem, which  he  believes  will  be  of  advan- 
tage to  Winona  in  carrying  out  her  own 
work.

A    Livelier    Demand      Tor    Non-BesHemer; 
.Shipments  up  to  Date. 

Iron  Trade  Review:  The  past  week, 
in  marked  distinction  from  its  predeces- 
sors, has  shown  ununual  activity  in  the 
market.  The  grand  total  of  non- 
Bessemer  sales  considerably  exceeds 
250,000  tons.  Chicago  bought  largely,  as 
did  several  adjacent  valley  districts,  and 
the  East  took  some  ore.  Several  addi- 
tional sales  are  about  to  be  closed,  and 
this  will  about  linish  up  the  stocks  of 
non-BesHemers  for  tbe  next  sixty  days, 
unless  the  production  should  very  muab 
overrun  all  estimates.  The  advance  in 
ore  prices  last  fall,  Beesemers  and  all, 
will  average  alxiut  seventy  -  five 
cents  a  ton.  Considerable  of  this 
advance  was  lost  during  the  buy- 
ing movement  of  this  week,  the  reduc- 
tion varying  with  the  sales  from  thirty 
to  fifty  cents.  This,  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten, is  true  of  non-Bessemers  only, 
all  the  ores  low  in  phoe.  holding  well  up 
to  the  price.  There  is  unsold  barely  10 
per  cent  jf  the  Bessemer  output  for  the 
year,  and  the  producers  are  in  no  special 
hurry  to  part  with  that.  The  claim  is 
made  by  some  furna^emen  tbat  they 
have  coke  contracts  for  August  at  from 
thirty  to  thirty- five  cents  off  the  regular 
price,  a  d  t  is  generally  thought  that 
coke  prices  will  have  to  come  down. 


Shipments  to  date. 

Ore  shipments  to  Thursday  from  the 
iron  mines  of  the  Lake  Superior  region 
made  a  total  of  4,131.450  tons,  an  in- 
crease of  something  like  7CJ,0C0  tons 
over  the  week  tjefore.  Of  this  the  Mar- 
quette range  leads  with  1,419,171  tons, 
the  Gogebic  follows  with  1,1743~6,  the 
Menominee  is  a  third  with  1,102,669, 
while  the  Vermillion  is  last  with  43-5,221 
from  its  two  big  mines  and  the  small 
shipping  Pioneer.  Owing  to  the  break- 
ing of  the  Sault  locks  and  the  conse- 
quent temporary  embargo  on  traffic,  ore 
shipments  from  all  Lake  Superior  ports 
were  lighter  than  usual  last  week.

The  new  steel  steamship  Emily  P. 
Weed  arrived  here  yesterday  afternoon 
on  her  maiden  trip  from  the  drydocks 
with  2800  tons  of  coal  for  the  Pioneer 
Fuel  company,  and  excited  the  interest 
of  people  about  the  docks. 

The  Weed  was  built  at  the  yards  of  F. 
W.  Wheeler  &  Co.,  West  Bay  City,  and 
is  the  first  steel  freighter  built  in  those 
yards.  Her  dimensions  are  as  follows: 
Length  of  keel,  300  feet;  over  all,  324; 
breadth  of  beam,  41  feet;  depth  of  hold, 
24  feet  6  inches.  She  cost  $240,000.  She 
is  provided  with  almost  every  improve- 
ment known  to  marine  service,  includ- 
ing an  electric  search  light  that  will 
show  a  buoy  at  a  distance  of  half  a  mile 
on  a  dark  night,  and  is  also  provided 
with  200  incandescent  lights. 

She  is  equipped  with  the  latest  im- 
proved steam  steering  apparatus,  a  Provi- 
dence windlass  and  a  Worthington  inde- 
pendent condenser.  The  Weed  is  com- 
manded by  CapL  Frank  Welcome,  one  of 
the  most  thorough  navigators  on  the 
lake,  and  recently  in  command  of  the  P. 
P.  Pratt  Capt.  Welcome  has  brought 
several  new  boats,  but  in  his  estimation 
the  Weed  stands  at  the  head.  Her 
cabins  are  all  finished  in  hard  wood  and 
furnished  with  handsome  plush  furni- 
ture.

The  crew 
took  to  the  yawl  boat  and  were  picked 
up  by  the  City  of  Detroit  just  before 
daylight  The  Two  Fannieu  was  owned 
at  Kenosha,  Wis.,  and  valued  at  $11,000.
